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The Institute of Government at the University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill is devoted to research, teaching and service in the fields of 
state and local government. For more than thirty-five years the Institute 
has conducted schools and short courses for city, county, and state officials. 
Through guidebooks, special bulletins, and a monthly magazine, in addition 
,.to consultation by phone and letter, assistance and advice are offered to 
‘public officials and agencies across the state. The Institute has served 
as the research agency for numerous study commissions of the state and of 
local governments. The Institute's professional staff in Chapel Hill 
now numbers twenty-nine. They are also members of the University faculty. 
Most of them are trained in law; other staff members are in such disciplines 
as psychology, political science, planning, and social work. 


During sessions of the General Assembly, the Institute maintains a 
Legislative Service with an office in the ground floor of the State 
Legislative Building in Raleigh. Each day four or five members of the 
professional staff travel to Raleigh to provide various services from 
this office. Chief among them is compiling the DAILY BULLETIN, containing 
a digest of each bill introduced in the House or Senate and a summary of 
all legislative action taken on the floor of each chamber. This Daily 
Bulletin is mailed each evening to about 1,600 city and county officials 
across the state, is delivered to a number of state offices in Raleigh, 
and is placed upon each legislator's desk. Other legislative reports are 
also prepared and distributed, including a WEEKLY BULLETIN OF LOCAL LEGISLATION, 
a WEEKLY LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY (a discussion and analysis of noteworthy 
legislation), and a variety of end-of-session reports and analyses. 


The DAILY BULLETIN consists of a bill digest section on blue paper, 
followed by a calendar section on white paper. All Senate and House actions 
are combined in one listing for public bills and one for local bills in the 
calendar section. The digest section is divided into public bills (Senate 
bills first, then House) and local bills. It includes the bill's short 
title and the General Statutes chapters affected (or counties affected, if 
a local bill). A digest of all amendments and committee substitutes adopted 
will be included in the Bulletin near the end of the blue sheets. 


In order to provide effective cumulative information on bill status 
the Institute, in cooperation with the Systems Management Division of the N.C. 
Department of Administration, administer a computer-based BILL STATUS AND 
HISTORY SYSTEM. It provides legislative information via video and typewriter 
terminals in the State Legislative Building. This same system compiles the 
Calendar Action section of the DAILY BULLETIN. 


We hope this DAILY BULLETIN and our other services will provide you 
the information you need and when you need it.

(1) to administer licensing program, (2) to obtain the services of other units of state 
or local governments, (3) to hire personnel, (4) to issue licenses pursuant to the 
Board's policies and to extend terms of licenses for up to six months, (5) to revoke 
licenses, (6) to prosecute or defend, for State, legal actions arising out of this Article, 
and (7) to promote educational programs for day-care operators.

specifically for facilities by North Carolina Building Code Council and approved by the 
Board; (6) requires annual inspection by local fire department, using standards developed 


by Insurance Dept. and approved by the Board; (7) requires minimum floor space, air space © 
and outdoor play area per child; (8) requires minimum staff-child ratio, depending on ages: 


of children; and (9) provides age and character requirements for staff members. Requires 
annual license to be issued. Sets procedures for denying or renewing licenses. Provides 
for administrative review by Board if Director revokes license or lowers rating; action of 
Board final on review of grade or rating; judicial review of actions of Board reviewing 
issuance or revocation of license. Provides for gradual implementation of Article through 
registration of present operators until statutory requirements for license met. Provides 
that any operator not procuring and displaying license is guilty of misdemeanor.

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SUMMARY OF LEGISLATIVE MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR 


Delivered at a Joint Session of the General Assembly of 
North Carolina at 12:30 p.m., January 14, 1971. 


Governor Robert W. Scott presented the broad outlines of his program today to the 
General Assembly in a 22-page Legislative Message. The principal topics of the message, 
and the specific recommendations thereunder, were as follows: 


_ State's Economy: Governor's Budget Message, to be presented January 21, will provide new 
approaches to financial relief for local governments, will provide for the smallest number 
of additional State positions in 14 years, and will contain the largest capital improve- 
ments budget in State history. 


State Goals and Policy: Recommends a statutory Council of State Goals and Policy to con- 
sider all State Government activities "that relate to the development of our State." 


Manpower Development: Recommends a State Manpower Council, to create a State Manpower Plan 
and evaluate governmental manpower programs. 


Minimum Wage: Recommends increasing the State minimum wage from $1.25 to $1.60 per hour. 


Public Schools: Governor's budget proposals will triple public school kindergarten programs 


and will request an additional 100 special education teachers and an additional 100 occupa- 


tional education teachers, though declining attendance will result in 635 fewer total teach- 


ing positions in the next biennium. Recommends establishment of a statement of policy to 
clearly provide free transportation for urban public school students. N. C. Association 
of Educators will present a proposed Professional Standards Act. 


Teachers and State Employees: Budget will recommend 5% salary increase in first year of 
biennium and 5% additional in second year of biennium for State employees, public school 
teachers and personnel, and personnel in institutions of higher learning. Will recommend 
increased retirement benefits for teachers and state employees, to result from liberalizing 
and clarifying amendments to State Retirement System (to be paid from investment income) . 


Children and Youth: Recommends establishing a Governor's Advocacy Commission on Children 


and Youth to serve as spokesman for all phases of child development and children's problems. 


Higher Education: Notes the studies that are underway on governance of the public institu- 
tions of higher learning (by the Warren Committee), and on student financial aid (by the 
Phillips Committee); also, the report to be presented by the State Board of Higher Educa- 
tion. 


Environmental Matters: Special message on the environment to be submitted by the Governor 
later in the session, and will recommend an Environmental Protection and Management Act 
Dr Losi. 


Drugs: Urges consideration of the recommendations of the Drug Study Commission for changes 
in the laws relating to drugs, creation of a Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs with- 
in the Department of Justice, and creation of an Inter-Agency Drug Council. 


Public Safety: Urges consideration of the Department of Motor Vehicles' suggested changes 
in the motor vehicle laws. Recommends a statutory N. C. Criminal Justice Academy. Budget 
will recommend an additional 100 State Highway Patrolmen. Special report on transporta-— 
tion will be presented later in the session.

The Offices of Governor and Lieutenant Governor: Recommends submission to the voters of 
a constitutional amendment removing the one-term limit for Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor, and allowin g either of them to serve a maximum of two successive terms. Recom- 
mends that the office of Lieutenant Governor be considered a full-time position, and be 
provided a salary in line with other members of the Council of State. 


Reorganization: Later special message will recommend structural reorganization of State 
Government. 


Redistricting: Urges that the General Assembly assume the legislative responsibility of 
accomplishing legislative reapportionment and Congressional redistricting. 


Election Laws: Recommends submission to the voters of a constitutional amendment to per- 
mit 18 year old voting.

S 24 Viet Nam prisoners of war (Iden. H 41) MISC RES 
Introducer: Bagnal Sent to VETERANS 


"Expressing concern about the prisoners of war held by the Government of North 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong." Identical with H 41, digested in the House section of 
today's Bulletin. 


S 25 Unmarked State vehicles Goer 0 
Introducer: Harrington Sent to ROADS 


"To amend G.S. 14-250, relating to the license tags of state-owned vehicles." 
Authorizes Governor and Council of State to permit exemptions from requirement that 
publicly owned vehicles be marked when it is in the public interest for a State- 
owned vehicle to remain unmarked. 


S 26 Financial responsibility repeal GS 20 
Introducer: Flaherty Sent to INSUR 
"To repeal the Finanetal Responstbility Act of 1957." As title indicates, 


repeals Article 13 of Chapter 20 of the General Statutes (compulsory insurance law). 


5S 27 Auto liab. insurance rates GS 58 
Introducers: Flaherty and Kirk Sent to INSUR 


"Repealing the present Article 25 of Chapter 58 relating to automobile ltabtltty 
insurance rates; to provide a new and competitive method of arrtving at private passen- 
ger automobile liabtlitty rates; to provide a standard for such rates and for the effec- 
tive regulation thereof; to provide for the licensing, examination and regulatton of 
rating and advtsory organizations; to prevent monopoly and colluston tn rate-making." 
Repeals present GS Ch. 58, Art. 25 (Regulation of Automobile Liability Insurance Rates) 
and enacts new Art. 25 (Automobile Liability Insurance Rates). Requires that following 
standards to apply to making and use of car insurance rates in NC: (1) rates not to 
be excessive (that is, unreasonably high and without reasonable degree of competition 
with respect to applicable classification), inadequate (unreasonably low and continued 
use would endanger solvency of insurer, or use would destroy competition and create 
monopoly), or unfairly discriminatory; (2) consideration to be given to loss experience, 
to reasonable profit and contingency margin, to investment income on unearned premium 
reserves and loss reserves, to expenses (country-wide and NC) and other relevant fac- 
tors; (3) systems of expense provisions may differ among insurers to reflect operating 
methods; (4) risks may be grouped by classifications for rates and penalties, and 
class rates may be individually modified. Permits two or more insurers to act in 
concert to make rates or systems, policies, underwriting rules, surveys, etc. Requires 
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any insurer or group of insurers furnishing statistics pertaining to loss or expense 
items to rating organization, to send duplicate to Rate Analysis Division of NC Insur- 
ance Dep't. Requires every NC insurer, rating organization, advisory organization and 
group of insurers to maintain records which will enable Comm'r of Insurance to determine 
compliance with Article. Permits Comm'r to impose penalty up to $250 for each viola- 
tion of record-keeping requirement, except wilful violations may be penalized up to 
$1000; also permits revocation or suspension of license, after hearing. Requires Comm'r 
of Insurance, at least every 3 years, to examine each licensed car insurer, rating organi-_ 
zation, advisory organization, or group of insurers, to determine if compliance with 
Article taking place; costs of examination to be paid by person or organization examined. 

Permits members or subscribers to rating organizations to use its rates, but may 
not agree to do so (except as provided in this Article). Authorizes cooperation among 
rating organizations within scope of this Article. Permits Comm'r of Insurance to 
require discontinuance of such cooperation he finds, after hearing, to be unfair or un- 
reasonable. Requires all rating organizations operating in NC to secure license from 
Comm'r. Requires license application contain: copy of organization's constitution, 
articles of incorp., by-laws, etc., list of members and subscribers; NC resident for 
service of process; and statement of qualifications as rating organization. Sets appli- 
cation fee at $200 and annual renewal fee at $100. Requires for obaining and retaining 
license, that rating organization show it will: permit any insurer to become member at 
reasonable cost or withdraw; not require agreement to use its rates; in no way regulate 
payment of dividends by members; neither practice nor sanction any plan or act of boy- 
cott, coercion or intimidation; nor enter into nor sanction any contract or act restrain- 
ing person from lawfully engaging in insurance business; and notify Comm'r of all changes 
in info required in application. Requires Comm'r to issue license within 60 days after 
application filed if convinced that: business reputation of applicant and officers 
good; applicant's facilities adequate; and plan of operation conforms to Act. Requires 
written notice, with reasons, of denial of application. 

Requires advisory organizations (defined as persons, firms, etc. other than ad- 
mitted insurers, preparing policy forms or making underwriting rules, or collecting 
and furnishing to insurers and rating organizations statistics) to file with Comm'r of 
Insurance: copy of Constitution, by-laws, etc.; list of members and subscribers; and 
NC resident for service of process; and to notify Comm'r of any changes in such info. 

Requires all auto insurers to file rates or underwriting rules with Comm'r of 
Insurance, 7 days before putting into effect. Permits Comm'r to examine filing for 
compliance with standards set out in Act; if determines that violates standards or other 
part of Act, Comm'r to notify insurer and set date of hearing, at which insurer has 
burden of satisfying Comm'r of compliance. Requires orders to be made within 30 days 
after hearing and permits appeal to Wake Superior Court. Provides that order may pro- 
hibit further use of rate, or of violation of Act; or may revoke or suspend insurer's 
certificate of authority or license of rating organization. Permits Comm'r to re- 
voke or suspend license or certificate where earlier order not complied with. Provides 
that failure to comply with final order of Comm'r will result in fine of $50, or if 
failure is wilful, fine may be up to $5000, and wilful violation is misdemeanor. Pro- 
vides that collusion to fix or adhere to rates creates treble damage liability plus 
att'y fees. Permits injunctive action by Insurance Comm'r, Att'y Gen'l, or any per- 
son damaged by violation of Act; private action may also lead to treble damages. 

Requires that a standard private passenger car liability insurance policy for 
NC be adopted and used by all insurers writing NC car insurance; must be approved by 
Rate Analysis Division prior to use. Provides that Act not to abolish NC Assigned 
Risk Bureau, which is to promulgate a rate for all policies under assigned risk plan, 
subject to approval of Insurance Comm'n. Requires occasional reports from Insurance 
Comm'r to Governor and Gen'l Assembly, with final report by Jan. 1, 1975. Re-enacts 
present GS 58-248.8 (Rates to distinguish between safe and nonsafe drivers), redesig- 
nated as GS 58-248.12. Effective Jan. 1, 1972 and applicable to rates of policies 
written or renewed after that date; to expire June 1, 1975 unless re-enacted by 
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S 28 Insurance Rate Analysis Division GS 58 
Introducers: Flaherty and Kirk Sent to INSUR 


"To provide for a Rate Analysts Division within the Department of Insurance; 
setting forth the duttes of the Rate Analysis Division and providing for the staff- 
ing and funding thereof." Adds new article 25A to GS Ch. 58, "Rate Analysis Division". 
Creates Division of Rate Analysis within Dept. of Insurance to consist of director, to 
be experienced fire, casualty or liability insurance rate analyst, and staff of nine 
rate analysts hired by director subject to Comm'r approval, plus attorney if needed. 
Division to analyze rate filings required by GS Ch. 58 or regulation of Comm'r and re- 
commend approval or disapproval to Comm'r of all policy forms, endorsements and other 
fire, casualty and automobile liability insurance documents and allied lines. 

Expenses of rate analysis filings for automobile liability insurance to be paid 
by filing companies; Comm'r to collect minimum of $100 a day per rate analyst engaged 
in study; in joint or concerted filings, fee for additional companies over one to be 
half of fee for single filing. Division to give company minimum notice of 7-days be- 
fore undertaking analysis and estimate time of analysis. Upon completing analysis, 
Division to send statement to filer of time required and amount due. 

Requires Comm'r, beginning March 1972 and annually thereafter, to retain up to 
1/4 of 1% of premium taxes collected under GS 105-228.5 (tax on gross premiums collect- 
ed in state by insurance companies) for operating Division, with surplus to revert to 
State Treasurer at end of each fiscal year. Division to begin duties Jan. 1, 1972. 


S 29 Obscenity Act | GS 14 
Introducers: Coggins and others Sent to JUDIC 2 


"Prohtbhtting the dissemination of obscenity." Adds GS 14-190.1 making unlaw- 
ful the intentional dissemination of obscenity by any person, firm or corporation in 
any public place. Stipulates presentation of any writing, picture, sound or action 
whether presented live or transcribed can constitute dissemination of obscenity. 
Defines material as obscene if it 1) taken as a whole appeals to prurient interest 
in sex and 2) affronts contemporary national community standards as to representation 
of sexual matters and 3) is without redeeming social value and 4) is not protected or 
privileged under the Constitution of the United States or the Constitution of North 
Carolina. Material to be judged with reference to ordinary adults unless it is 
designed for or directed to special audiences (such as children). Defines kinds of 
evidence legally admissible for purposes of proving a violation of this law. Forbids 
knowing possession or purchase of obscene materials with intention of disseminating 
it unlawfully. Forbids promotion of sale of material represented as obscene. Makes 
violation of any section of act a misdemeanor punishable in discretion of court un- 
less another section of the act specifically provides other penalties for particular 
behaviors or intentions. 

Adds GS 14-190.2 which generally requires an adversary hearing prior to seizure 
of materials. Provides any law enforcement officer who has reasonable cause to be- 
lieve a violation of 14-190.1 is occurring to present evidence of same to district 
solicitor. Directs solicitor to file a written complaint with any superior or district 
court judge or any magistrate of district, said complaint to allege a violation of 
14-190.1 and to be directed against and name as respondent the person, firm or cor- 
poration believed to be engaging in the suspected unlawful activity. This complaint 
should 1) seek an adjudication that material is obscene 2) seek a temporary restrain- 
ing order forbidding removal of material and 3) seek a warrant to search for and 
seize material. Directs judge or magistrate to summon respondent to appear for a 
hearing in 2-4 days and to show cause why contested material should not be declared 
obscene. Empowers judge or magistrate to issue subpoena commanding respondent to 
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produce copies of all material not already in hands of judicial officer. Empowers 
judge to issue a temporary restraining order forbidding removal of material. Re- 
quires judge or magistrate within two days after hearing to render a decision as to 
obscenity. Directs judge or magistrate to issue a warrant for seizure of material 

if he determines it to be obscene or if respondent failed to appear at hearing. Pro- 
vides judgment or order of enforcement to be of no force or effect outside the judicial 
district in which it is entered. 

Adds GS 14-190.3 forbidding any person, firm or corporation from disseminating 
any obscene motion picture, posting obscene advertisements, or permitting obscene 
exhibitions in any tent, booth or building owned or controlled by that person, firm 
or corporation. Adds 14-190.4 making it a misdemeanor to require purchase of obscene 
printed materials as a condition for purchase of other printed materials. Adds 14-190.5 
forbidding participation in the preparation of obscene film for dissemination in a pub- 
lic place, the offense to be a misdemeanor punishable by a fine not to exceed $500.00, 
imprisonment not to exceed 6 months, or both. 

Adds 14-190.6 forbidding employing or using any person under 18 years of age to 
assist in the violation of this act, this offense to constitute a felony punishable by 
1-5 years in State prison. Adds 14-190.7 making knowing dissemination of obscene 
materials to anyone under 18 years of age a felony punishable by 1-5 years in State 
prison. Adds 14-190.8 making knowing dissemination of obscene materials to minors 12 
years of age or younger a felony punishable by 2-10 years in State prison.

Establishes uniform system for conduct of municipal and special district elections and 
repeals all charter provisions and general laws on this subject. Provides four alter- 
native methods for determining results of municipal and special district elections: 
partisan, nonpartisan decided by plurality, nonpartisan with nonpartisan primary, and 
nonpartisan decided by majority with runoff election if necessary (now, nonpartisan 
decided by plurality under general law; various methods under charters; nonpartisan 
primary for sanitary districts). Establishes dates of election, all in odd-numbered 
years, as: partisan--election on Tuesday after first Monday in November; primary on 
6th Tuesday before election, and second primary on 3rd Tuesday before election; non- 
partisan plurality, election on Tuesday after first Monday in November; nonpartisan 
primary, election on Tuesday after first Monday in November, primary on fourth Tues- 
day before election; nonpartisan election and runoff election, election on 4th Tues- 
day before Tuesday after first Monday in November, runoff election (if necessary) on 
Tuesday after first Monday in November. 

Provides that partisan elections conducted under laws now governing county 
elections except as to date, filing fee, and filing deadline. Nonpartisan plurality 
elections decided by greatest number of votes cast without regard to whether highest 
voter-getter received majority. Nonpartisan primary method calls for primary four 
weeks before election to narrow field of candidates to two for each position to be 
filled; candidates then elected by plurality. Nonpartisan election and runoff elec- 
tion method requires that candidates receive majority in order to be elected; majority 
defined as majority now required for nomination in party primaries; runoff election 
may be called by second highest voter-getters if no candidate (or insufficient number 
of candidates) receive majority; runoff election conducted in same manner as second 
primary in partisan elections. Provides that special districts shall use nonpartisan 
plurality method. Requires cities to select method before Jan. 31, 1972, by resolu- 
tion filed with State Board of Elections, with proviso that cities whose elections 
are now partisan may not select any other method, and cities whose charters now pro- 
vide for nonpartisan primaries may not select nonpartisan plurality method. Permits 
change of method of conducting elections only in manner now provided for amendment of 
city charters: (Ch:.160, art.:.21). 

Requires that all special district elections and elections of towns under 1,000 
population be conducted by county board of elections (with special provisions for 
towns and districts lying in more than one county). Permits cities of 1,000 popula- 
tion or more to conduct their own elections or request county to do so, and requires 
county to do so if city so requests. Provides for municipal board of elections and 
precinct officials, subject to supervision and regulation of State Board of Elections, 
for cities choosing to conduct their own elections. Composition, powers, and duties 
of municipal boards of elections parallel to that of county boards of elections, ex- 
cept that municipal boards are to be appointed by city council without requirement 
for party nomination and representation, vacancies on municipal boards filled by 


ne ig 


city council, and compensation of municipal board and precinct officials to be fixed 
by city council. 

Establishes system of voter registration for municipal elections in which voters 
register with county board of elections at same time and on same registration certifiates = 
as for State and county elections. Provides three alternative methods of obtaining regis—— 
tration books in cities choosing to conduct their own elections: (1) special registra- 
tion commissioner system now used in Rocky Mount; (2) city to copy county books; (3) 
city to use county books. Requires cities to select method of obtaining registration 
books before Jan. 31, 1972, by resolution filed with State Board of Elections. Requires 
cities electing to conduct their own elections and selecting method of obtaining regis- 
tration books to adhere to choice for at least four years, after Jan. 31, 1972, unless 
county board of elections agrees to a change. Contains special provisions for new regis- 
trations in annexed areas and newly incorporated cities and districts. 

Subjects all municipal and special district elections to supervisory authority of 
State Board of Elections (now, State Board has no authority in these elections). De- 
letes from various sections of Chapter 163 obsolete provisions concerning voter registra- 
tion in counties not using full-time and permanent registration system (made obsolete 
as of January 1, 1971, by 1969 legislation requiring full-time and permanent registra-— 
tion in every county as of that date). Adds new provision that when elected officer dies, 
resigns, or becomes disqualified after election but before taking oath of office, vacancy 
is declared. Provides that persons appointed to fill vacancies in offices carrying 
term of more than two years shall serve until next election. Fixes minimum and maximum 
filing fees, graduated according to population of city or district, and establishes 
filing deadline. Repeals SL 1967, c. 952, which added requirement for absentee ballots 
in county bond elections, and provides that no absentee ballots or absentee registra- 
tion shall be permitted for municipal or special district elections. Exempts nonparti- 
san municipal elections from portions of Corrupt Practices Act requiring campadgn ex- 
penditure disclosures.

H 60 Establish constable office GS 151 
Introducer: Rhyne and Stewart Sent to CONS & DEV 


"To establtsh the office of constable and to provide for thetr compensatton." 
Repeals Sec. 57(c) of Ch. 1190 of 1969 Session Laws and re-enacts GS Ch. 151 (cons- 
tables) as it appears in 1964 Replacement Volume 3C, except that GS 151-4 is amended 
to provide for uniform fees throughout the State for constables of $2.00 for each 
arrest, personal service of criminal or civil process, to be assessed as costs and 
paid to constable (repealed section provided for constables to be allowed same fees 
as sheriffs). 


H 61 Damages-unlawful timber cutting GS l 
Introducer: Fenner Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To amend G.S. 1-539.1 relating to damages for the unlawful cutting or removal 
of ttmber so as to provtde that the gutlty party shall also pay attorney's fees and 
appratsal cost." Adds to GS 1-539.1(a) provision permitting bona fide owner to re- 
cover from guilty party reasonable attorney's fee and reasonable cost of appraisal of 
damages (including surveying fee if necessary).

Adds GS 113-104.1 making it unlaw- 
ful to take or attempt to take game or non-game animals in any county in which a hog 
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cholera quarantine is in effect, punishable by not more than $100 fine or 30 day 
imprisonment. Effective Aug. 1, 1971. 


H 63 Sales and use surtax act GS 105 
Introducers: Debruhl and Stevens Sent to FINANCE 


"Imposing an additttonal sales and use tax of one per cent (1%) upon certain 
taxable transactions." Repeals Division IX, Article 5 of Chapter 105 of General 
Statutes (local option sales and use tax) and substitutes in lieu thereof a pro- 
vision imposing an additional 1% sales and use tax upon all transactions now subject 
to State 3% sales and use tax. Tax to be collected and administered by Comm'r of 
Revenue subject to same rules, penalties, etc., as are applicable to existing State 
sales and use tax. After deducting refunds and expenses of administration, Comm'r, 
on a quarterly basis, shall return to each county the taxes collected therein, and 
the amounts distributed to the counties shall be allocated between the county and 
the municipalities therein in proportion to the total amount of ad valorem taxes 
levied by each during the preceding fiscal year. Taxes levied on behalf of districts 
shall be included in determining allocation and districts shall share in proceeds 
in proportion that the district levy bears to the total levy in the county or 
municipality. Effective July 1, 1971.

Amends Art. 4 eliminating Mayor's duty to be judge 
of the mayor's court. Eliminates Art. 13 on "Courts" and inserts new Art. 13 "Public 
Transportation", empowering the City of Goldsboro to provide and subsidize a public 
transportation system at its governing body's discretion.

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SUMMARY OF BUDGET MESSAGE OF GOVERNOR 


Delivered at a Joint Session of the General 
Assembly of North Carolina at 12:30 p.m., 
Thursday, January 21, 1971. 


Governor Robert W. Scott delivered an l1l-page Budget Message to the General 
Assembly today, outlining the general provisions of the Budget and indicating the 
principal areas where increased appropriations are recommended. The principal topics 
of the message were as follows: 


Aid to counties and municipalities: Recommended additional appropriations of S60 57 
million to counties and municipalities for the next biennium to (1) assume counties' 
share of Medicaid and Work incentive programs, (2) aid municipalities in constructing 
waste treatment facilities, (3) aid community health centers, (4) construct and re- 
novate local jails, and (5) increase from 1/2¢ per gallon to 1¢ per gallon local govern- 
ment's share of Powell Bill funds for maintenance and improvement of streets and bridges 
and make formula adjustments for more equitable distribution. 


Health, Welfare, and Education: Recommended additional $17 million for next biennium 
for care of the aged, disabled, blind, and for dependent children and children in 
foster homes; the funds are primarily for increased medical services to all groups and 
for increased number of recipients of Aid to Families with Dependent Children program. 
Recommended more than $14 million for capital improvements in mental health system. 
Additional funds recommended for Cancer Care and Crippled Children programs and for 
rubella immunization program. In education, recommended additional funds for: (1) 
kindergarten program, (2) classes for trainable handicapped children, (3) additional 
special education teachers, (4) elementary school books, and funds to implement 
library services network, and for continued support of Symphony, School of the Arts, 
Art Museum, and dramatic arts program at Chapel Hill. 


Public Safety and Corrections: Funds recommended for the following items: (1) police 
information network, (2) law enforcement academy, (3) patrol communication center, (4) 
SBI equipment and personnel, (5) improving correctional facilities, and for diagnostic, 
evaluation, testing and research programs in corrections, (6) additional probation 
officers, and (7) additional personnel to work with juvenile offenders, and (8) capital 
improvements for correction training schools. 


Capital improvements: Recommended total capital improvements of almost $150 million 
and general fund capital improvements of $116 million, largest in State's history. 


Personnel: Recommended increase in number of state employees of approximately 1,700, 
approximately a 1% increase. 


Unmet needs: Stated there are many unmet needs not included in budget, some of these 
needs being increased State assistance to the school lunch program; financial 

aid to North Carolina students enrolled in Duke and Bowman Gray medical schools; 
purchase of group hospital, medical, and major medical insurance; State matching of 
federal funds under the Omnibus Crime Control Act; upgrading of State parks and the 
acquisition of Smith Island; providing more staff for mental institutions; and the 
strengthening of educational programs. Recommended providing for these and other 
unmet needs should additional funds become available.

Special provisions with respect to Highway Fund: authorizes transfers and changes 
from merit salary increments, salary increases, and salary adjustments, to other appropria- 
tions in the Highway Fund with approval of Director of Budget; authorizes transfers 
and changes from reserve for contingencies to other operating appropriations with ap- 
proval of Governor and Council of State; authorizes transfers and changes to and/or from 
Highways Title (as set out above). Items 3, 4, 5(a), (b), (c), (d), 6 and 7 with 
approval of Director except that items 5(a), (b), (c), (d), shall not be reduced by 
more than 30% of the appropriations for State Mainténance and Construction systems, and 
items 6 and 7 shall not be reduced by more than 10% of the stated appropriations. In 
case revenues accruing to fund (exclusive of one cent gasoline tax for debt-service) 
exceed the estimated revenues for each year of biennium ($307,585,000 for 1971-72

Social Security for employees of institutions etc., described above to be paid from 
salary source. Authorizes departments, institutions and agencies to expend from 
appropriations made in Act funds to pay moving expenses of employees whose transfer is 
directed by employing agency, subject to regulations of Department of Administration, 
approved by Director of Budget.

Increases not to effect automatic and/or merit increments, and 
not to apply to persons separated from State service whose last working day is prior to 
July 1, 1971. Maximum salary ranges of employees under Personnel Act to be increased 
by an amount equal to legislative salary increase. 

Authorizes Budget Director to make transfers from General and Highway Fund Salary 
Adjustment appropriations for salary adjustments required by changes in the labor 
market that cause recruiting problems. Prohibits additional salary adjustments from hee 
lapsed salaries or excess salary increment funds. Authorizes discretionary increases « 
permitted by Personnel Dep't as a result of range revisions to maximum of two-thirds 
(or all eligible, if agency has less than 25 appropriations-paid positions).

General Provisions: Funds to be disbursed on warrants drawn by State Disbursing Officer, 
on requisition approved by Director of Budget. Official who votes for or aids in spending 
more money for improvements than is appropriated may be removed from office by Governor. 
Additional moneys received from federal grant or other source to aid in financing the cost 
of any of the capital improvements may be placed by State Treasurer in same or separate 
fund, and to extent permitted by terms of grant, shall be disbursed in same manner and for 
same purposes mentioned in act, as detailed in Volume III of 1971-73 Budget. Appropriations 
for purchase of land in Section 4 of act consolidated into one appropriation to Department ~ 
of Administration. Appropriations for student housing not to exceed $4,400 per student to © 
be housed. Prior to execution of design or construction contracts as to projects to be 
financed in whole or in part with self-liquidating appropriations Advisory Budget Com- 
mission shall approve method of financing such project. Intent of act that projects 
listed shall be completed, including fixed and movable equipment and furnishings, within

agencies as approved by Advisory Budget Comm'n. Funds for Department of Water and Air 
Resources intended primarily to supplement funds from federal and/or local sources as 
approved by the Advisory Budget Comm'n.

Institutions 
and agencies may apply to any federal agency for grants-in-aid for construction of 
projects mentioned in act, and receive and expend grants in accordance with terms of grant 
and State law; Advisory Budget Comm'n and Dep't of Administration to be furnished advance 
copies of all requests for federal funds, to be kept current. Effective July 1, 1971.

General Provisions: If the maximum principal amount of bonds authorized shall be in 
excess of 2/3 of amount by which State's outstanding indebtedness shall have been re- 
duced during biennium beginning July 1, 1969, and for that reason amount of bonds is- 
sued is less than $45,998,000, the difference between that sum and the amount of bonds 
actually issued shall be made up from Contingency and Emergency Fund. Each project 
must be so planned that when completed it can be utilized without requiring additional 
State funds.

When projects appropriated for are placed under contract, 
funds appropriated shall be encumbered to include all costs of construction, etc., 

and reasonable contingency. Surplus funds to be transferred to Legislative Bond 
Project Reserve Fund and credited to Dep't of Adminsitration, use of Fund to be at 
discretion of Advisory Budget Comm'n within certain restrictions.

Pro Tem and Minority Floor Leader of NC Senate shall nominate by 60 days before 
presidential primary generally advocated or nationally recognized candidates of dominant 
political parties for President. (2) Also provides that within 30 days after Committee 
nominations a candidate, or persons organized to sponsor his candidacy, of a national 
political party may be nominated by petitions signed by a number of qualified voters in 
each NC Congressional district equal to not less than 2% of the total number of votes 
cast for President in the district in last preceding Presidential election. 


Requires NC Sec. of State to notify each qualified candidate that his name will be 
on his party's primary ballot and to collect filing fee of $500; if fee not paid, 
candidate is deemed to have withdrawn. Allows voters to vote for candidates or for an 
uncommitted delegation to their party's national convention. Requires Sec. of State to 
notify State Chm. of each political party concerning election results. Requires each 
party to select delegates and alternates to its national convention and to allocate its 
delegates and alternates in proportion to election returns (to the candidates or to an 
uncommitted delegation). Requires each delegate and alternate to file declaration of 
acceptance setting forth his qualifications and his pledge to vote for candidate to 
whom he is pledged. Requires Sec. of State to certify the delegates and alternates to 
the national parties. Provides for maximum fine of $1000 and/or maximum jail sentence 
of 10 days for violation. 
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H 66 Felony Firearm Act (Iden. S 43) GSolg

"Prohtbtting the possession of firearms, weapons and narcotics by felons." Adds 
Art. 54A to GS Ch. 14 making it unlawful for any person who has been convicted (as 
defined in Act) in any court in NC, any other state court or any federal court of a 
crime punishable by imprisonment in excess of 2 years to purchase or possess firearms, 
explosives, burglary tools, deadly weapons, marijuana or depressant, stimulant or 
narcotic drug (unless prescribed by physician).

At such general election, 
appointees who desire to continue in office are subject to approval for a regular 
term, or rejection by the voters. If voters reject a judge, his office becomes vacant 
at end of his term of appointment, and is filled by appointment by Governor as just 
described. 
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Regular term of office of Appellate or Superior Court Division justice or judge is 
eight years; term of District Court Judge is fixed by General Assembly, but not more than 
eight years. Voters of whole state vote on retention of Appellate Division Judges; voters 
of judicial districts vote on: retention of District Court Judges; voters of whole state, 
judicial division, or judicial’district, as General Assembly may elect, vote on retention 
of superior court judges. Justice or judge in office on January 1, 19/3 continues to 
serve for remainder of term for which elected. Continuance in office thereafter subject 
to approval of voters, as provided for retention of judges appointed by Governor. 

Deletes references to “election'' of judges from various other sections of Article IV. 
Prescribes wording of ballot. Amendment to be voted on in general election of November, 
1972; if amendment approved, becomes effective January 1, 1973. 


H 85 Appointment of judges-stat. (Iden. S 60) GS 7A, CONSTITUTION 
Introducers: Short and others Sent to COURTS 


"An Act to create a judicial nominating commisston to implement the nonparttsan 
mertt plan for the selection of judges as required by Article IV, Sectton 16 of the North 
Carolina Constitutton." Adds new Article (''Selection and Tenure of Judges") to Chapter 
7A. Provides for Governor to appoint all judges of General Court of Justice from list of 
nominees submitted by a judicial nominating commission (JNC). JNC consists of 9 at-large 
members and 16 divisional members. At-large members are member of Supreme Court, elected 
by that court; four attorneys, each from a different judicial division, elected by the 
State Bar Council; and four citizens, nonlawyers, each a resident of a different judicial 
division, appointed by the Governor. Divisional members are eight attorneys (two per 
judicial division), appointed: by the Governor. No two members, except the Supreme Court 
member, can be from same judicial district. Divisional members can sit and vote only when 
JNC is considering candidates for a superior or district court judgeship in their 
respective divisions. Terms of members of JNC are four years, with initial terms over- 
lapping. Members who have served four years cannot be reappointed until lapse of two 
years. Members, other than chairman (Supreme Court member) may not hold public office, 
and no member may hold office in any political party. No member, other than chairman, 
is eligible for appointment to a judgeship during his term of office on the JNC and for 
two years thereafter. Members of State Bar Council cannot be members of JNC. Members 
of JNC entitled to same per diem and allowances as state board members generally. JNC 
meets or holds hearings anywhere in state, after reasonable notice to each member. 

Elects own acting chairman and secretary. Adopts such rules as it deems necessary, 
keeping in mind its sole purpose, which is to select most highly qualified nominees for 
each judicial vacancy. It may publicize vacancies in judicial office, and solicit 
declarations of availability from potential nominees, but may not nominate any person 
who has not filed a written declaration of availability. Names of nominees made public 
when submitted to Governor. 

For each vacancy in Appellate Division, JNC to submit three names. For each vacancy 
in a trial division, JNC to submit two or three names. All nominations are by majority 
vote, with chairman voting only in case of a tie. Names to be submitted to Governor within 
60 days after vacancy arises. Governor must appoint from list within 30 days; if he 
fails to do so, Chief Justice makes the appointment from the same list. Term of office 
of judge appointed by Governor is to December 31 following next general election which 
occurs more than one year after the appointment. Regular term of office of appellate or 
superior court judge is eight years; of a district judge who takes office after the 
effective date of this Act, six years. All terms begin January 1. Term of a district 
judge who is in office on effective date is extended from first Monday in December of 
his fourth year in office to the last day of the same month. 
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A judge who desires to continue in office beyond his current term must file with 
State Board of Elections four to six months before expiration of his term. Failure 
to file creates a vacancy at the end of the term. The ballot bears no party designa- 
tion, only the question whether the judge shall be retained in office. If the vote 
is no , a vacancy is created at the end of the term. For retention in office of 
justices and judges of the appellate and superior court divisions, the qualified voters 
of the whole state vote; for retention of district court judges, the voters of the res- 
pective districts vote. Incumbent judges on the effective date of this Act continue 
in office until the end of their terms, and may seek successive terms as set forth above. 
No justice or judge, no person who has declared his availability for nomination for a 
judgeship, and no nominee for a judgeship shall directly or indirectly make any contri- 
bution to or hold any office in a political party or organization, or take part in any 
partisan political campaign between opposing candidates. 

Article applies to special superior court judges, whose terms, after being retained 
in a retention election, are eight years. Voters of entire state vote for special judges. 
Only two special judges allowable per judicial division. Incumbent special superior 
court judgescontinue in office for remainder of terms for which appointed, but may serve 
subsequent terms only if selected by Governor from a list of nominees submitted by a 
judicial nominating commission. Various sections of Chapter 7A amended to conform. GS 
7A-45(b) (removal of special judges), 7A-142 (vacancies in district court judgeships) , 
and 7A-147 (specialized district court judgships) repealed. Effective January 1, 1973, 
provided proposed supporting constitutional amendment (H 84, S 59) is approved. 


H 86 Censure, removal of judges-Const. (Iden §S 61) CONSTITUTION 
Introducers: Short and others Sent to COURTS 


"An Act to Amend Article IV of the Constitutton of North Carolina as amended 
effective July 1, 1971, to authorize the General Assembly to prescribe procedures for 
the censure and removal of justices and judges of the General Court of Justice." Re- 
writes Article IV, Section 17 of Constitution (as amended effective July 1, 1971). 
Adds District Court Judges to list of judges removable from office by impeachment and, 
for incapacity, by joint resolution of 2/3 members of each house of General Assembly. 
Directs General Assembly to prescribe additional procedures for removal of justice or 
judge for incapacity of a permanent, or likely to be permanent, nature, and for wil- 
ful misconduct in office, wilful and persistent failure to perform duties, habitual 
intemperance, conviction of a crime involving moral turpitude, or conduct prejudicial 
to the administration of justice that brings the judicial office into disrepute. 
Deletes requirement that General Assembly provide for removal of District Court judges 
for misconduct or incapacity. Continues current procedure for removal of magistrates 
and clerks of superior court. Amendment to be submitted to voters in November, 1972, 
general election, and, if approved, becomes effective January 1, 1973. Form of ballot 
specified. 
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H 87 Judicial Standards Commission-stat. (Iden. S 62) GS 7A, CONSTITUTION 
Introducers: Short and others Sent to COURTS 





"To create a Judtetal Standards Commisston with authority to recommend to the Supreme? 
Court censure or removal of Judges of the General Court of Justice." Adds Article 30 
"Judicial Standards Commission" to GS Ch 7A. Creates Judicial Standards Commission, com- 
posed of one Court of Appeals judge, one superior court judge, and one district court 
judge, each appointed by Chief Justice; two members of State Bar who have practiced for 
10 years, appointed by governing body of State Bar; two citizens, appointed by Governor. 
Terms of members six years, overlapping. Member who has served six years not eligible 
for reappointment. Vacancies filled in same manner as original appointment. Members 
while on Commission business entitled to same per diem and allowances as members of 
state boards generally. 

On recommendation of Commission, Supreme Court may censure or remove any justice or 
judge for wilful misconduct in office, wilful and persistent failure to perform his duties, | 
habitual intemperance, conviction of a crime involving moral turpitude, or conduct prejudi- 
cial to the administration of justice that brings the judicial office into disrepute. On 
recommendation of Commission, Supreme Court may also remove any justice or judge for mental 
or physical incapacity interfering with the performance of his duties which is, or is 
likely to become, permanent. Judge removed for incapacity entitled to retirement compensa- | 
tion if he is qualified for it under any state law, but cannot sit as an emergency judge. 

A justice or judge removed for other than incapacity receives no retirement compensation, 
and cannot hold further judicial office. Any citizen of state may file a written complaint 
concerning conduct of a judge with Commission, which may investigate complaint. Commission 
may compel attendance of witnesses, administer oaths, punish for contempt, and prescribe 
its own rules of procedure. Due process of law hearing must be offered any justice or 
judge prior to recommendation for censure or removal. Commission proceedings are confi- 
dential until such time as its recommendations are made to Supreme Court. Evidence before 
Commission is privileged. Four (of 7) Commission members must concur in any recommendation 
to censure or removal or to dismiss the proceedings. A justice or judge is disqualified 
from acting in any case in which he is a respondent. Commission may employ secretary, and 
may hire special counsel for specific cases, or call upon Attorney General to furnish 
counsel. Effective January 1, 1973, provided proposed, supporting Constitutional amend- 
ment (H 86) (S 61) is adopted. 


H 88 Retirement of judges-Const. (Iden. S 63). CONSTITUTION 
Introducers: Short and others Sent to COURTS 


"To amend the Constitutton of North Carolina as amended effective July 1, 1971, to 
require the General Assembly to presertbe maximum age limits for service as a justice or 
judge." Adds to Article IV, Section 8 requirement that General Assembly shall prescribe 
maximum age limits for service as justice or judge. Prescribes form of ballot, and for 
submission to voters in general election of November, 1972; if approved, effective 
January 1, 1973. 


H 89 Retirement of judges-stat. (Iden. S 64) GS 7A, CONSTITUTION 
Introducers: Short and others Sent to COURTS 


"To presertbe maximum age limits for service as a Justice or Judge of the General 
Court of Justice." Adds new Article IB "Age Limits for Service as Justice or Judge" to 
GS Ch 7A, providing that no justice or judge of the Appellate Division of the General Court 
of Justice may continue in office beyond the last day of the month in which he attains his 
72nd birthday, and no judge of the superior or district court divisions may continue in 
office beyond the last day of the month in which he attains his seventieth birthday, ex- P 
cept that "any justice or judge in office on the effective date of this Act who has attained 
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the age prescribed in this Section for mandatory retirement may continue to serve for the 
remainder of the term for which he was selected". Inapplicable to emergency justices or 
judges. Repeals GS 7A-39.2(c) (age 75 retirement for Supreme Court justices) and GS 
7A-51(d) (age 70 retirement for superior court judges). Effective January 1, 1973 
provided supporting constitutional amendment (S 63, H 88) is adopted.

"Prohtbiting indecent exposure." Identical with S 52, digested in Bulletin No. 9, 
at up. 54. 
H 92 Diagnostic lab-county funds GS. 153 
Introducer: Stevens Sent to FINANCE 


"To authorize certain counttes to appropriate non-tax funds for the Western Regional 
Diagnostte Laboratory." As title indicates, permits boards of county commissioners in 
named counties to appropriate non-tax funds for use of Western Regional Diagnostic 
Laboratory, in amount determined by each board. Applies to Avery, Buncombe, Burke, Cherokee, 
Clay, Graham, Haywood, Henderson, Jackson, McDowell, Macon, Madison, Mitchell, Polk, 
Rutherford, Swain, Transylvania and Yancey counties. 


H 93 Secure loads on trucks GS 20 
Introducer: Fenner Sent to HY SAFTY 


"To amend G.S. 20-116(g) relating to the manner in which vehicles may be loaded to 
adequately protect the traveling publte against dropping, stfting, blowing, leaking or 
otherwise escaptng loads." Rewrites GS 20-116(g) to provide that no truck or other 
vehicle when loaded with sand, rock, or other substance that could blow, leak, sift, or 
drop, shall be driven or moved on the highway unless covered by a suitable covering or 
otherwise constructed or loaded to prevent blowing, leaking, etc. (Clarifies present 
language.) Dropping sand for traction and water or other substance for cleaning of road- 
way exempted. (Substantially unchanged.) No vehicle in violation of statute if peak of 
its load does not extend above top of walls of its body and the height of load against 
all 4 walls does not extend above a horizontal line 12 inches below their tops (new). 


H 95 Eminent domain jury trials Gs 40 
Introducer: Barbee Sent to JUDIC 1 
"To allow jury trtals tn publte works eminent domain cases." Adds additional para- 


graph to GS 40-33 providing either party may demand a jury in condemnation proceedings 
tried before superior court judge. Effective upon ratification; applies to all trials 
commenced after that date pursuant to GS 40-33.

Appropriates to 
Board of Higher Education from General Fund $631,450 for fiscal year 1971-72 and 
$872,350 for fiscal year 1972-73, funds to be used for education of students at the 
two medical schools. Disbursement to extent of fund to be made in amount of $3,650 
for each student, $1,000 of this to be credited to annual tuition of student; dis-— 
bursements to be on certification of numbers of NC residents enrolled as lst-3rd year © 
students 11/1/71, and as lst-4th year students 11/1/72. Fiscal 1971-72 funds not 
expended available for expenditure in fiscal 1972-73. Instructs Board of Higher 
Education to determine which students are residents of North Carolina, to insure 
funds are used directly for instruction in medical programs, to encourage schools to 
orient students toward personal health care in North Carolina, and to make any other 
rules or regulations it deems necessary in carrying out purposes of act. Effective 
apatite Milas lie PANG» 


H 97 Testamentary gifts to minors GS 33 
Introducer: Whichard Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To amend the Untform Gifts to Mtnors Act to provtde for such gtfts by will.” 
Adds new GS 33-69.1 to authorize gift by will of a security, money, or life insurance 
to a person who is a minor at time will takes effect (new GS 33-69.1 to follow GS 
33-69, which provides only for inter vivos gifts to minors). Will must express 
intent of donor to make gift to designated minor pursuant to North Carolina Uniform 
Gifts to Minors Act and must, by appropriate reference, incorporate provisions of 
act existing at time of signing of will by donor. Provides for designation of 
proper custodian in will and appointment of successor custodian where necessary. Fair 
market value of gift not to exceed $10,000. For intended gift of greater than $10,000 © 
value, gift takes effect with respect to so much as does not exceed $10,000 per donee, ~ 
with excess value to pass to donee subject to relevant provisions of will and NC 
law pertaining to guardianship. Attempted gift to donee not a minor shall be effec- 
tive in full amount, whether or not value exceeds $10,000 per donee. Provides in- 
structions and forms for transfer of gift by personal representative of donor's 
estate to custodian or successor custodian. Neither failure of representative to 
comply with terms of transfer, nor designation of ineleigible person nor renunciation 
by designee to affect consummation of gift; performance of personal representative 
as to delivery of gift to acquit him of further responsibility. One will may make 
any number of gifts to minors, but any one gift may be made to only one minor and 
only one person may be custodian of that gift. Custodian or successor custodian 
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not to be deemed testamentary trustee, but shall administer custodial property pursuant to 
provisions of GS 33 Article 12. Effective October 1, 1971. 


H 98 Tax exemption-water companies GS 105 
Introducers: R.L. Brown, and Hardison Sent to FINANCE 


"To exempt real and personal property of non-profit water assoctations from ad 
valorem taxation." As title indicates, adds new subsections GS 105-296(15) and (19) 
exempting non-profit water associations or corporations from real and personal property 
taxation, respectively. Effective Jan. 1, 1972. 


H99 Mixed drinks-on premises GS 18 
Introducer: DeBruhl and others Sent to ABC 


"To amend Chapter 18 of the General Statutes to establish a system of control of the 
consumption of aleoholte beverages through licensing of on-premises sale thereof." Creates 
new Article 14 of GS Ch 18, entitled ''Mixed Beverages". Authorizes State Board of 
Alcoholic Control to grant Mixed Beverage License in those local governmental units coming 
under Act to persons operating restaurants with seating capacity of at least 50 and with 
gross receipts from sale of full meals prepared and served on premises (plus non-alcoholic 
beverages) that exceed (after license issued) its gross receipt from sale of alcoholic 
beverages. Authorizes licensee to serve mixed beverages in rooms of such restaurants; in 
rooms of hotel or motel with not less than 40 permanent bedrooms, if restaurant located 
on premises of hotel/motel and if food and beverage service customarily provided in private 
rooms of same; on premises of private clubs serving members and authorized guests, if 
restaurant located on such premises; and at auditoriums and convention centers. Only 
restaurants with Grade A ratings by State Board of Health eligible for license, and such 
license to be automatically suspended when any licensed restaurant loses Grade A rating 
for 60 consecutive days. 

Defines following terms: (1) "Store'’ is any ABC store; (2) "alcoholic beverages" are 
any beverages containing alcohol (including "mixed beverages") and subject to provisions 
of GS Ch 18; (3) "club" is a corporation or association organized and operated for social, 
recreational, patriotic or fraternal purposes and which maintains and operates dining room 
for sale of full meals prepared on premises to club members and authorized guests, and 
contains at least 50 seats; (4) 'mixed beverages'' are drinks composed in whole or part of 
alcoholic beverages with alcoholic content of more than 14% volume and served in quantity 
less than that contained in closed package purchased for consumption on premises under this 
Article; (5) "restaurant" is any establishment with regularly operated dining room with at 
least 50 seats for sale to customers of full meals prepared and served on premises; in- 
cludes "clubs"; (6) ''voting unit’ is any county, city, town, township, or two or more 
townships each contiguous to at least another; (7) "convention center'' is any structure 
generally used for meetings and conventions; and (8) "auditorium" is an auditorium owned 
and operated by a municipal corporation or other governmental unit. 

Authorizes State ABC Board to adopt implementing rules and regulations. Extends right 
to serve mixed beverages to all regularly employed persons of licensee and makes licensee 
liable for violations of Act or regulations committed by such employees on premises. Permits 
mixed beverages to be sold only between hours of 12 noon and 12 midnight. Requires licensees 
to keep records on sale of alcoholic beverages and other items as Board prescribes, open to 
Board's inspection at all times, and requires licensees to file with Board within 60 days of 
close of licensees’ fiscal year an audit accounting for-sale of food and non-alcoholic 
beverages and for sale of alcoholic beverages and mixed drinks. Requires Board to annually 
review by auditor each licensed establishment to determine that gross receipts of alcoholic 
beverages are less than for non-alcoholic beverages and full meals; if not less, then license 
to be revokes and no new license to be granted for such establishment for at least one year. 
(For this: purpose, non-alcoholic beverages not to include mixers served with alcoholic 
beverages.) Authorizes Board to refuse to grant, or revoke or suspend licenses for viola- 
tions of Act or regulations. 
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Prohibits licensees to do as follows: serve unauthorized alcoholic bervages; 
serve unauthorized persons or in unauthorized places; allow comsumption at licensed Z 
place in violation of Article; keep at licensed place unauthorized alcholic beverages; 
misrepresent brands of alcoholic beverages sold, keep such beverages in non-original — 
containers, fiil or re-fill such containers, dilute or otherwise tamper with contents | 
of such containers; serve purchasers different brand of alcholic beverage than ordered 
without notice; knowingly remove or obliterate label, mark or stamp on any container | 
offered for sale, or deliver or sell contents of any such container; employ persons 
under 21 years old to serve mixed beverages; serve mixed beverages to persons under 
21 years old; knowingly allow "immoral, lewd, obscene, indecent or profane" conduct, 
language, literature, pictures or materials on premises; consume or allow employees 
serving mixed beverages to consume such beverages while on duty; deliver to consumer 
original bottle of alcoholic beverage purchased under license; be intoxicated while 
on duty or employ intoxicated persons on premises; conceal any sale or consumption 
of alcoholic beverages; fail or refuse to make samples of alcoholic beverages avail- 
able to Board on request or obstruct agents of Board in discharging duties; store 
alcoholic beverages in unauthorized place or remove same from premises; knowingly 
employ persons reputed to be a "prostitute, homosexual, panderer, gambler, habitual | 
law violator, person of ill repute, user of or peddler of narcotics, person who drinks 
to excess, or any 'B-girl'"; keep on premises prohibited gambling or gaming devices; 
advertise sale of alcoholic beverages on or off premises except as Board permits. 

Requires all alcoholic beverages sold under Act to be purchased from store 
located in local unit where premises located, or from county store if sale of mixed ' 
beverages authorized in entire county and premises outside municipal limits. Requires | 
such purchases to be in fifth, quart, or half-gallon sizes, with special sticker , 
affixed to each container. Gives licensee right to transport containers from store 
to place of business. ; 

Restricts sale of mixed beverages to local units which have or shall have 
ABC stores. Further restricts such sale to local units which have election as 
follows: Authorizes board of elections of local unit, or if no such board, govern- 
ing body to call election upon receipt of petition signed by 15% of registered voters 
in voting unit who voted in last gubernatorial election. Provides that, upon receipt 
of petition, board of election or governing body to call special election in voting 
unit, giving 20 days notice prior to opening registration books, with books remain- 
ing open for same period as for regular election; new voter registration not required. | 
Provides that qualified voters to vote on question of permitting sale of mixed 
alcoholic beverages in voting unit for consumption on premises. Provides that if 
majority of votes favor allowing sale, Act thereafter applicable to voting unit and 
if majority of votes not in favor, Act not applicable. If voting unit which first 
allows sale of mixed beverages later has majority vote against same, Board shall 
revoke all licenses under Act within 90 days after declaration of results; if any 
voting unit later ceases to operate ABC stores, Board to revoke all licenses with- 
in such unit within 90 days, unless after cessation of ABC store operation voting 
unit continues to be located in larger voting unit still operating stores. Prohibits 
holding of election on day or within 60 days of any biennial election of county or 
municipal officers and requires board of election or governing body to set election 
date. Prohibits calling of election within three years after last such election in 
voting unit. Provides that establishments in areas annexed to voting units which 
have adopted Act shall be subject to its provisions without further election. Makes 
ineligible to participate in election any local unit not employing at least one full 
time enforcement officer. 

Prohibits establishments with "brown-bagging" permits (GS 18-51) from 
obtaining license under Act. Provides that every licensed establishment shall 
be subject to inspection by enforcement officers of State and local ABC Boards, 
who shall report to State Board any violations (or apparent violations) of Act 
and regulations thereunder. Makes violations of Act and regulations thereunder 
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a misdemeanor, punishable by fine, imprisonment, or both in court's discretion. Authorizes 
court, upon convicting licensee of such violations, to immediately revoke license and so 
notify Board, and forbids licensing of such person for 3 years from conviction date. 


H 100 Day-care facilities-2 GS 110, 105 
Introducer: Harkins and others Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To protect ehildren through lteensing of day-care factlities and other limited 
regulation." Adds new Art. 7, ''Day-Care Facilities", to GS Ch 110. Creates Day-Care 
Licensing Committee, composed of eleven members--five designated state officials or 
representatives (Comm'rs of Insurance, Mental Health, and Social Services, State Health 
Director and State Supt. of Public Instruction), and six citizens, three of whom must be 
active operators for profit of day-care facilities and one of whom must be associated 
with a community sponsored facility, appointed by Governor for staggered six-year terms. 
Powers ‘provided for Committee: (1) to provide for issuance of licenses to day-care 
facilities, (2) to coordinate and encourage St. Bd. of Health and other cooperating agen- 
cies to develop higher standards for voluntary compliance by day-care facilities, and a 
system of ratings to designate those facilities complying, (3) to develop a system of 
registration for day-care facilities not subject to licensing, (4) to appoint Co- 
ordinator, (5) to prcvide for application, approval, renewal and revocatior of licenses 
and of provisional licenses and waiver of provisional license standards in appropriate 
instances, and (6) to serve as administrative appeal body for issues related to licenses. 
Provides for Co-ordinator, appointed by Committee, with following duties: (1) to 
administer licensing program, including obtaining necessary services from other state 
departments and agencies and local government units, employing personnel, issuing and 
revoking licenses, and reporting to Committee concerning failure to meet standards; 

(2) to prosecute or defend, for State, legal actions arising out of this Article; and 
(3) to promote educational programs for day-care operators and prospective users of 
facilities. 

Requires operators of facilities which provide for care for more than five children, 
each under thirteen years of age, for more than four hours on a regular basis and for pay, 
to procure an annual license from the Committee. (Specifically exempts public schools, 
accredited non-public schools, full-time residence boarding sciools and summer camps, 
summer day camps and Bible schools, and programs providing care for less than four hours 
daily.) Requires operator to demonstrate that facility meets minimum statutory standards. 
Standards are: (1) requires compliance with minimum health and sanitation standards to 
be developed by State Board of Health in consultation with the Committee, a medical 
examination and immunization meeting the requirements of GS Ch 130, Arts. 9 and 9A for 
each child (except where there are religious objections) prior to admission to the facil- 
ity, a plan of emergency medical care, and separate beds, mats or cots for each child for 
rest periods; (2) requires that each facility must provide a lunch, snacks, rest periods, 
and if weather permits, two hours a day outdoors for each child; (3) permits no more than 
25 children in any day-care group but facility with more than 25 shall be divided into 
separate groups with own supervisory personnel; (4) requires that facilities must be 
located in areas not hazardous to the physical or moral welfare of the children, and in a 
building meeting requirements developed specifically for such facilities by the North 
Carolina Building Code Council and approved by the Committee; (5) requires quarterly fire 
drills and annual inspection by local fire department, using standards developed by 
State Insurance Department and approved by the Committee; (6) requires minimum floor space, 
air space and outdoor play area per child; (7) requires minimum staff-child ratio, depend- 
ing on ages of children; (8) provides age and character requirements for staff members; 
and (9) requires records to be kept. Specifies duties of cooperating State and local 
government agencies. Provides that license to be revoked if facility falls below 
statutory standards, and rating to be lowered if falls below higher standards promulgated 
by Committee. Provides for administrative review by Committee if license revoked or rating 
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lowered; action of Committee final on review of grade or rating; judicial review of acti 
of Committee reviewing issuance or revocation of license. Provides for gradual implemen 
tion of Article through registration of present operators until statutory requirements f¢ 
license met. Provides that any operator not procuring and displaying license, or not fu 
nishing copy of this law to parents of children attending facility as required by Articl 
is guilty of misdemeanor. Provides that any facility not caring for more than five child 
or for children for less than four hours a day need not obtain license but must register 
with Committee. 

Adds new GS 105-60 providing that day-care facilities required to procure license 
must pay privilege license tax of $2.00 for each child for which it is licensed. Effect

"To amend vartous secttons of General Statutes Chapter 1 (Ctvtl Procedure) to con- 
form to the structural and jurisdictional provtstons of the General Court of Justice as 
set forth tn Chapter 7A." References to civil practice and procedure in various sec- 
tions of Chapter 1 (Civil Procedure), heretofore referring only to the superior court, 
are made specifically applicable to the district court, to conform to jurisdictional 
(7A-243) and procedural (7A-192;-193) provisions of Chapter 7A. References to the 
justice of the peace are eliminated, with the magistrate being substituted where proper, 
in accordance with his functions as defined by Chapter 7A. The word "term", with 
reference to holding court, is changed to "session." GS 1-387, et. seq., delegate 
the function of supervising the setting off of homestead and personal property exemp- 
tions to the clerk of superior court, a function heretofore performed by the justice of 
the peace. Obsolete sections referring to practice and procedure in inferior courts 
which no longer exist are repealed. GS 1-539.3, et. seq., providing for the trial of 
small claim actions, superseded by the jurisdictional provisions of Chapter 7A, are also 
repealed.

(The Judtetal Departmenth" The various sections of Chapter 2 (Clerk of Superior Court) 
have been revised, combined, renumbered, and transferred to Article 12 (Clerk of Superior 
Court) of Chapter 7A, thereby leaving Chapter 2 a vacant chapter. This revision carries 
forward the basic substance of Chapter 2 with few changes except the following: The clerk 
is authorized by GS 7A-103(10) to allow entry of "default or judgment" which is consis- 
tent with GS 1A-1, Rule 55 and GS 1-209, a change from the language of GS 2-16(10) which 
authorized only entry of judgment. The clerk's power pursuant to GS 2-16(12) to compel an 
accounting by a justice of the peace is transferred to GS 7A-103(12) wherein references to ~ 
justice of the peace are changed to magistrate. The clerk's office hours and holidays 
are no longer set by statute (GS 2-24), nor must any absence from office be justified to 
the resident superior.court judge (GS 2-25); GS 7A-100 authorized the Administrative Office 
of the Courts to direct the clerk as to such matters. GS 2-42, defining the clerk's re- 
cord keeping duties by specifically designating each type of record, docket, and index to 
be kept, is rewritten and renumbered GS 7A-109, to provide that each clerk shall maintain 
such records, files, dockets, and indexes as are prescribed by rule of the Administra- 
tive Office of the Courts. 
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GS 2-52 and GS 2-53 are revised, combined, and renumbered GS 7A-111, authorizing 
the clerk of superior court to receive and manage funds of minors or mentally incapacitated 
adults, without the appointment of a guardian. Funds held by debtors of such minors 
or incapacitated adults in sums that do not exceed $2,000 per individual debtor, or, if the 
debtor be an insurance company, in sums that do not exceed $2,000 per individual policy 
of insurance, are to be paid into the clerk's office. This revision establishes an in- 
formal procedure for determining the mental incapacity of an adult and also specifies 
the procedure the clerk must follow in making disbursements. The previous statutory 
maximum was $1,000. 

GS 2-54, GS 2-55, and GS 2-60 are revised, combined, and renumbered GS 7A-112 
specifying the manner in which a clerk is authorized to invest moneys held by him by color 
of his office. The revision eliminates postal saving certificates and first mortgages, 
but adds savings and loan and bank deposits. The State Auditor is authorized to inspect 
the clerk's records to insure compliance, a duty previously performed by county officials. 
Noncompliance is reported to the Administrative Office of the Courts, instead of the 
district solicitor. 


S 95 Cost-of-court changes GS 6,474 
Introducers: Bailey and Harrington Sent to COURTS 


"To repeal vartous obsolete secttons of General Statutes Chapter 6 (Costs) and to 
revise vartous other secttons of Chapter 6 to accord with the provtstons of Chapter 7A 
(Judtetal Department)." All sections of GS Chapter 6 (Costs) providing for fees and costs 
inconsistent with the uniform fee and cost provisions of Article 28 (Uniform Costs and Fees 
in the Trial Divisions), Chapter 7A, are repealed. Sections remaining in GS Chapter 6 deal 
primarily with the individual liability to one another of parties in a legal proceeding for 
costs assessed in the proceeding. The specific amounts of fees and costs to be assessed 
in any legal proceeding are now designated in GS Article 28, Chapter 7A. Minor revisions 
are made to various remaining sections of GS Chapter 6 to conform to the provisions of 
GS Chapter 7A. These changes primarily involve deletion of reference to inferior courts 


and justice of the peace courts, now superseded by the district court pursuant to GS Article 


13, Chapter 7A and GS 7A-176.

(2) Raises pre- 
sumptive limit on wine from one gallon to five gallons, and on malt beverages from 
five gallons (or fifteen and one half gallons of draft malt beverages) to twenty 
gallons. (3) Permits A.B.C. stores to remain open on Armistice Day and election 
days, and until 11:45 p.m. (now, stores must remain closed on Armistice and elec- 
tion days and must close by 9:00 p.m.). (4) Provides that search warrants shall 
be obtained as provided in Article 4 of GS Chapter 15 (now, must be obtained 
under special provision contained in GS 18-13). (5) Provides that alcoholic bever- 
ages may not be sold to any person in a quantity in excess of what he can legally 
transport (now, there is no statutory limitation). (6) Permits malt beverages and 
wine to be sold until 1:00 a.m. (now, 11:45 p.m.) and to be consumed on the licensed 
premises until 1:30 a.m. (now, 12:00 midnight). (7) Provides that municipalities and 
counties shall have no authority to prohibit Sunday sales of beer and wine by estab- 
lishments having a brown-bag permit (now, all Sunday sales of beer and wine can be 
prohibited by local authorities). (8) Prohibits retailers from selling any one 
person more than twenty gallons of malt beverages, other than in kegs (now, no 
statutory limit on the amount that can be sold). (9) Provides for the State A.B.C. 
Board to issue temporary malt beverage and wine permits (now, temporary permits 
are for brown-bag establishments only). (10) Prohibits military bases from pur- 
chasing malt beverages from an out-of-State wholesaler. (11) Grants authority to 
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State A.B.C. Board to set standards for wine; and gives Board authority to require a 
verified statement of a laboratory analysis of malt beverages. (12) Permits beer- 
wine elections in municipalities having a population of five hundred or more persons 
(now, one thousand population required); and prescribes new form for beer-wine ballot. 
(13) Creates new Article 2C of GS Chapter 105 (Taxation) containing those tax pro- 
visions now found in GS Chapter 18. (14) Adds provisions requiring fortified wine 
dealers to pay same license taxes as now imposed on unfortified wine dealers. 

Deletes the following provisions of present Chapter 18: 

(1) GS 18-45 (11), which authorizes county A.B.C. boards to "prescribe 
regulations that may be necessary for obtaining purity in alcoholic bever- 
ages.'' Proposed Chapter 18 leaves this power to the State A.B.C. Board. 

(2) GS 18-52 through GS 18-55, which goverr the advertising of liquor. 
Proposed Chapter 18 turns this function over to the State A.B.C. Board for 
control by regulation. 

(3) GS 18-90, which appropriates funds to the Revenue Department for the 
administration of present Article 4. Proposed Chapter 18 makes no appropria- 
tions. 

(4) GS 18-116.2, which authorizes local A.B.C. Board to revoke wine permits 
and to limit wine sales to A.B.C. stores. Proposed Chapter 18 leaves revoca- 
tions to the State A.B.C. Board. 

(5) GS 18-116.4, which authorizes local A.B.C. Board to restrict the days 
and hours of wine sales. Proposed Chapter 18 sets hours of sale by statute. 

(6) GS 18-119 through GS 18-123, which authorize the govern- 
ing boards of certain counties and municipalities to prohibit wine sales. This 
is essentially a local act. hen ees 

(7) GS 18-127.1, which authorizes elections on the question of the sale of 
3.2%Z beer. Proposed Chapter 18 makes no distinction between 3.2% beer and other 
malt beverages. 

(8) GS 18-127.2, which authorizes beer-wine elections in municipalities having 
a "seasonal population" of 1,000 or more persons. 

(9) GS 18-133, which provides that the permit of any permittee shall be re- 
voked if he procures a "federal special tax liquor stamp." 

(10) GS 18-134, which requires “notice of intent" to apply for a beer or wine 
permit. Proposed Chapter 18 does not require this notice. 
Repeals present Chapter 18 and the following additional sections for the reasons 
indicated: 
(1) GS 14-327 and GS 14-328, relative to the adulteration of liquor, be- 
cause these 1858-59 acts are not needed under the present control system. 
(2) GS 14-330, relative to liquor sales near "political speakings," because 
this 1879 act has been completely superseded by present Chapter 18. See pre- 
sent GS 18-45(6) and present Article 7. 
(3) GS 14-331 and GS 14-332, relative to liquor consumption by minors, be- 
cause these sections have been superseded by present GS 18-90.1. 
(4) GS 14-333, relative to drinking on trains, because this 1907 act has been 
superseded by present GS 18-2. 
(5) GS 163-272, concerning liquor sales near "voting places,'' because this 
1901 act has been superseded by present Chapter 18. 
Amends GS 15-27.1 to conform this section to the new act. Effective May 1, 1972.

"To amend G.S. 20-141 tnereasing maxtmum speed limits on interstate and controlled- 
access highways to 70 mtles per hour." Amends GS 20-141(b)(5) as to setting of highway 
speed limits by State Highway Comm'n, to permit setting of limit of up to 70 MPH on 
those roads for which Comm'n now could set maximum limit of up to 65 MPH (interstate and 
controlled access highways within or without cities, and any highway outside cities).

"To amend G.S. 105-4, relating to inheritance tax exemptions, to provide that 
the exemptions for surviving husbands shall be the same as for surviving wives." 
Amends GS 105-4(b) to grant surviving husbands same $10,000 inheritance tax exemption 
presently allowed surviving wives.

"Concerning nutsances." Rewrites GS 19-1 which defines nuisances for purposes 
of GS Ch 19 (Offenses Against Public Morals). Removes lewdness but adds acts which 
create a breach of peace to those acts which when carried on make a building or place 
a nuisance, and its owner or operator guilty of a nuisance. Adds requirement that 
acts must be repeated (as evidenced by three convictions for their commission) before 
building or place can be declared a nuisance. Does not effect other sections of General 
Statutes which govern abatement of nuisances. 


H 156 Retail Installment Sales Act GS 25, 25A 
Introducers: Clark and others Sent to BANKS 


"To regulate installment sales and services." Adds new GS Ch 25A to provide for 
comprehensive regulation of retail credit sales to consumers, including farmers. Defines 
“consumer credit sales" as sale of goods or services by seller in which buyer is a natural 
person, the goods or services are purchased primarily for personal, family, household, or 
agricultural purposes, and either the price of goods or services is payable in installments 
or a finance charge is imposed. Act does not apply to purchases pursuant to credit card 
issued by someone other than a seller that is engaged in the business of selling goods or 
services. ‘''Seller'' is defined to include an assignee of the seller's right to payment, 
thereby eliminating holder-in-due-course status of purchasers of installment paper. 
Establishes following maximum limits on finance charges covered by Federal Consumer 
Credit Protection Act: 21% per annum where amount financed is less than $500; 18% per 
- annum where amount is $500 or greater but less than $1000; 15% per annum where amount 
is $1000 or greater, but less than $5000; and 9% per annum where amount is $5000 or 
greater. Provides that where consumer credit sale contract requires finance charge in 
excess of that permitted, but not more than two times in excess thereof, the seller or 
his assignee shall not be permitted to recover any finance charge and shall be liable 
to the buyer in an amount that is twice the amount of any finance charge received, 
plus reasonable attorney's fees. If the consumer credit sale contract requires payment 
of a finance charge more than twice that permitted, the contract shall be void and 
the buyer may retain any goods delivered under the contract. 

Confessions of judgment by a buyer arising out of a consumer credit sale are 
unauthorized and declared void. No consumer credit sale agreement may contain any 
provision limiting, excluding, or modifying, the terms of any express warranty made 
a part of the bargain between buyer and seller. No comsumer credit agreement may 
provide for payment by the buyer of attorney's fees. A seller in a consumer credit 
sale may take a security interest only in the following types of collateral: (1) 

The property sold, (2) property previously sold to the buyer in which the seller has 

an existing security interest, (3) personal property to which the property sold is 
installed if the debt is more than $500, and (4) real property to which the property 

sold is affixed if the debt is more than $2000. A seller may not take from a buyer 

a negotiable instrument other than a check as evidence of the buyer's obligation; and 

the penalty for violating this provision is that the seller shall be liable to buyer 

in an amount equal to twice the finance charge imposed in the transaction. Any pro- 
vision in a contract in which the buyer agrees not to assert against a seller or assignee 


Pe 


a claim or defense arising out of the sale shall be void. 

Where the seller repossesses or voluntarily accepts surrender of goods the sub- 
ject of a sale in which he has a security interest and the cash price of the goods was 
$1000 or less, the buyer shall not be liable for the unpaid balance of the debt and the 
seller is not obligated to resell the goods. This is also true where the goods were not- 
the subject of the sale but the seller had a security interest therein to secure a debt 
arising from a sale of goods or services. Where a seller makes a subsequent sale to a 
buyer and takes a security interest in goods previously sold, the seller shall make 
application of payments received as follows: All payments made prior to the subsequent 
purchase shall be deemed to have been applied to the previous purchases; down payment 
on the subsequent purchase shall be applied entirely to the subsequent purchase, and 
all subsequent payments shall be applied to first satisfy the amount owing on the pre- 
vious purchases. A form is prescribed for consumer credit installment sale contracts 
and the printed portion must be in a size equal to or greater than eight-point type. 

Any buyer who prepays under a contract shall be entitled to refund of proportionate part — 
of finance charge. The contract must provide for complete payment of all charges within 
the following time schedule from the date of sale: 25 months, if amount financed is . 
less than $1000; 37 months if amount is $1000 or more but less than $3000; 49 months — 

if amount is $3000 or more but less than $5000; and 145 months is amount is more than 
$5000. On sales other than those pursuant to revolving charge accounts no payment may 
be more than 10% larger than the average of earlier scheduled payments (prohibition 

of balloon payments). Where sales are made by home solicitation, the buyer is given 

3 business days in which he may cancel the contract, and the contract must contain 

this right to cancel provision. A buyer who has not received delivery of goods and 
services pursuant to any consumer credit sale within 10 days from date of sale (un- 

less the contract otherwise specifies) may rescind the contract and receive refund 

of all payments made. If a court finds a consumer credit sale contract or any part Ih 
thereof to be unconscionable, it may refuse to enforce the agreement or the offending 
part thereof. Where Act conflicts with Federal Consumer Credit Protection Act (Truth 
in Lending Law), the federal law shall control. Effective Jan. 1, 1972.

"To amend Chapter 576 of the Sesston Laws of 1951 relating to computatton of 
the Durham ftremen's supplemental rettrement benefits." Adds new Sec. 6 1/2 to ¢ 
1951 SL Ch 576 (Durham Firemen's Supplemental Retirement System) providing that in 
computing supplemental retirement benefits due under that system no account shall be 
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taken of any increase in benefits paid to a retired fireman who was a member of the 
Local Governmental Employees' Retirement System as a result of GS 128-27(j) 

(percentage increase in benefits granted in 1967 to members who had begun receiving 
benefits prior to July 1, 1967) or GS 128-27(k) (cost-of-living increases added in 

1969 for beneficiaries receiving retirement allowances) or any other provisions appli- 
cable to all members of the Local Governmental Employees' Retirement System.

Adds new 
Part V ("Right of Withdrawal of Impounded Water") to G.S. Ch. 143, Art. 21, 
which provides: 
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(1) a "person" who lawfully "impounds" water shall have a legally protected "right of 
withdrawal" of "excess volume of water" attributable to the impoundment, which, as 
quoted words are defined, means that--(a) Protected withdrawals under act may be 
made directly from impoundment or from watercourse below impoundment or both. 

(b) Protection provided by act applies to one who finances or guarantees part of 
storage cost as well as to builder of reservoir, and applies to public storage 
projects as well as private (individual, corporate or unincorporated group) pro- 
jects. (c) Person entitled to right of withdrawal can prevent intervening, non- 
contributing riparian owners from withdrawing stream flows augmented by such stor- 
age. (d) Right of withdrawal may be transferred or assigned to others. (e) Local 
public water suppliers having a right of withdrawal may assert the right for water 
supply purposes, as well as other purposes. (f) Rights of withdrawal may be inter- 
preted and applied by regulations adopted under the general rulemaking power of the 
N.C. Board of Water and Air Resources (BWAR) under GS 143-215.3(a)(1), and are sub- 
ject to other general provisions of GS Ch. 143, Art. 21. 

(2) Makes rights of withdrawal subject to following restrictions and excep- 
tions: (a) Act protects only claims to excess water created by storage, over and 
above natural flow. (b) Protection applies only to water impounded for the purpose 
of withdrawal, and thus not to projects whose historical purposes did not include 
water withdrawal. (c) Rights of withdrawal are subordinate to claims that water was 
diverted without authority from the basin, that method of releasing or discharging 
water is improper, and that water quality has been impaired by withdrawal or release 
of water or return of water to stream, as well as being subordinate to arrangements 
for streamflow augmentation for water quality control. (d) Whether rights of with- 
drawal take effect in a "capacity use area" developed under GS 143-215.11 et seq. 
is left to discretion of BWAR, and this Act is made subject to Water and Air Resources 
Act and Dam Safety Law. (3) Amends GS 143-215.8 to extend to violations of BWAR 
regulations, the procedure whereby BWAR may secure injunctions against violations 
of statutes administered by BWAR.

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PROPOSED MACHINERY ACT OF 1971 


The proposed Machinery Act of 1971 completely rewrites the property tax 
law. Significant changes and new provisions are digested below: 


Appraisal and Assessment: The true value appraisal standard has not been 
changed [§ 105-283], and the procedure for selecting an assessment ratio remains 
the same [§ 105-284]. The eight-year real property revaluation schedule has not 
been altered except to take into account accelerations that have occurred since 
1961 [§ 105-286]. The State Board of Assessment is authorized to develop and 
recommend standards and rules for use by counties in appraising specific kinds 
and categories of property for taxation throughout the State [§ 105-291(¢)]. 


Exemption and Classification: The coverage of the property tax has not been 
changed; the existing exemption and classification provisions of the Machinery Act 
have been incorporated in the new act without amendment [§§ 105-274 through -282]. 


Office of County Tax Supervisor: The State Board of Assessment is made 
responsible for training persons for the position of county tax supervisor [§ 105- 
289(e)], and boards of county commissioners, as of July, 1973, will be required 
to appoint to this position persons whose qualifications have been certified as 
satisfactory by the State Board. (Persons holding this office on July 1, 1971, 
are deemed to be qualified without this certification.) [§ 105-294(a) and (b)]. 
Beginning in July, 1973, the tax supervisor will be appointed for a six-year term. 
(The present term runs for two years.) [§ 105-294(a)]. 


List Taker System: Each county is permitted to decide for itself whether it 
will use list takers in its property tax system; they will not be employed unless 
the county commissioners appropriate funds for that purpose [§ 105-296(b)]. If 
they are used, they will be chosen by the tax supervisor alone and they will take 
an oath of office [§ 105-298], but their responsibilities will be assigned by the 
county tax supervisor rather than by statutory provisions [§ 105-296(b)]. 


Form of Abstract: The State Board of Assessment is authorized to prescribe 
the abstract form and to approve any form proposed for county use [§ 105-318]. 
Detailed provisions as to what abstracts must show with regard to personal property 
have been deleted, leaving the State Board free to require only the detail it feels 
necessary [§ 105-309(d) ]. 


Oath or Affirmation: The former requirement that each taxpayer swear to his 
listing before a list taker or officer qualified to take oaths has been repealed; 
instead, taxpayers are permitted to sign affirmations comparable to those used 
for income tax purposes [§ 105-310]. 


Use of Officers and Agents in Listing: The use of agents in listing property 


for taxation is limited to an individual taxpayer who is unable to list for himself; 
business firms are not permitted to list through agents -- their abstracts must be 


pike 


signed by a principal officer of the firm. Nonresident individuals may submit 
personally signed listings through an agent [§ 105-311]. 


Listing Property of Husband and Wife: Real property owned by husband and wife 
as tenants by the entirety must be listed in the names of both husband and wife on 
a single abstract [§ 105-302(c)(10)], and personal property owned jointly by husband 
and wife must be listed on a single abstract [§ 105-306(c)(7)]. If a married couple 
own personal property jointly and also own realty by the entirety, they are to list 
both the personal property and the realty on a single abstract [§ 105-309(a)(1)]. 





Criminal Penalty for Failure to List: The maximum possible penalty for failing © 
to list property, for concealment of property, and for aiding and abetting the 
concealment of property has been increased from a $50 fine or thirty days imprison- 
ment to a $500 fine or six months imprisonment [§ 105-308]. 


Reports by Custodians: Persons and firms having custody of taxable tangible 
personal property on January 1 that has been entrusted to them for storage, sale, 
renting, or any other business purpose are required to furnish the county tax super- 
visor a statement describing the property and stating its quantity and ownership. 
The penalty for failure to furnish the report is liability for any unpaid tax on 
such property plus $250 {§ 105-315]. (The coverage of the present statutes is 
limited to warehouses, cooperatives, consignees, and brokers.) Similar reports 
are required of owners of aircraft and boat storage facilities [§ 105-316]. (The 
coverage of the present statutes is limited to trailer park operators). 


Discovered Property: The term "discovered property" is defined to include both 
property that was not listed during a regular tax listing period and property that 
was listed but with regard to the value,: quantity, or other measurement of which the 
taxpayer made a substantial understatement in listing [§ 105-312(a)(1)]. 


Appeals to State Board of Assessment: Appeals to the State Board of Assessment 
from listing or valuation decisions of the county board of equalization and review : 
are permitted at any time within thirty days after the board has mailed the appellant || 
a notice of its decision [§ 105-324(b)]. (The present statute permits such an appeal 7 
to be taken at any time within sixty days after the board has adjourned.) In hearing | 
such appeals, the State Board of Assessment is given an option to sit as a full board ™ 
or to use hearing officers whose recommended findings of fact and conclusions of law 
would be subject to review by the full Board, which is empowered to accept them, to 
make new findings of fact or conclusions of law based upon the record, or to rehear | 
the appeal with respect to any portion of the record, findings, or conclusions [§ 105- 
290(b)]. Explicit provision is made for property owners to appeal to the State Board | 
of Assessment from the order of a board of county commissioners adopting schedules, : 
standards, and rules to be used in a revaluation of real property, but the right to 
take such an appeal is restricted to a thirty-day period following publication of the | 
commissioners’ adoption order [§§ 105-290(c), -317(c)]. 


* * * 


Public Service Company Definition: In addition to companies covered by the 
present act, the term "public service company" is defined to include pipeline, gas, 
electric membership, cable television, bus line, motor freight carrier, airline, and | 
any other company performing a public service that is regulated by the ICC, FPC, FAA @ 


or N. C. Utilities Commission [§ 105-333(1)]. 


Public Service Company Appraisal: The State Board of Assessment is made 


responsible for appraising (a) the rolling stock of bus lines and motor freight 
carriers; (b) the flight equipment of airlines; and (c) the value of each "covered 
public service company" (that is, public service companies other than bus lines, 
motor freight carriers, and airlines) as a system —- a duty that requires the 
appraisal of both system and non-system property. Properties of bus lines and motor 
freight carriers (other than rolling stock) and of airlines (other than flight 
equipment) are to be listed and appraised locally, but counties are not to appraise 
any other properties of public service companies [§ 105-335(a)]. In appraising 
rolling stock and flight equipment, the State Board of Assessment is to consider 
book value and replacement cost [§ 105-336(b)]. In appraising each covered 

public service company's system property, the Board is to consider (a) the market 
value of the company's capital stock and debt, (b) the book value of its system 
property and its replacement cost, (c) its gross receipts and operating income, 

and (d) any other relevant factor [§ 105-336(a)]. In appraising each covered public 
service company's non-system property, the Board is to adhere to the standards 
established for appraising properties in the taxing units in which such property 

is situated [§ 105-335(b)(2) and (3)]. In appraising a railroad as a system, the 
Board is to distinguish between 'non-distributable" system property (land other 

than right-of-way, depots, machine shops, warehouses, office buildings, other struc- 
tures, and the contents of such structures) and "distributable" system property (all 
other). In appraising the rolling stock of a motor freight carrier, the Board is to 
distinguish between locally assigned rolling stock and all other. 


Apportionment for Taxation in N.C.: If a public service company operates out- 
side as well as inside this state, the State Board of Assessment is to apportion to 


this state a proper share of the valuation of that company and its property by 
applying to the total of those figures property, business, and mileage factors 
according to the ratio that the company's property, business, or mileage in this 
state bears to the company's total property, business, or mileage. This apportion- 
ment procedure applies to rolling stock and flight equipment as well as to system 
value of covered public service companies [§ 105-337]. 





Allocation of Valuations for Taxation by Local Units: Appraised valuations of 


the various categories of public service company property are to be allocated to 
local taxing units as follows: (a) Non-system property of a covered public service 
company -- to the local units in which such company property is situated [§ 105-339]. 
(b) Non-distributable system property of railroads -- to the local units in which such 
company property is situated [§ 105-340(a)]. (c) Distributable system property of 
railroads -- to the local units in which the company has lines and in accord with the 
ratio that the miles of the company's lines in the unit bears to the total of the 
company's lines in the state, adjusted to reflect differences in traffic density 

[§ 105-338(b)(1)]. (d) Telephone company system property (after being divided into 
two defined classes) -- Class 1 property valuations: to the units in which such 
company property is situated, and in the proportion that the original cost of such 
property in the unit bears to the original cost of all such company property in the 
state. Class 2 property valuations: to the units in which the company operates, 

and in the proportion that the miles of the company's single-aerial-wire and single- 
wire-in-cable in the unit bears to the total wire miles of the company in the state 
[§ 105-338(b) (2)]. (e) System property of other covered public service companies -- 
to the local units in which the company operates, and in the proportion that the 
original cost of the company's taxable system property in the unit bears to the 


) 
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original cost of such company property in the state [§ 105-338(b)(3)]. (£) Rolling 
stock of bus lines -- to the local units in which the company operates, and in 
accord with the ratio of the company's gross earnings from passengers and freight in 
the unit to the company's total gross earnings from passengers and freight in the 
state -- both figures being taken from the preceding year [§ 105-338(c)(1)]. 

(g) Locally assigned rolling stock of motor freight carriers -- to the local units 
in which such company property is situated [§ 105-339]. (h) Other rolling stock of 
motor freight carriers ——- to the local units in which the company has terminals, 
and in accord with the ratio of tons of freight handled at the company's terminals 
within the unit to the total tons of freight handled by the company in the state -- 
both figures being taken from the preceding year. If the company has no terminal 
in the state, rolling stock valuations are to be allocated to the unit in which 

the company's principal place of business in this state is located. (If the company 
has no principal place of business in this state, the valuations are to be allocated” 
to the unit in which the company has legal residence. If the company has no terminal 
no principal place of business, and no residence in this state, the valuation of its 
taxable rolling stock is to be allocated to the local units in which the company 
operates, and in accord with the ratio of tons of freight handled at premises at whic 
the company regularly conducts business in the unit to the tons of freight handled by 
the company in this state -- both figures being taken from the preceding year.) 

[§ 105-338(c)(2)]. (i) Flight equipment -- to each local unit in which is situated 
an airport used by the company, and in accord with the ratio obtained by averaging 
the following two ratios: (1) the number of the company's ground hours in the unit 
to the total number of the company's ground hours in the state, and (2) the company's 
gross revenue in the unit to the company's total gross revenue in the state -- all 
figures being taken from the preceding year [§ 105-338(c)(3)]. 








Local Taxation of Public Service Company Valuations: Each local taxing unit is | 


to apply its assessment ratio to public service company appraised valuations certifie 
by the State Board of Assessment, and the local unit is to tax the assessments thus 
obtained at the rate of tax it imposes on other property [§§ 105-339, -340, -341]. 


Notice, Hearing, and Appeal: Each public service company appraisal made by the’ 
State Board of Assessment is to remain tentative until the company has been given an 
opportunity to be heard. If a hearing is requested, it must be held, and the Board's 
subsequent decision must be served on the company. The company is given thirty days 
thereafter in which to seek judicial review under § 143-306 if it desires to do so 
[§ 105-342].

Tax Collection Calendar: The tax due date has been advanced from the first Mond 
in October to the first day of September; interest for nonpayment of taxes begins to 
accrue on the first day of January after the due date [§ 105-360(a)]. March is made 
the earliest and June the latest month in which the annual lien sale may be held 
[§ 105-369(b)]; the date for the collector's annual settlement is set as the first 
Monday in July [§ 105-373(a)(3)]. 


Discounts and Interest: Discounts for prepayment are not required, but any 
taxing unit desiring to grant discounts may establish its own schedule, subject to 
the approval of the State Board of Assessment [§ 105-360(c)]. Interest for failure 
to pay taxes on time has been increased from 1% for the first month plus 1/2% per | 
month thereafter to 2% for the first month plus 1% per month thereafter [§ 105-360(a)

Interest on tax lien sale certificates has been increased from 6% to 12% per 
annum [§§ 105-370(a), -371(a), -372(b)]. 


Levy and Garnishment: The tax collector's authority to use garnishment in the 
enforcement of collection is made equivalent to his authority to use levy both as 
to time and subject-matter [§ 105-366]. To the list of properties subject to levy 
has been added personal property that has been repossessed by one having a security 
interest therein [§ 105-366(b)(6)]. The collector's right to levy on or garnish 
a partner's personal property for partnership taxes is made available only after 
partnership assets have been exhausted [§ 105-366(b)(8)]. The period of time in 
which a collector may proceed against the property of the transferee of a merchant's 
stock of goods on which taxes remain unpaid is extended from sixty days to six 
months after the transfer [§ 105-366(b)(5) and (d)(3)]. A similar extension is 
made applicable to the collector's power to reach property transferred by any tax- 
payer by any means other than a bona fide sale [§ 105-366(b)(9)]. The garnishment 
procedure available to county and municipal collectors is rewritten to parallel 
that now used by the Commissioner of Revenue in collecting state taxes [§ 105-368]. 


Foreclosure: The requirement that mortgage-type foreclosure proceedings not 
be initiated until six months after the date of the tax lien sale has been removed 
as to governmental units (thereby making present § 105-414 superfluous) but retained 
as to private plaintiffs [§ 105-374(b)]. The requirement that all real property 
subject to unpaid tax liens within a single township be foreclosed in a single 
action has been deleted [§ 105-374(f)]. No restriction is placed on the number of 
years' taxes for which in rem foreclosure may be used [§ 105-375(b)]. (The present 
law limits its applicability to the foreclosure of liens sold not more than two 
years before initiation of the foreclosure procedure.) Pending foreclosure actions 
commenced under present § 105-391 or § 105-414 are to be prosecuted under new 
§ 105-374; pending foreclosure actions commenced under present § 105-392 are to be 
prosecuted under new § 105-375 [§ 105-395(b)]. 


Right to Demand Refunds: Taxpayers who have claims for refund of taxes are 
required to assert them within three years after the contested tax became due 
[§ 105-382]. (The present provision fixing the period at eight years dates from 
1967 and supplants an earlier provision fixing the period at two years.) 


Effective Date and Effect on Local Legislation: The act is effective on July 1, 


1971, and its provisions are made uniformly applicable throughout the state 

[§§ 105-272, -395(c)]. Thus, all conflicting local acts (except those relating 

to the selection of tax collectors) in effect on July 1, 1971, are repealed 

[§ 105-395(c)], and local acts that become effective after that date are not to 
be construed as amending or repealing any provisions of this act unless they refer 
specifically to the sections to be amended or repealed [§ 105-272].

"To supplement the governing instruments of charitable private foundattons enabl- 

ing thetr acqutsttion or retention of tax-exempt status under the Internal Revenue Code 
‘of the United States." Adds new GS 36-23.3 which creates statutory presumption that govern- 
'ing instrument of any charitable organization described in section 501(c)(3) of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code of the United States: (1) requires organization to distribute its in- 
come at such time and in such manner that it will not be subject to federal tax under 
section 4942, and (2) prohibits organization (a) from engaging in any act of self-dealing 
(as defined in section 4941 (b)), (b) from retaining any excess business holdings (as 
defined in section 4943’c)), (c) from making any investments in such manner as to subject 
it to tax under section 4944, and (d) from making any taxable expenditures (as defined 
in section 4945(b)). Permits any such organization to exclude these presumed provisions 
from its governing instrument by filing an election with the Attorney General at any 
time.

Where municipality but not county is authorized 
for ABC store, then no brown bagging permits are authorized for premises outside the 
city until county ABC stores are authorized by vote (present law does not make this 
restriction, but authorizes permits for premises located within a county once one county 7 
or city store is established within the county). Requires by April 1, 1971, revocation | 
of previously-issued brown bagging permits unlawful under act.

Any non- 
resident real estate broker or real estate salesman regularly engaged in the real estate 
business as a vocation maintaining adefinite place of business in another state, and who 
has been licensed as a real estate salesman or broker in such state, shall, by reason of 
such foreign license and upon payment of the license fee fixed by this chapter, be author- 
ized to transact the business of a real estate broker or real estate salesman in this State 
during the period for which his original license shall be in force: Provided, however, the 
provisions of this sentence shall only be applicable with respect to states which grant to 
licensed brokers or salesmen of this State the right to transact the business of a real 
estate broker or salesman in such state without being required to pass any examination.") 
Effective July-1,.1971.

Commission to elect annually a chairman (and may elect other officers). Chairman 
to be member from General Assembly or adult appointed by Governor, and may not serve more 
than 4 consecutive one-year terms. 

Commission to have powers and duties to (1) appoint administrator, with Governor's 
approval, (2) act as advocate for youth and children and provide assistance in developing 
and coordinating advocacy programs at regional and local levels, (3) review and study 
existing state programs affecting children, youth and their families, (4) identify needs 
not being met and recommend new programs or improvements, (5) aid state and local groups 
to coordinate efforts and avoid duplication, (6) review new programs proposed by State 
agencies, (7) report and recommend to Governor and General Assembly, and (8) provide 
information to state, local and private agencies.

S 136 Obscenity Act-2 GS 14 
Introducers: Kirby and Flaherty Sent to JUDIC 1 
"Prohtbtting dtsseminatton of ecrtain forms of vbscenity." Adds new Art. 26 


to GS Ch. 14 regulating direct commercial distribution of certain explicit sexual 
materials to young persons. Makes it misdemeanor to disseminate explicit sexual 
material to young persons or display explicit sexual material for sale in area to 
which young persons have access, without social value for adults. Defines "young 
nersons" as those under 18 years old; defines "explicit sexual material" as 
Nictorial or three-dimensional material of described nature. Requires knowing 
violation as defined, and makes available defenses of parental consent or marriage 
of "young person.'' Prohibits public displays of explicit sexual materials and 
defines such displays. Creates civil remedy of declaratory judgment and injunction, 
available on petition of State, and specifies hearing procedures for remedial 
action. Specifically repeals GS 14-189, -189.1, -192 and -193 (obscene literature 
and exhibitions, transmittal of obscenity into NC, obscene writings near public 
places and exhibiting obscene or immoral pictures and advertising). Prescribes 
policy that criminal prosecutions be brought prior to obtaining declaration only in 
cases unquestionably within the applicable definition. (For related bill, see S 29, 
digested in Bulletin No. 6, p. 33.) 


S 137 Zoning-public hearing GS 160 
Introducer: Moore Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To amend G.S. 160-177 so as tu require a public heartng on changes in 
zoning plans." Adds paragraph to GS 160-177 that prohibits minicipal legislative 
body from adopting modified zoning plan until a public hearing with notice is held 
concerning the modification. Applicable to all plans not finally adopted prior to 
ratification. 


S 138 Buffer zoneS—protest amendments GS 160

"To amend Chapter 136 of the General Statutes to prohibit the State 
Highway Commisston from posting signs gtving notice of right-of-way boundaries 
and to require the removal of existing signs giving notice of right-of-way 
boundartes." Adds GS 136-19.5, providing as title indicates, with respect to 
notices of State highway boundaries; Act not to prohibit placing stakes or markers 
designating such boundaries (which stakes or markers are presumed for purposes 
of civil or criminal liability to indicate such boundaries and that SHC owns 
indicated right-of-way). Failure to have signs posted indicating right-of-way 
boundaries not to relieve any person from civil or criminal liability. for cutting 
trees or shrubs, or for placing billboards or other obstacles within right-of-way 
without SHC permit.

"To modify the criminal procedure to provide for a preliminary hearing." 
Provides for preliminary hearing by adding new Art. 9 to GS Ch. 15 and repealing 
GS 15-85 thru -97, 15-100, 15-101, and 7A-273(3). Requires’ anyone arrested for 
felony to be taken before a magistrate by arresting officer. Requires magistrate, 
except in capital cases, to fix bail or recognizance as provided by GS 15-103.1. 
Provides for preliminary hearing in district court for anyone charged with felony 
who was not indicted by grand jury, unless it is waived. Requires district court 
judge to determine before hearing whether accused is entitled to appointment of 
counsel, and if he is, to appoint counsel for him. If court determines that 
accused is not entitled to appointed counsel, is represented by privately retained 
counsel, or has waived his right to counsel, then accused shall demand or waive 
the preliminary hearing. Does not require accused to plead to charge at hearing 
and demand for hearing does not prejudice accused. Places burden of proving 
probable cause on State, and subjects State's witnesses to cross-examination. 

Upon finding of "probable cause" at conclusion of State's evidence, or waiver 

of preliminary hearing, the accused shall be bound over to superior court and 

bail or recognizance reviewed pursuant to GS 15-103.1. Provides for imprisonment 
if accused cannot post bail or no bail or recognizance is allowed. Upon finding 
of 'no probable cause,'' the district court judge is required to enter such finding 
and order immediate release of accused. Requires clerk of superior court, when 
finding of "no probable cause" is entered, to furnish solicitor true copy of 
warrant within three days. Effective Sept. 30, 1971.

Adds new GS 20-141.4 making it misdemeanor to operate 
motor vehicle in excess of 80 mph while attempting to flee law enforcement officer; sets 
punishment at minimum'fine of $500 or imprisonment for not less than 60 days, or both.

Introducer: S. Johnson Sent to JUDIC 1 
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judgment debtor's assets. Permits judgment creditor to prepare and serve written inter- 
rogatories on judgment debtor within 10 years of date of judgment. Requires debtor to 
answer, under oath, within 20 days of service and to file copy with clerk of superior 
court in county of original judgment. Requires copy of answers to be served on creditor 
pursuant to NC Rules of Civil Procedure. Permits creditor, upon failure of debtor to an- 
swer, to petition court for order requiring debtor to either fully answer interrogatories 
or appear before court and answer. Permits punishment for contempt pursuant to GS 1-368 
if debtor disobeys court order. Provides for service by registered or certified mail, 
return receipt requested, or personal service by authorized personnel. Provides that 
service is completed on day interrogatories delivered to debtor. Effective July 1, 1971.

"To authorize the Directors of the Governor Morehead School to purchase annuity 
contracts for their employees." Authorizes annual contracts between School and its 
employees for reduction in salary to purchase nonforfeitable annuity or retirement 
income contract. Sets forth details of contract and administrative matters. 


H 250 (Joint resolution) Federal meat inspection MISC RES 
Introducer: Rhyne Sent to AGRICULT 


"Condemming federal interference with states rights tn the regulation of meat 
producers for local consumption and requesting the Attorney General to seek to enjoin 
enforcement of certatn provistons of the Federal Meat Inspectton Act." Requests NC Attny 
Gen'l to seek judicial ruling on constitutionality of certain sections of Act and, if 
necessary and possible, obtain injunction temporarily prohibiting enforcement of same in 
NC until court case is terminated. Directs copies of resolution be delivered by registered 
mail to named Federal and NC officers and officials.

Introducer: Flaherty Sent to APPROPRN 


"To provide salaries for professtonal public school personnel comparable to 
the nattonal average and to maintain the nattonal average through the biennium 1971- 


1973." Identical with H 270, digested in House section of today's Bulletin. 
S 165 Wound reports by physicians GS 90 
Introducer: Jones Sent to PUB HLTH 


"To amend Chapter 90 of the General Statutes to requtre certain phystetans to 
report certain wounds, injurtes, and illnesses." Bill same as S 6 @riginal bill 
digested in Bulletin No. 1, p. 2 and Committee Substitute in Bulletin No. 13, p. 87) 
except (1) reporting responsibility placed solely on physicians, and (2) applies State- 
wide instead of to New Hanover County alone (as under Committee Substitute). 


S 166 Liquor-by-drink, statewide vote GS 18 
Introducer: Joyner Sent to ABC 


"To provide a statewtde electton to determine whether ltquor by the drink shall 
be permitted statewtde or only tn areas where alcoholic beverage control stores are 
operated, and to establish a system of control." Creates new Article 14 of GS Ch. 18. 
Authorizes NC Board of Alcoholic Control to grant mixed beverage license (where Article 
becomes effective) to persons operating restaurants with seating capacity of at least 
50 and with gross receipts from sale of full meals and non-alcoholic beverages prepared 
and served on premises that exceed (after license issued) its gross receipt from sale 
of alcoholic beverages. Authorizes licensee to serve mixed beverages: in rooms of such 
restaurants; in rooms of hotel or motel with not less than 40 permanent bedrooms if food 
and beverage service customarily provided in bedrooms and other private rooms of same; 
on premises of private clubs serving members and authorized guests, if restaurant located 
on such premises; and at auditoriums and convention centers. Only restaurants with Grade 
A health ratings eligible for license, and such license to be automatically suspended 
when any licensed restaurant loses Grade A rating for 60 consecutive days. Sets forth 
special regulations concerning food and mixed drink service at auditoriums or convention 
centers. 

Defines following terms: (1) "alcoholic beverage'’ is any alcoholic beverage 
containing more than 14% alcohol by volume (including "mixed beverages") and subject 
to provisions of GS Ch. 18; (2) "auditorium" is auditorium owned and operated by munici- 
pal corporation or other governmental unit; (3) '"Board'' is the State Board of Alcoholic 
Control; (4) "club" is corporation or association organized and operated for social, 
recreational, patriotic or fraternal purposes which maintains and operates dining room 
for sale of full meals prepared on premises to club members and authorized guests, and 
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has dining room that contains at least 50 seats; (5) "convention center" is any structure 
generally used for meetings and conventions; (6) "mixed beverage’ is drink composed in 
whole or in part of alcoholic beverage having alcoholic content over 14% by volume and 
served to individual in quantity less than contained in closed package purchased on pre- 
mises licensed under this Article; (7) "person" is any natural person, municipal corpora- 
tion, corporation, partnership, or other governmental unit or form of business organiza- 
tion; (8) "restaurant" is any establishment with regularly operated dining room with at 
least 50 seats for sale to customers of full meals prepared and served on premises, and 
includes "clubs"; (9) "store'' is ABC store; and (10) "voting unit" is any county, city, 
or town. 

Authorizes Board to adopt implementing rules and regulations. Extends right to 
serve mixed beverages to all regularly employed persons of lincensee. Makes licensees 
liable for violations of Act or regulations committed by such employees on premises. Per- 
mits mixed beverages to be sold only between hours of 12 noon and 12 midnight. Requires 
linensees to keep records on sale of alcoholic beverages and other items as Board pre- 
scribes, open to Board's inspection at all times, and requires licensees to file with 
Board within 60 days of close of licensees' fiscal year an audit accounting for sale of 
food and non-alcoholic beverages and for sale of alcoholic beverages and mixed drinks. 
Requires Board to annually review, by auditor, each licensed establishment to determine 
that gross receipts of alcoholic beverages are less than for non-alcoholic beverages and 
full meals; if not less, then license to be revoked and no new license to be granted for 
such establishment for at least one year. (For this purpose, non-alcoholic beverages not 
to include mixers served with alcoholic beverages.) Requires Board to refuse to grant, 
or revoke or suspend licenses for violation of Act or regulations. Affords licensee hear- 
ing identical to that specified in GS 18-137. ; 

Prohibits licensees to do as follows: serve unauthorized alcoholic beverages; serve ~ 
unauthorized persons or in unauthorized places; allow consumption at licensed place in vio- — 
lation of Article; keep at licensed place unauthorized alcoholic beverages; misrepresent 
brands of alcoholic beverages sold, keep such beverages in non-original containers, fill or 
re-fill such containers, dilute or otherwise tamper with contents of such containers; serve 
purchasers different brand of alcoholic beverage than ordered without notice; knowingly 
remove or obliterate label, mark or stamp on any container offered for sale, or deliver 
or sell contents of any such container; employ persons under 21 years old to serve mixed 
beverages; serve mixed beverages to persons under 21 years old; knowingly allow “immoral, 
lewd, obscene, indecent or profane" conduct, language, literature, pictures or materials 
on premises; consume or allow employees serving mixed beverages to consume such beverages 
while on duty; deliver to consumer original bottle of alcoholic beverage purchased under 
license; be intoxicated while on duty or employ intoxicated persons on premises; conceal 
any sale or consumption of alcoholic beverages; fail or refuse to make samples of alcoholic 
beverages available to Board on request or obstruct agents of Board in discharging duties; 
store alcoholic beverages in unauthorized place or remove same from premises; knowingly 
employ persons reputed to be a "prostitute, homosexual, panderer, gambler, habitual law 
violator, person of ill repute, user of or peddler of narcotics, person who drinks to ex- 
cess, or any 'B-girl''; keep on premises prohibited gambling or gaming devices or permit 
gambling on premises; advertise sale of alcoholic beverages on or off premises except as 
Board permits. 

Requires all alcoholic beverages sold under Act to be purchased from store located 
in local unit where premises located, or from county store if sale of mixed beverages author- 
ized in entire county and premises outside municipal limits. Requires such purchases to be 
in fifth, quart, or half-gallon sizes, with special sticker affixed to each container. 
Gives licensee right to transport containers from store to place of business, provided he 
has permit in his possession. 

Subjects all establishments holding license pursuant to this Article to inspection 
by Board's enforcement officers and requires officers to report violations of Article and 
Board's rules and regulations to Board. Makes violation of Article or Board's rules and 
regulations misdemeanor punishable by fine, imprisonment, or both, in discretion of court. 
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Requires court to revoke license and forbids reissuance for three years after conviction. 
Provides this Article does not affect any provisions of Article 5 (Fortified Wine Control 
Act). 

Permits sale of mixed beverages only in counties, cities and towns which now or here- 
after have ABC stores. Requires elections to be called by board of election of local unit 
(except where town has no such board, then by governing body of said town) upon petition of 
at least 15% of unit's registered voters who voted in last election for Governor. Requires 
board of election or governing body to furnish, upon request, such petition forms. Requires 
special election in voting unit after 20 days' public notice prior to opening of registra- 
tion books. Does not require special registration for such special election. Provides that 
qualified voters to vote on question of permitting sale of mixed alcoholic beverages in vot- 
ing unit for consumption on premises. Provides that if majority of voters favor allowing 
sale, Act thereafter becomes applicable to voting unit, but if majority of voters not in | 
favor, Act not applicable. If voting unit which first allows sale of mixed beverages later | 
has majority vote against same, Board shall revoke all licenses under Act within 90 days after 
declaration of voting results; if any voting unit later ceases to operate ABC stores, Board 
to revoke all licenses within such unit within 90 days. Prohibits holding of election on 
day or within 60 days of any biennial election of county or municipal officers, and requires 
board of election or governing body to set election date. Prohibits calling of election 
within three years after last such election in voting unit. Provides that establishments 
in areas annexed to voting units which have adopted Act shall be subject to its provisions 
without further election. Makes ineligible to participate in election any local unit not 
employing at least one full time enforcement officer. 

Provides for submission to all qualified voters of State at next general election 
questions of whether: (1) to permit liquor by the drink in all counties of the state; (2) 
to permit liquor by the drink only in counties and towns that operate ABC stores; (3) or 
to permit liquor by the drink, upon local election, in counties and towns already operat- 
ing ABC stores. Requires election to be conducted under laws governing general elections, 
but prohibits use of absentee ballots. Permits voter to vote on each of the three issues, 
and requires State Board of Elections to prepare ballots, canvass the vote, and declare 
the results. If majority vote on all three questions is "no'', then this Act is nullity; 
if majority vote is "yes" on question (1) and majority on (2) and (3) is "no", then liquor 
by the drink to be legal statewide, and provision of Act providing for local election a 
nullity; if majority vote on question (2) is "yes" and majority vote on (1) and (3) is 
"no", then liquor by the drink to be legal in counties and towns already having ABC stores; 
if majority vote on (3) is "yes", and majority vote on (1) and (2) is "no", local election 
pursuant to this Article shall be held; if two or more questions receive majority of "yes' 
votes, then the question receiving highest number of "yes'' votes when compared with "yes" 
votes cast on other questions is declared passed, and other questions declared defeated. 
Provides that provisions of Act separable; if any provision of Act held invalid, not to 
affect any other provision. (For similar bill, see H 99, digested in Bulletin No. 12, 
pees.)

"To appropriate funds to the Regtonal Water Supply Planning Revolving Fund." 
Appropriates from General Fund to Regional Water Supply Planning Revolving Fund in 
Dep't of Administration (proposed to be created by S 169 and H 274, digested in this 
Bulletin), to aid local governments in financing comprehensive planning and engineer- 
ing for regional water systems. 


S 168 Regional water supply planning (Iden. H 272) GS \L62A uh 30 145 
Introducers: Allen, Folger and McGeachy Sent to CONS & DEV 


"To encourage and promote regional water supply systems, and to define the 
funetions of the State Board of Health, the State Department of Water and Atr Resources, 
and the State Department of Administratton tn relatton to planning of regional water 
supply systems." Adds new article to GS Ch. 162A (renamed "Water and Sewer Systems'—— 
now entitled "Water and Sewer Authorities"), which: (a) recites need for planning and 
development of reliable and adequate regional water systems; (b) describes role of State 
government as providing a framework for regional planning, and as coordinating and assist- 
ing local actions; (c) assigns primary responsibility at State level for raw water 
sources and transwatershed diversions to Department of Water and Air Resources (DWAR), 
and primary responsibility for other aspects of regional water system planning to State 
Board of Health (SBH); (d) creates revolving fund for regional water supply planning 
(to be administered by Department of Administration, with findings by SBH in consulta- 
tion with DWAR as to eligibility of localities for advances) from which advances could 
be made to any local government to finance advance planning and engineering cost for 
preparation of comprehensive regional water supply plans, subject to repayment from 
system bonds or other available funds, but to be forgiven if development proves in- 
feasible. 

Specifies as conditions of eligibility for advances: (a) area is suitable for 
regionalization in terms of population, raw water sources, etc.; (b) applicant proposes 
long range regional water supply comprehensive planning effort and coordination with 
land use planning; (c) licensed engineer will be employed to prepare plans, which will 
include benefit-cost analysis as well as necessary background information and blue- 
prints; (d) firm assurance that work will be undertaken if feasible; (e) reasonable 
prospect of availability of federal or state aid if project depends on it. Defines 
"regional water supply system" as a public water supply system of a municipality, 
county, sanitary district or other political subdivision, providing or intended to 
provide or capable of providing, adequate and safe water supply to a_ substantial 
portion of population of a county, or a substantial water service area in a multi- 
county region. Act to be construed as supplemental to existing powers of SBH, DWAR 
and NC Utilities Comm'n concerning local and regional water supplies. 


S 169 State staff approp.-reg'l water (Iden. H 274) APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: Allen, Folger and McGeachy Sent to CONS & DEV 


"To appropriate funds to the State Board of Health and the Department of Water 
and Air Resources to implement the Regional Water Supply Planning Act of 1971."

Provides for exemption from tax, on items of tangible 
personal property delivered outside the county, and for credit where local sales or 
use tax paid in another jurisdiction. Provides exemptions of GS 105-164.13 and refund 
provisions of GS 105-164.14 shall apply to this tax. Requires Comm'r of Revenue to 
collect tax (unless county notifies him it will administer tax) and empowers him in 
such case to promulgate rules and regulations for administration of Act. Requires 
retailers in county, if tax imposed, to follow bracket tax schedule set out in Act. 
(Substitute eliminates $10 maximum rate on one sale.) Provides net proceeds collected 
in each taxing county (with detailed provision of what is "net") to be distributed 
quarterly to or by county and to municipalities therein on a per capita basis accord- 
ing to population estimates certified by Director of Administration to Comm'r of 
Revenue, or divided between county and its municipalities in proportion to total ad 
valorem taxes levied by each during preceding fiscal year with provisions for sharing 
with special districts. (Substitute bill adds alternative of dividing tax proceeds 
in proportion to ad valorem taxes, and authorizes county comm'rs to select either 
alternative.) Provides Act not to apply to building materials purchased to fulfill 
lump sum or unit price contract entered or awarded or bidded upon before effective 
date of tax imposed by a taxing county. Incorporates by reference definitions of 
GS 105-164.3, and State Sales Tax remedies and penalties. .

"To revise the laws concerning drugs, the vartous tllegal and dangerous drugs 
and drug substances, and to provide law enforcement authorities with addittonal powers 
of detection of drug traffic in the form of a general procedure for electronic sur- 
vetLlance." Rewrites GS Ch. 90, Arts. 5 and’5A (Narcotic Drug Act; and Barbiturare 
and Stimulant Drugs) as new Art. 5 (North Carolina Dangerous Drug Act), and creates 
Electronic’ Surveillance Act as Art.13 of, CS)Ch. 8. 

North Carolina Dangerous Drug Act: Act patterned after federal Comprehensive 
Drug Abuse Prevention and Control Act (1970); attempts to be uniform therewith except 
where contrary to NC policy or existing law. Establishes five schedules for the classi- 
fication of dangerous drug substances. Drug substances grouped within schedules accord- 
ing to criteria designed to disclose relative dangers of various drug substances to 
society: schedule I substances being most dangerous, including many opium derivatives 
(e.g., heroin) and hallucinogens. Various known dangerous drug substances subject to 
abuse enumerated in Act and located within schedules, but specifically exempts 
alcohol and tobacco preparations from chemicals and drugs included. Provision made 
for new or additional dangerous drug substances to be administratively added to, or 
moved about within, schedules by NC State Board of Health. Grouping of various drugs 
by schedule facilitates application of varying penalty and registration provisions and 
restrictions on use of various dangerous drug substances. Basic penalty provisions 
carried over from present law include felony level penalties for most violations of Act 
(minimum l-yr sentences added) with monetary portions of penalties being increased to 
$5,000, $10,000, and $15,000 from $1,000, $2,000, and $3,000 respectively. Primary ex-- 
ceptions to general felony level penalty are first offense possession only of small 
amounts of marijuana (specified--same as present law); first offense possession only 
of dangerous drug substances controlled within schedules III, IV, or V, e.g., barbiturates, 
stimulants, meprobamate, paraldehyde, phenobarbital, paregoric--no significant change 
from approach of present law.

However, with respect to marijuana, creates presumption that if any portion of substance 
contains marijuana, then the whole substance is marijuana, thereby removing necessity of 
chemical analysis of each piece of substance in order to arrive at felony amount; creates 
presumptions that illegal possession of 50 or more dosages of schedule III substances 
(mainly stimulants and depressants), or 5 ozs. of paregoric is possession for illegal 
(felony) distribution. All felony level penalties created under Act carry mandatory 
60-day active jail sentence for first offense as first portion of minimum sentence, re- 
mainder of sentence subject to normal provisions of suspension or probation. Act 
authorizes special probation terms (any time after 60-day mandatory active sentence) for 
all violations, the terms of probation may include rehabilitation treatment. Provides that 
distribution of any controlled dangerous substance by person between 18 and 21 years to 
person under 18 years who is also at least three years younger than distributor to be 
punished by twice normal punishment provisions (new); distribution of any controlled 
dangerous substance by person 21 years or older to person less than 21 years to be 
punished by not less than 10 years to life and up to $15,000 fine (essentially same as 
present adult to minor provision). All second or subsequent offenses of any portion of 
Act are felonies (as now), and prior conviction of violations of various dangerous sub- 
stance laws in other jurisdictions of US apply for purpose of determining subsequent 
violations of Act. Provision made for forfeiture to State of various substances, im- 
plements, vehicles, etc. used to facilitate violations of Act. Act provides for conditional 
discharge of first offenders who are guilty of possession only of marijuana (specified 
small amount--misdemeanor), or possession only of substances included in schedules II 
through V. Conditional discharge by court to be without court's entering judgement of 
guilt and with consent of offender. Upon fulfillment of terms and conditions as court 
imposes, court to discharge offender and dismiss proceedings against him, such discharge 
and dismissal having effect of expunging record entirely. Conditional discharge may 

occur only once with respect to any person. Establishes requirement that all non- 
professional drug treatment facilities (whether a place or a person), shelters, or places 
of comfort for persons using, under the influence of, or experiencing the effects of a 
controlled dangerous substance be licensed. Licensing procedure set out: basically done 
by NC Dept. of Justice on affirmative recommendation of NC Mental Health Council. Council 
required to find prior to affirmative recommendation at least: that facility has professional 
medical services available to it at all times; a responsible adult present or immediately 
available at all times; and that the drug treatment facility will make positive contribution 
toward controlling drug dependence and assisting drug dependent persons. Licensing would 


-not alter personal liability status of persons serving in, or acting as, drug treatment 


facilities. Violation of licensing requirement a misdemeanor. Retains present provisions 
of law relating to 'glue sniffing'' offenses, but enlarges scope of substances within purview 
of law to include increased range of toxic substances used to bring about such intoxication. 
Details provisions for registration with NC Dept. of Justice to manufacture, or distribute, 


or conduct research with controlled dangerous substances, but excludes practitioners 


(definition includes all persons who would professionally dispense drug substances) from 


‘registration. Makes detailed provisions for order forms, invoices, and prescriptions dealing 


with controlled dangerous substances which include certain new safeguards. Violations of 
registration provisions, including refusal to keep and furnish records as required by law, 
made misdemeanors unless, on trial, violation found to be intentional, then felony. Same 
punishment provision applies to keeping or maintaining places commonly rescxted to by drug 
cultists for use, storage or sales. 

NC Dept. of Public Instruction and NC State Board of Higher Education authorized to 


‘carry out educational programs to prevent misuse and abuse of controlled dangerous substances 


and may enter into contracts related thereto; NC Dept. of Justice authorized to encourage 
research on misuse and abuse of controlled dangerous substances and may enter into contracts 
related thereto. NC Dept. of Justice authorized to grant limited research immunity with 
respect to research subjects, and may authorize, by registration, research possession and 
distribution of controlled dangerous substances. 
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NC Att'y Gen'l authorized to pay for information concerning violations of Act from funds 
appropriated for NC Dept. of Justice. Other provisions of existing NC Drug law not con- 
tradicted or pre-empted by proposed Act retained in Act without change. 

Electronic Surveillance Act: creates Art. 13 of GS Ch. 8. Makes provision for 
judicially authorized electronic surveillance, covering what are commonly referred to as 
"wiretapping" and "bugging". Authorizes NC Att'y Gen'l or solicitor of any court to make 
application to superior court judge of county for order authorizing interception of wire 
or oral communications, in cases where such interception may provide evidence of commission 
of capital felonies, or organized gambling, or violations of NC Dangerous Drug Act. Order | 
of judge granting interception to be made only after extensive safeguard procedure followed. 
Act sets forth detailed criteria necessary for application. Judge to issue ex parte order © 
on application authorizing a specific form of electronic surveillance when he affirmatively 
determines that probable cause exists that one of designated offenses is being or will be 
committed, that authorized interception will reach incriminating communication, that normal 
investigative procedures have failed, or would likely fail, or are too dangerous. Court's 
order to specify identity of person whose communications sought, nature and locations of 
communications facilities, etc., by which interception to be made, descriptions of type 
of communication sought and particular offense to which it relates, identity of agency | 
authorized to intercept communications and persons seeking authorization, and period of 
time during which interception is authorized. Authorization limited to 30 days with 
30-day extensions available upon full re-application procedure. Provisions made for use, 
sealing and preservation of recording of contents of any wire or oral communication inter- 
cepted pursuant to Act. Provisions made for entering intercepted wire or oral communication 
into evidence, including notice and discovery provisions for adverse party. Provides for 
exclusion as evidence of any intercepted wire or oral communication on showing that 
communication was unlawfully intercepted, or the order of authorization was insufficient on 
its face, or interception not made in conformity with order of authorization. Act provides 
certain reporting and disclosure requirements on termination of electronic surveillance. 
Effective January 1, 1972. 
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H 295 Probationary drivers' licenses GS 20 
Introducer: James Sent to HY SAFETY 


"To amend G.S. 20-13 to provide the Department of Motor Vehicles with dis- 
erettonary authority to allow certain provtstonal licensees probationary license status 
tn lteu of suspension." Amends GS 20-13(a) (suspension of license of provisional 
licensee upon conviction of motor behicle moving violation) to provide motor vehicle 
moving violation for purposes of section not to include any offense for which no points 
may be assessed, replacing present detailed listing of non-moving violations. Amends 
GS 20-13(b)(3) to permit DMV, six months after suspension of license of provisional 
licensee after hearing, to reinstate license on probationary status under such conditions 
as DMV specifies.

Requires persons desiring coverage under Plan to apply to Comm'r (application 
deemed to mean applicant does not desire to secure insurance through ordinary methods). 
Requires Comm'r to assign applicants to insurance carriers in accordance with Plan approved. 
Requires carriers to issue principal damage insurance policy meeting minimum requirements 
of term, coverage, conditions, exclusions and premium rates as set forth in proposed Act. 
Requires Comm'r to establish or cause to be established rate classifications, rating 
schedules, rates, rules and regulations pursuant to proposed Act. 

Empowers Comm'r, after review of applicant's record and all pertinant information, 
to (a) refuse to assign application, (b) approve carrier's rejection of application, (c) 
approve cancellation by carrier or (d) refuse approval of renewal or reassignment of 
policy. -Restricts Comm'r's power to refuse insurance to (a) driver whose license has been 
and continues to be suspended by Dep't of Motor Vehicles under GS 20-16 or (b) applicant 
who, together with any person residing in same household and operating vehicle, has 
accumulated 11 or more points under Safe Driver Plan (GS 58-248.8). Empowers Comm'r to 
revoke or cancel insurance for nonpayment of premium or if Dep't of Motor Vehicles suspends 
insured's license or insured and any other person residing in same household accumulate 11 
points as above. Makes assigned risk provisions available to nonresidents only with respect 
to autos registered and principally garaged in NC. 

Requires policies issued pursuant to this Act to (a) be effective for at least 12 
months, (b) provide coverage in same manner and extent, subject to same exclusions and 
conditions (not otherwise in conflict with this Act) currently offered by carriers writing 
physical damage policies in NC, and (c) be on forms prescribed by Comm'r.

reduce amount of bail; 
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clerk to return 90% of deposited amount to accused and retain 10% as service charge 

when conditions of bail bond met by accused, but, if costs assessed or fine imposed, . 
clerk to deduct those amounts from deposit and return balance; costs to be paid first, { 
then fine. Requires forfeiture of bond, upon notice, if accused fails to comply with ( 
conditions of bail bond and cannot satisfy court, upon hearing, that his appearance as a 
required by bond was impossible and not his fault. Upon forfeiture, clerk to deduct k 


10% from deposit for service charge and pay 90% to county school fund. Provides that ' 
failure to comply with conditions of bond is misdemeanor punishable by maximum fine of 4 
$500 or 6 months'imprisonment. Conforms GS 15-103.1(c). Effective January 1, 1972. ' 
H 313 Wildlife protector retirement GS ela oles :

"To allow wildlife protectors to transfer membership in the Teachers’ and 
State Employees' Rettrement System to the Law Enforcement Officers Benefit and Retire- 
ment Fund." Authorized all Wildlife Protectors presently members of Teachers' and 
State Employees’ Retirement System to transfer membership to Law Enforcement Officers’ 
Benefit and Retirement Fund but establishes cut-off date of January 1, 1972. Requires

water for water supply purposes, so that said authority would include diversions by any 
city or county water system serving substantially as a regional water supply agency. 

(Now, BWAR authorized to administratively approve diversions by water authorities or by 
certain joint water systems involving two or more counties or municipalities.) Additional 
authority would be subject to the same procedural safeguards applying to water authorities 
under GS 162A-7 (relating to BWAR's judgment as to necessity of project, whether project 
will promote water conservation and storage, extent of probable detriment to present and 
potential water users in the watershed, feasibility of alternative approaches and their 
detriments and other factors providing maximum beneficial use). Additional authority 
“would be subject also to additional safeguard that a city or county whose diversion is 
“approved may only divert excess water that has been impounded, and not normal stream- 
flow. 

Repeals GS 153-293, which limits the availability of existing procedures for 
administrative review and approval of diversions by a joint city or county water supply 
agency to cases where the river from which a diversion is made is located entirely with- 
in NC downstream from the point of diversion (i.e., rivers emptying into the Atlantic 
Ocean within NC). 

Requires that city or counties eligible for approval of diversions under this 
Act serve "regional needs" as defined by S 178 (digested in Bulletin No. 28, p. 190). 
Defines "excess water'’ in the same manner as S 113 (right of withdrawal-stored water, 
digested in Bulletin No. 19, p. 123).

Repeals GS 18-51(3), (5), and (8) (prescribing conditions for possession and consump- 
tion of alcoholic beverages at designated places). 

Rewrites GS 18-51(4) as new (3) to permit, subject to rules and regulations adopted 
by NC ABC Board, person entertaining guests on special occasion to possess alcohol 
beverages in excess of 1 gallon provided it is for use and consumption of himself and 
bona fide guests and not for sale or barter, and it is served at his personal residence 
or premises under his exclusive controi or he is using commercial establishment for 
private party or meeting limited to members or guests of the person, group, association 
or organization holding the meeting, and establishment has obtained prior approval from 
NC ABC Board for this purpose. (Requires Board to use same criteria in determining 
approval as for issuance, suspension or revocation of permit to retail beer outlets.) 

Rewrites GS 18-51(6) as new (4) to make it unlawful for any person to (a) drink 
or offer or give another alcoholic beverages on premises of county or municipal liquor 
control store, or on any public street, road or highway, (b) make any public display 
of alcoholic beverages at athletic contest, or (c) possess, consume or permit possession 
or consumption upon any premises not authorized by GS Ch. 18 or upon any premises where 
person has been forbidden or requested by owner or person in charge of premises not to 
so possess or consume. 

Rewrites GS 18-51(7) (c) making all annual permits valid for one year and renew- 
able annually thereafter. Conforms numerically GS 18-51(2), (7), (9). Adds new Art. 
14 to Ch. 18. Defines "board", ''mixed beverages", "person" and "store" as in S 166, 
digested in Bulletin No. 28, p. 187 and in H 99, digested in Bulletin No. 12, p. 75. 
Alters definition of "alcoholic beverages" to mean any beverages (including "mixed 
beverage") containing more than 14% of alcohol by volume. (Other bills do not specify

percentage.) Adds definition of "licensed premises" as any premises having an inside 
dining area with seating capacity of at least 36 persons, with separate kitchen facility, 
engaged primarily in preparing and serving meals or furnishing lodging. Requires such 
premises to have permit from NC ABC Board. Grants Board "broad" powers to examine pre- 
mises to determine if they qualify under this Article. Authorizes Board to grant mixed 
beverage license to qualified premises in any city or county; license authorizing sale 
and service of mixed drinks in dining area or other private rooms. Makes licensee 
responsible for any violation of Article by hig employees. Permits sale only between 

12 noon and 12 midnight. Requires licensee to keep records of purchase and sale (as 
prescribed by Board). Empowers Board to refuse to grant and to suspend or revoke license 
for violation of Article or Bd's rules and regulations; requires compliance with hearing 
procedure in GS 18-137. 

Identical with H 99 and S 166 as to following provisions: prohibited acts; procedure 
for purchase of liquor at ABC stores and its transportation; inspection by Board; report- 
ing violations; violation a misdemeanor; revocation of license; and provisions not 
exclusive of others in GS Ch. 18.

Introducer: Staton Sent to RESOURCE 


"To amend General Statutes 7A-286(2)b. relating to custody of a chtld." 
As title indicates, provides that in placing delinquent, undisciplined, dependent 
or neglected children under its jurisdiction, a district court may not place a 
child with any person with whom the child had been previously placed by a county 
director of social services unless the director consents to such placement. 


S 193 Adoption consent procedures GS 48 
Introducer: Staton Sent to RESOURCE 


"To amend General Statutes 48-7, relating to when consent of parents or 
guardtans necessary." Amends GS 48-7(a) to add to persons who must be a party of 
record to an adoption proceeding and must give written consent to the adoption 
"county directors of social services of the county in which the mother resides or 
the county in which the child was born, or in which the child resides, or the director 
of a private child placing agency duly licensed by the State Board of Social Services", 
except in cases in which one of petitioners for adoption is related by blood to child, 
or where petition is for adoption of a step-child, or where one of petitioners is 
putative father of child and petition is filed in accordance with GS 48-4(d) (adoption 
of children born out of wedlock), or where child is at least 12 years old and has 
resided with petitioners for at least 5 years prior to filing of the petition and 
consents to adoption. 


S 194 Child placement sponsors GS 48 
Introducer) ota torn Sent to RESOURCE 


"To protect children, natural parents and adoptive parents tn the placement 
of children for adoption and to amend Chapter 48 of the General Statutes relating 
to the adoption of minors." Adds new GS 48-4.1 to provide that all placements of 
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children for adoption pursuant to GS Ch. 48 must be made by county department 

of social services or by a duly licensed child placing agency in NC, but that 

this shall not interfere with or prohibit placement where child is placed in 

home of person to whom child is related as grandchild, great grandchild, nephew 

or niece, great-nephew or great niece, brother or sister or step child, or where 
one of petitioners is putative father of child and petition is pursuant to 

GS 48-4(d), or where child is at least 12 years old and has lived with petitioners 
for 5 years prior to filing of petition and consents to adoption. Violation of 
section is misdemeanor, punishable in discretion of court. 


S 195 Livestock law rewrite GS 68 

Introducers: Kirby and Strickland Sent to JUDIC 2 

"To amend Chapter 68 of the General Statutes relating to the containment of 
Livestock." Revises livestock law making it applicable to entire State, rewriting 
GS 68-15 thru -24 and repealing Arts. 1 and 2 of GS 68 and GS 68-25 thru -41. (Now, 
local elections required). Defines livestock to include equine animals, bovine 
animals, sheep, goats, swine, and domestic fowls. (Now, horses, mules, colts, cows, 


calves, sheep, goats, jennets, neat cattle, swine, and geese.) Provides for mis- 
demeanor if anyone permits livestock to run at large, punishable by fine up to $500 
or imprisonment up to six months, or both. (Now, $50/30 days.) Permits any person 
to impound livestock running at large and to recover from owner reasonable cost of 
maintenance and for damage done by livestock; permits retention and use of livestock 
until such recovery. (Now, $1 per animal plus 50¢ per day, with right of use.) 
Requires impounder, if owner becomes known, to give actual notice to owner immediately 
and to then make demands for damages. Provides for determination of damages by three 
disinterested landowners, one selected by owner, one by impounder, the third to be 
selected by first two; if no agreement reached, clerk of superior court in county of 
impoundment to, select referee. Provides that such determination of cost and damages 
is final. Provides for sale pursuant to GS 25-7-210(2) (Enforcement of warehouseman's 
lien) if owner fails to redeem livestock within three days (now, two days) after 
notice or within threé days after determination of cost and damages, or if owner is 
unknown. Provides for proceeds of sale to pay cost and damages of impounder, balance 
to owner, if known, or if unknown, to school fund of county of impoundment. Provides 
for misdemeanor punishable by fine up $500 or imprisonment up to six months, or both 
(now, $50/30 days) if any person releases lawfully impounded livestock without per- 
mission of impounder or receives such livestock, knowing it was unlawfully released. 
Provides for misdemeanor punishable by fine up to $500 or imprisonment up to six 
months or both (now, $50/30 days) if impounder fails to supply reasonably adequate 
quantity of good and wholesome feed and water. Permits any person to enter area 

of impoundment to supply feed and water, if livestock not provided same for 24 hrs., 
without liability in trespass and allows recovery for cost of such feed and water 
from owner, if known, or if unknown, from impounder. Effective, Oct. 1, 1971. 


S 196 (Joint Resolution) Neckties MISC RES 

Introducer: Crawford Sent to CONGRESS 

"Regarding neckttes." Recommends 2-1/2 inch width "rule of reason" for neckties.

"To amend G.S. 4l-2.2 so as to provtde for joint ownership of stock and 
investment securitttes between any two or more persons."

ment securities and spells out consequences of such joint ownership.

As title indicates, amends GS 52-8, to validate contracts between husband and wife 
where wife not privately examined, where contracts entered into between Jan. 1, 1930 
and June 20, 1969 (now, 1963). 


H 335 Day-care facilities-—5 GS 110 
Introducer: Mitchell Sent to JUDIC 2 


"Providing for the fatr and equitable regulatton and licensing of private 
enterprise child day-care centers and promoting the health and safety of children 
in such centers." With the following exceptions, identical with H 241, digested in 
Bulletin No. 26, p. 173: (a) Child Day-Care Licensing Board to consist of 11 members, 
four (five in H 241) to be operators of privately owned day-care facilities (of the 
4, each to be operator of facility of different size than other three), one to be 
"parent of a day-care plan," one "a member of the Parent-Teachers Association," two to be 
parents with children enrolled in day-care centers, and three to be public members 
(Comm'r of Insurance, NC Health Dir, and Supt of Public Instructiorn--omits Comm'r of 
Soc. Services, who was included in H 241.) (b) No facility to care for more than 30 
children in one group, but if caring for more than 31, to provide two or more separate 
groups (under H 241, maximum number is 25 in one group and two or more separate groups 
if more than 26). (c) Tolerance of 15% allowed for absenteeism and withdrawals (under 
H 241, tolerance of 10%), and 30% tolerance for after-school care (under H 241, 
tolerance of 20%). (d) Privilege license tax of $1.75 per child (under H 241, $2.00 
per child). (e) Excludes care by "relatives" from definition of day care; specifies 
that "day care facility" means private enterprise and excludes non-profit enterprises 
(not excluded in H 241); provides that a "day care plan'' applies to care for more 
than one child and less than seven (six in H 241). (f£) Adds provision for un- 
announced spot checks of facilities by health and parental personnel; prohibits waiver 
of health and safety standards in individual cases; requires adequate insurance plan 
(none of these requirements in H 241); and provides for one lavatory per three (two 
in H 241) toilets. (g) Adds passageways to calculation of usable floor space; provides 
for 150 cu. ft. per child (160 in H 241) of airspace for rest periods, and 70 sq. ft. 
per child (75 in H 241) of outdoor play area. (h) Eliminates requirement (of H 241) 
for reports showing conformity to local and state Social Services standards. (On same 
subject, see S 10, digested in Bulletin No. 1, p. 3-4; S 72 and H 100 (identical with 
each other), digested in Bulletin No. 12, p.77-78; and S 126, digested in Bulletin 
NO.) 2250p. 141=142.) 
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H 336 Teacher vacation-2 GS 115 
Introducers: Payne and Hunt Sent to EDUCATN 


"To amend G.S. 115-11 empowering the State Board of Education to make pro- 
vtstons for paid vacation for all public school employees." Adds new subsection 
(19) to GS 115-11 providing each public school employee accumulates minimum of 
1.25 days of vacation for each month employed. Authorizes NC Bd. of Educ. to 
provide for vacation with pay for each employee. (On same subject, see H 217, 
digested in Bulletin No. 23, p. 153, different only with respect to use of word 
"holiday" in lieu of "vacation" in title.)

"To amend Article 30 of Chapter 14 of the General Statutes by adding a new sectton 
to restrict the use of radto communtcattons scramblers." Adds new GS 14-225.1 to define 
"scrambler" as any device for rendering speech transmission unintelligible or for un- 
scrambling unintelligible speech at receiving end. Makes it unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to install or operate scrambler to transmit or receive any speech 
transmission on assigned frequency within the geographical area to which frequency is 
assigned without written authorization of licensee of assigned frequency. Makes violation 
misdemeanor punishable by fine or imprisonment not to exceed two years, or both. Upon 
conviction, scrambler involved to be confiscated and destroyed by county sheriff.

Revises and transfers to Ch. 8 seventh paragraph of GS 7-89, dealing with use of court 
reporter's notes as evidence. Requires Adm. Officer of Cts. furnish free copies of 
certain law reports to specified judges, solicitors and clerks. Provides for appeals 
in certain cases from superior courts to Court of Appeals. Repeals remnants of Ch. 7 
(which deal primarily with the Justice of the Peace and certain minor courts which ceased 
to exist in December, 1970), except for Art. 38 (Judicial Council). Makes various clarify- 
ing and technical amendments in Ch. 7A, and repeals various transitional sections of Ch. 
7A no longer needed since all counties have now switched to new district court system. 
Adds provisions concerning payment of costs for transcriptsin indigency cases, furnish- 
ing transcripts on appeals, payment of costs of discovery, surety bonds, jurors, witnesses 
and other costs. Authorizes full-time assistant solicitors. Provides that assistant 
solicitors serve at the pleasure of the solicitor (now, same term as solicitor). Provides 
for additional seat of superior court, 25th district, to be in Catawba instead of Burke 
County. Clarifies administrative powers of chief district court judge over non- 
criminal calendar, and deletes his authority over criminal calendar. Requires plaintiffs 
to file small claim actions in jurisdictions where defendants reside (now, where plaintiff 
chooses). Deletes authority of chief district court judges over criminal dockets in 
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district court. Deletes requirement for verification of small claims complaints. ‘Authorig 
agent to sign for plaintiff in small claim for summary ejectment. re Nal convicted 
district court defendant who gives notice of appeal to "appeal back from superior court 

to district court, without imposition of superior court costs, ibs he wee appeal with- 
in the 10 days in which an appeal may be filed. Deletes magistrates authority to appoint 
assessors to allot homesteads. Adds to costs to be paid by State those of Pcaueer eee 

of preliminary hearings in indigency cases, and transcript of evidence and court s charge 
in criminal appeals to appéllate division. Adds to costs in criminal actions to be paid 

by State those of printing records and briefs in appellate division when case reversed on 
appeal. Exempts defendant from paying superior court costs in criminal appeals when he 
withdraws notice of appeal within 10 day period for entering appeal.

"To amend G.S. 20-17.1 relating to the revocation of drivers licenses of certain 
mentally tneompetent persons, alcoholtes and drug addicts." Adds new subsection (g) 
to GS 20-17.1 making that section inapplicable to persons who voluntarily enter institu- 
tion for treatment of mental illness, alcoholism or drug addiction. (Now, courts and 
institutions to notify Comm'r of Motor Vehicles whenever person adjudged incompetent 
or admitted to institution for treatment of mental illness, alcoholism or drug 
addiction, Comm'r being required to make inquiry into competence of person to operate 
motor vehicle and to revoke license if not satisfied as to competence. Proposed 
section to be inapplicable to voluntary admission to institution for treatment.) 


H 359 Speeding-limited license GS 20 
Introducers: Messer and others Sent to HY SAFTY 


"To authorize the courts to grant restricted driving privileges upon first con- 
vtetions for the offense of speeding in excess of 55 miles per hour and more than 
15 miles per hour over the posted limit."

Amends GS 20-180 by adding new subsection (b) to provide that, on first conviction 

only for speeding in excess of 55 miles per hour and more than 15 miles per hour over 
the posted limit, trial judge may allow limited driving privilege as condition of 
suspended sentence to person convicted for "proper purposes reasonably connected with 
the health, education and welfare" of person and his family. Authorizes judge to 
impose on limited driving privilege restrictions concerning days, hours, vehicle types, 
routes, geographical boundaries and specific purposes, with restrictions to be recorded 
in written judgment and to be made part of court's records. Requires copy of judgment 
to be sent to Dep't. of Motor Vehicles with person's license. Permit to be valid for 
so long as set in judgment and constitutes valid driving license in accordance with 
restrictions on it. Sets out form of judgment. Provides that upon conviction for such 
offense outside NC, person so convicted may apply to resident superior court judge in 
district where he resides for limited driving privileges provided by Act, and authorizes 
judge to issue such privileges in same manner as trial judge. Provides that violation 
of restrictive driving privileges set forth in judgment constitutes offense of driving 
while license suspended and revoked as provided in GS 20-28. Provides for suspension 
of limited driving privilege if person charged with operating vehicle in violation of 
restrictions, pending final disposition of charge. Effective July 1, 1971. (For 
similar provision relating to driving under influence, see GS 20-179(b)). 


H 360 Quail propagation and sale GS 113 
Introducers: Collins and others Sent to WILDLIFE 


"Relating to the propagation and labeling and sale of quail so as to permit 
the processing and sale of quatl carcasses for food." Amends GS 113-105 to allow 
taking of quail in any manner and at any time by person holding license to propagate 
those birds in capitivity on his land (now, on land licensed for propagation can take 
in any manner any such propagated upland game birds, ducks and geese except quail and 
wild turkey). Adds provision to GS 113-105 exempting quail dressed for food purposes 
from requirement of having metal tag attached, but adds new GS 113-105.2 requiring 
quail sold dressed for food purposes to have stamped on carcass or on container the 
number of the bird propagating license, year for which it is valid, issuing state and 
name of holder of license, such stamp to be obtained at cost only from Wildlife 
Resources Comm'n. Makes purchase, sale or possession for sale of any quail not so 
stamped or weighing less than five ounces a misdemeanor ($50 or 30 days), each quail 
counting toward a separate offense.

Amends GS 7A-286(4)c to provide that district 
court may commit a delinquent or undisciplined child to care of NC Board of Juvenile 
Correction for assignment to an appropriate facility for a period not to extend beyond 
child's 18th birthday (now, 16th), and by adding a new paragraph d allowing court to 
commit such a child to custody of Comm'r of Correction as youthful offender under 
Ch. 148, Art. 3A. Adds new subdivision (7) to GS 7A-286 to provide that traffic 
violations for which child has paid fine and costs and which are payable without court 
appearance shall not be grounds for filing a petition for court jurisdiction concerning 
the child, but when a court otherwise has acquired jurisdiction of a child by the 
filing of a petition, all such traffic violations shall be considered in determining 
whether child is dependent, delinquent ,.reglected, or undisciplined, and making 
appropriate disposition of child. Amends GS 7A-287 (concerning content and maintenance 
of juvenile records) to provide that it shall not apply to cases covered by new 
GS 7A-286(7). Act not to apply to petitions filed, or warrants issued prior to 
effective date. Effective July 1, 1971.

Introducers: McLendon and others Sent to HIGHR ED 


"To add the president of the student government on each campus of the 
University of North Carolina to the Board of Trustees of the Universtty of North 
Carolina as ex offteto voting members, and to add the president of the student body 
of all other publie sentor colleges to the boards of trustees of satd instttuttons."™ 
Amends GS 116-4, 116-46, 116-65, and adds new GS 116-4.1 as title indicates; increases 
membership of respective boards accordingly. 


S 223 Taxing banks personalty GS 105 
Introducers: Bagnal and Horton Sent to BANKING 


"To provide for the taxation of the tangible personal property of state and 
nattonal banks by local taxtng jurisdictions." Rewrites GS 105-228.13 to provide that 
excise tax levied under 105~228.12 is no longer in lieu of taxes levied upon tangible 
personal property of banks by local taxing jurisdictions, and that tangible personalty 
as well as (now) realty of banks shall be assessed and taxed in same manner as other 
tangible personalty and realty (section now speaks of assessment and taxation by local 
taxing jurisdictions). Effective Jan. 1, 1972. 
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H 361 Antique, historic weapons GS 14 
Introducer: Barker Sent to JUDLCeZ 


"To define 'htstorie edged weapons' and to except ‘antique fitrearms' and 
"htstorte edged weapons’ from the provtstons of G.S. 14-402 and G.S. 14-409.1." Adds 
new GS 14-409.12 defining "historic edged weapon" as any bayonet, trench knife, sword 
or dagger manufactured during or prior to World War II but in no event later than 
January 1, 1946. Amends GS 14-402 (prohibiting sale of certain weapons without permits) 
and GS 14-409.1 (prohibiting sale of certain other weapons without permits) so as to 
except "historic edged weapon" and "antique firearm" (as defined in GS 14-409.11). 


H 362 Retirement System administration CS 7.35 
Introducer: DeBruhl and others sent. to, STAPERS 


"Relating to administering the Teachers' and State Employees' Rettrement System." 
Makes following changes in System (GS Ch. 135): (1) redefines "average final compensa- 
tion" in GS 135-1(5) to mean average annual compensation during five consecutive 
calendar years of service producing highest such average (now, 5 consecutive highest 
within last 10 years). (2) Adds definition of "compensation" as GS 135-1(7a), meaning 
all salaries and wages derived from public funds earned by member for service as 
employee or teacher in unit of System for which performing full-time work. (3) Re- 
writes GS 135-8(b)3 to remove discretion of city and county boards of education to 
determine whether to make employer contributions with respect to compensation paid 
members from non-state funds. (4) Revises definition of "employee" in GS 135-1(10) 
to exclude members or officers of General Assembly. (5) Adds new GS 135-1(1la) re- 
quiring applications for retirement be submitted on form provided by System. (6) Adds 
provision to GS 135-1(20) that retirement cannot become effective in any month unless 
member renders no service at any time during that month. (7) Amends GS 135-3(7)d to 
provide that when member who retires on early or service retirement allowance is 
restored to service prior to age 62, his allowance upon subsequent retirement equals 
allowance to which he would have been entitled if he were retiring for first time 
(calculated on basis of total creditable service) less actuarial equivalent of retire- 
ment benefits received before restoration to service. (8) Rewrites GS 135-3(7)e to 
provide that when member who retires on early or service retirement allowance is 
restored to service after age 62, his allowance shall be reduced (if necessary) so 
that sum of allowance and earnings from employment by unit of System for any calendar 
year will not exceed member's average final compensation (in no event is allowance to 
be less amount of annuity as defined in GS 135-1(3)). (9) Amends GS 135-3(8)b to 
permit member to qualify for early retirement at age 50 or over if he has 20 or more 
years of creditable service, without regard to whether he is "in service" at age 50. 
(10) Amends GS 135-4(e) to provide that unused sick leave may be applied only to in- 
crease amount of benefits for which member otherwise has qualified and not for comput- 
ing creditable service for determining eligibility for service retirement, disability 
retirement, early retirement or vested deferred allowance. (11) Adds to GS 135-4(e) 
provision allowing retired member who returns to service for at least 5 years to repay 
to System lump sum (equal to amount withdrawn plus interest) in order to increase 
creditable service by amount of such service lost when he retired. (12) Allows member 
over 65 to be retained in service upon approval of his employer on year-to-year basis 
(removing requirement for approval by board of trustees). (13) Amends GS 135-5(e) (2) 
to provide that when person retires for disability and is restored to service at compen- 
sation not less than his average final compensation, he again becomes member of System 
if he is under age 62 (now, 60). (14) Adds new provision to GS 135-5(e) that, upon 
subsequent retirement of person originally retired for disability, his retirement allow- 
ance is not less than allowance to which he would have been entitled if he were retiring 
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for the first time (calculated on basis of total creditable service less actuarial 
equivalent of benefits previously received). (15) Amends GS 135-5(g) (Option 5) so 
that member may receive reduced retirement allowance (under Options 2 or 3), guarantee- 
ing pro-rata refund of contributions for benefit of legal representatives or other 
designees if member and beneficiaries die within 10 years after member's retirement. 
(16) Amends GS 135-5(1) to provide member deemed to be in service at date of death if 
last day of actual service was within 90 days of death (extends death benefits for 90 
days without regard to status of applications for refund or retirement benefits). 

(17) Rewrites GS 135-5(f) and (m) to provide that, on death of member over age 55 or 
after 30 years' service, principal beneficiary may receive all contributions plus 
interest or same monthly benefits to which deceased member would have been entitled 
under Option 2 (reduced retirement allowance). (18) Amends GS 135-18.1(a) to permit 
member to transfer either to State System or to local system credits for membership 
and prior service under specified conditions, deleting requirement that transfer be 
made within five years after separation from either service. (19) Deletes from GS 
135-18.1 provision limiting benefits available to member who retires within five years 
after transferring to State System from local system. (20) Adds new provision to GS 
135-28 to allow transfer of service credits and contributions from State to local 
system under same conditions as now permit transfer from local to State system. (21) 
Act effective July 1, 1971, except that provisions relating to mandatory payments by 
city and county boards of education become effective July 1, 1972. 


H 363 Increased retirement benefits GS 135 
Introducers: DeBruhl and others Sent to ST PERS 


"Enlarging and extending benefits of the Teachers' and State Employees’ Rettre- 
ment System without requiring any addittonal approprtattons of funds." (1) Amends 
GS 135-3(8)a to reduce from twelve to five the number of years of service required for 
a member to become eligible for a vested deferred allowance, ‘and amends GS 135-3(3) to 
discontinue the closing of accounts because of absence from service. (2) Deletes 
"actuarial equivalent" provisions in GS 135-3(8)b, and sets up schedule of early retire- 
ment allowances based on ages 50 through 59, with percentage reductions of 50% to 
7% (depending on age) (reportedly has effect of approximating actuarial equivalents for 
women). (3) Amends GS 135-5(c) to reduce from 10 to 5 the number of years of service 
required for eligibility for disability retirement. (4) Amends GS 135-5(d2) and adds 
GS 135-5(d3) to make disability benefit henceforth equal to service retirement allow- 
ance calculated on basis of years of service members would have had at age 65 (now, 
age 60). (5) Amends GS 135-5(£) so that member who ceases to be teacher or State 
employee (except for reason of death or retirement) is entitled to be paid sum of his 
contributions to system and "accumulated regular interest thereon" if he has not in 
meantime (after leaving service and receiving payment) returned to service (now, if 
member has less than 12 years' service and is under 60 years, he receives only one- 
half of accumulated regular interest). (6) Amends GS 135-5(0) to provide increase in 
retirement allowances (from 1-4%) according to increase in cost-of-living index (from 
1-3.5%Z per annum) under certain conditions (maximum annual cost-of-living increase 
now 3%, to be raised to 4%). (7) Adds GS 135-5(p) so as to increase monthly benefits 
to persons who retired before July 1, 1963, by amount of 20%, and to increase monthly 
benefits to persons who retired after June 30, 1963, but before July 1, 1967, by 
amount of 5%. (8) Effective July 1, 1971.

"To amend Chapter 20 of the North Carolina General Statutes to make fatling 
to fulfill a warranty agreement a ground for denying, suspending or revoking licenses 
of motor vehicle dealers and manufacturers." Adds new GS 20-294(10) that provides that 
unreasonably failing to fulfill warranty agreement or (in case of manufacturer, distri- 
butor, distributor branch or factory branch) failing to compensate dealer for expenses 
incurred by dealer in regard to factory warranty agreement is ground for denying, 
suspending or revoking license of motor vehicle dealer or manufacturer. Provides that, 
notwithstanding any warranty agreement to contrary, dealer is entitled to reimbursement 
for labor expenses the amount ordinarily charged retail customer. 


H 369 Medical Care hospital grants GS. 
Introducer: Chase Sent to HEALTH 


"To revise the statute establishing the Medical Care Commisston's functtons 
regarding construction of hospttals tn the State." Revises GS 131-120, making techni- 
cal changes and providing for the continuation of the NC Medical Care Commission. 
Changes membership of Advisory Council to provide for seven members to serve 4-year 
terms, to include represertatives of nongovernmental organizations or groups, and of 
public agencies, concerned with operation, construction, or utilization of hospital 
or other facilities for diagnosis, prevention, or treatment of illnessor disease, or 
for provision of rehabilitation services, and representatives particularly concerned 
with education or training of health professions personnel; "and an equal number of 
representatives of consumers familiar with the need for the services provided by such 
facilities, to consult with the State agency in carrying out the plan, and provide, if 
such council does not include any representatives of nongovernmental organizations or 
groups, or State agencies, concerned with rehabilitation, for consultation with organi- 
zations, groups, and State agencies so concerned, which Advisory Council, when set up 
by the Governor, shall advise the North Carolina Medical Care Commission with respect 
to carrying out the purposes and provisions of this Article." (Now, 5 members.) 
Provides for Governor to consider federal laws in regard to representation on Council. 
Deletes reference to Hill-Burton Act and requirement of Commission to pay $500,000 to 
NC Sanitorium for the Treatment of Tuberculosis for construction.

Introducer: White Sent to PUB HLTH 


"To amend G.S. 20-9(g)(4)a to provide that notice of opportunity for a medical 
review board hearing, after dental of a driver's license for medical reasons, be made 
by certtfted matl." Substitutes "certified" for "registered" mail as a permissible 
method of notification of applicant of medical review board hearing, convened after 
denial of driver's license for medical reason (as an alternative to delivery of notice 
in person). 


S 243 Subcontractors liens rewrite(Iden. H 393) GS 44A, 44 
Introducers: Strickland and Kirby Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To rewrite the law governing ltens of mechantes, matertalmen, and laborers 
who deal with one other than the owner." Identical with H 393, digested in the House 
section of today's Bulletin. 


S 244 Nonres. hunting license proceeds GS 113 
Introducer: Moore Sent to WILDLIFE 


"To amend G.S. 118-95 coneerning the distribution of the nonrestdents hunting 
license fee by the North Carolina Wildlife Resources Commission." Rewrites paragraph 
of GS 113-95, retaining provision that $1 of each nonresident hunting license fee and 
nonresident 6-day hunting license fee go to propagation, management and control of 
migratory waterfowl in NC, but substituting for provision that $1 go to proper Canadian 
agency for those purposes a provision that the second $1 go to proper US agency to be 
Spent in Canada. Ratifies such payments made to US agencies since August 1, 1968. 


S 245 Interstate placement of children GS 110 
Introducer: Staton Sent to RESOURCE 


"To provide for the adoption of the Interstate Compact on the Placement of 
Children." Adds new Art. 5A of GS Ch. 110 setting out purposes and policies in inter- 
state placement of children, policies to apply as to all states adopting similar 
legislation. Requires state sending child to another state for placement in foster 
care or as preliminary to adoption to comply with terms of Article, specifically by 
notifying proper authorities of receiving state and delaying placement until acquiescence. 
Makes failure to comply violation of laws respecting placement of children in both send- 
ing and receiving states and provides failure to be cause for revocation of license or 
permit of sending agency. Provides sending agency to retain jurisdiction of child as 
to custody, supervision and treatment, and to have financial responsibility for support 
of child during placement. Authorizes public agency sending child to enter agreement 
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with public or private agency of receiving state as to services latter may render 
child. Permits state to send adjudicated delinquent to institution of party state 
if in best interest of child. Provides NC Comm'r of Social Services to be compact 
administrator. Permits withdrawal from compact on written notice, not sooner than 
two years after effective date. Makes violation of any of provisions of Article a 
misdemeanor. Effective July 1, 1971. 


S 246 Drive-in theatre screening GS VLA too 
Introducer: Harris Sent to ROADS 


"To require that surfaces of drive-in theatres upon whitch ptetures are 
projected be sereened or located in such manner that ptetures projected thereon 
shall not be vtsible from publte highways." As title indicates. Provides 
violation a misdemeanor punishable by fine up to $500, or imprisonment up to 
60 days, with each day to be separate offense. Declares such theatre a public 
nuisance and permits chief law enforcement officer of municipality or county to 
seek injunctive relief in superior court. Provides that: (1) no theatre to be 
established from and after 1/1/72 with projection surfaces visible from street; 
and (2) theatres existing 1/1/72 may continue to operate if surfaces screened, 
blocked or covered so that pictures not visible from street. 


S 247 Power of attorney, validity GS 47 
Introducers: Kirby and Strickland Sent to JUDIC 2 
"To amend G.S. 47-115.1 regarding powers of attorney." Adds new sentence 


to subsection (d) of GS 47-115.1 (power of attorney to continue in effect notwith- 
standing later incapacity or mental incompetence of principal), providing that a 
power of attorney executed pursuant to that section shall be valid from time of 
registration even though that registration is subsequent to onset of principal's 
incapacity or incompetence. Effective October 1, 1971. 


S 248 Renew officer's auto insurance GS 20, 58 
Introducer: Burney Sent to INSUR 


"To amend Article 13 of the General Statutes of North Carolina to prevent 
non-renewal of law enforcement offtcers' personal automobile ltabiltty tnsurance 
by reason of acetdents oecurtng on the job." Allows new GS 20-310.3 to provide 
that upon notice that law enforcement officer requests renewal of auto liability 
insurance, it is unlawful for insurance co. to fail to renew policy for 12 months, 
within 15 days after such notice, for reason arising out of officer's involvement 
in motor vehicle accident while in course of employment as law enforcement officer. 
Permits aggrieved officer to recover, in civil action, $1500 from ins. co. in 
violation; permits judge to tax reasonable attorney fee to court costs. Provides 
no explanation of reason of failure to renew to be privileged. Excludes policies 
issued under Assigned Risk, and policies cancelled pursuant to GS 20-310 (termination 
by mailing notice 15 days prior to cancellation or failure to renew by insurer). 
Effective Jan. 1, 1972 and applies to policies written or renewed after such date. 


S 249 Podiatry defined GS 90 
Introducer: Bailey Sent to PUB HLTH 


"To amend G.S. 90-188 relating to the definition of podtatry." Redefines 
podiatry for purposes of podiatry certification law by deleting exception in present 
GS 90-188 of "the correction of deformities requiring the use of the knife," thereby 
including this in definition of podiatry.

§ 250 Alternative redevelopment plan WoEALOU wealioy 
| Introducers: Gudger and Crawford Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To amend G.S. 160-457.1 providing for alternative organtzatton under Chapter 
160, Article 387 Urban Redevelopment Law." Adds new subsection (c) to GS 160-457.1, pro- 
viding that, where governing body of municipality abolishes redevelopment commission, 
it may concurrently or subsequently provide by resolution that an existing housing 
authority created pursuant to Ch. 157 is to exercise the powers, duties and responsi- 
bilities of a redevelopment comm'n. Provides that when redevelopment duties thus 
transferred to housing authority, the housing authority is to take the place of re- 
development comm'n with regard to all property ownership, judgments, liens, rentals, 
taxes, pending suits, obligations, rules, etc. in same manner as municipality does 
under subsection (b) when it takes over redevelopment comm'n's functions: Provides 
that housing authority exercising redevelopment comm'n's authority under this section 
to be governed by Art. 37 of Ch. 160 as redevelopment comm'n would be. 

Adds new subsection (c) to GS 157-4.1, providing for the reverse of the above; 
that is, that governing body may abolish housing authority and by resolution designate 
existing redevelopment comm'n to exercise housing authority's powers, duties and 
responsibilities, with identical provisions for transfer of authority's liens, obliga- 
tions, suits, taxes, etc. to comm'n. Provides that redevelopment comm'n exercising 
housing authority's power under this section to be governed by Ch. 157 as housing 
authority would be. 


S 251 Limit capital punishment, minors GS 14 
Introducer: Coggins Sent to CORRECTN 


"To amend G.S. 14-17, G.S. 14-21, G.S. 14-52, and G.S. 14-58 to provtde that 
no person under the age of 21 years at the time a murder, rape, burglary, or arson 
was perpetrated shall suffer death." Amends GS 14-17, 14-21, 14-52 and 14-58 as title 
indicates.

H 388 Auto plates-separated spouse GS-20 
Introducer: McMichael Sent to INSUR 


"To amend Article 13, Chapter 20 of the General Statutes of North Caroltna 
to provide that separated spouse may reregister motor vehicle tmmedtately on revoca- 
tion of owner's registration for fatlure to matntain finanetal responstbtlity."” Amends 
GS 20-309(c), -309(e), and -311 to permit spouse living separate and apart from registered 
owner of automobile, when registered owner has had registration suspended for lapse 
of financial responsibility, to reregister auto in said spouse's name immediately. (Now, 
cannot be reregistered within 60 days by registered owner, spouse of registered owner, 
child of spouse, or child of owner.) 


H 390 State pay inmate transfer cost GoloS 
Introducers: McDaniel and others Sent to CORRECTN 


"To amend G.S. 153-189.1 relating to the transfer of prisoners when necessary 
for safety and security to relieve counttes of responsibility for payment of expenses." 
Rewrites portion of GS 153-189.1 (transfer of prisoners when necessary for safety and 
security), to provide that State (now county from which prisoner transferred) shall 
pay to receiving county or Dep't of Correction the actual cost of maintaining prisoner 
in that unit for the time he remains transferred. 
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H 391 Farm land valuation (Iden. S 229) GS 105 
Introducers: Kincaid and others Sent to FINANCE 


"Relating to the classification, appratsal, valuation, assessment and 
taxation of land actively devoted to agricultural uses." Identical with S 229, 
digested in Bulletin No. 39, p. 275. 


H 392 Arson law changes GS 14 
Introducer: Whichard Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To amend the arson laws, being Article 15, Chapter 14, of the General Statutes.! 
Amends GS 14-59 to make wanton and willfull burning of building owned or occupied by 
State, county, city, town or other governmental or quasi-governmental entity a felony 
punishable by imprisonment for 2-40 years and by fine in discretion of court (modernizes 
and simplifies definition of public buildings and changes present punishment of 5-10- 
years). Amends following statutes to provide imprisonment 2-40 years and fine permitted 
in discretion of court: GS 14-60 (Burning of schoolhouses or buildings of educational 
institutions; now, felony punishable by imprisonment with fine permitted in discretion 
of court); GS 14-62 (Setting fire to churches and certain other buildings; now, 2-40 
years with no provision for fine); and GS 14-62.1 (Burning of building or structure in 
process of construction; now, felony punishable by imprisonment or fine or both in 
discretion of court). 

Amends punishment provisions of following statutes to provide 4 months-10 years 
with fine permitted in discretion of court: GS 14-61 (Burning or attempting to burn 
certain bridges and buildings; now, 4 months-10 years); GS 14-63 (Burning boats and 
barges; now, 4 months-10 years or fine); GS 14-64 (Burning of ginhouses, tobacco houses 
and stables; now, 2-10 years); GS 14-65 (Fraudulently setting fire to dwelling houses; 
now, felony punishable by imprisonment with fine permitted in discretion of court); 

GS 14-66 (Wanton and willfull burning of personal property; now, felony of unspecified 
punishment covered by GS 14-2); and GS 14-67 (Attempting to burn dwelling houses and 
certain other buildings; now, felony punishable by imprisonment or fine or both). 
Eliminates from GS 14-61 and 14-67 references to various public buildings. 

Amends above statutes where necessary to describe quality of intent of accused 
as "wanton and willfull." Effective upon ratification but not to apply to or effect 
criminal offenses committed prior to effective date. 


H 393 Subcontractors' liens rewrite (Iden. S 243) GS 44A, 44 
Introducer: Whichard ' Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To rewrtte the law governing ltens\of mechantes, matertalmen, and laborers who 
deal with one other than the owner." Adds to GS Ch. 44A, Art. 2 (Statutory Liens on 
Real Property) a new Part 2 to govern liens of mechanics, materialmen and laborers 
who deal with one other than the owner (current Part 1 concerns only liens of those 
dealing with owner). Defines subcontractors as "first tier" (contracts with general 
contractor), "second tier" (contracts with first tier subcontractor), and "third tier" 
(contracts with second tier subcontractor), granting each subcontractor (first, second, 
or third tier, or more remote) who furnished labor or materials at the site of im- 
provements a lien against funds owed the party with whom that subcontractor dealt and 
which arose out of improvements on which that subcontractor worked or furnished material 
lien to secure only amount earned by lien claimant but performance or delivery need not 
be complete for amount to be earned. Entitles first, second or third tier subcontractor 
to enforce to the extent of his claim the lien of general contractor against the owner, 
according to the provisions of GS 44A-7 through GS 44A-16. Provides for second tier 
subcontractor to be subrogated to lien of first tier subcontractor, and for third 
tier subcontractor to be subrogated to liens of first and second tier subcontractors. 


200s 


Provides form of notice of lien for first, second or third subcontractor, with separate 
form for more remote subcontractors, reportedly eliminating need in notice of detailed 
itemization of material furnished. Reportedly retains substantially unchanged current 
duties of an obligor. (As used in this digest, "reportedly" means according to descrip- 
tive memorandum concerning bill.) Provides for pro rata payment to subcontractors 
where total funds are insufficient to satisfy all claimants. Gives perfected lien of 
subcontractor priority over all other claims to the funds against which lien is asserted. 
Repeals GS 44-6 (Lien given subcontractors, etc., on real estate), GS 44-8 (Statement 

of contractor's indebtedness to be furnished to owner; effect), GS 44-9 (Subcontractors, 
laborers and materialmen may notify owner of claim; effect), GS 44-10 (Sums due by 
statement to constitute lien), GS 44-11 (Where sums due contractor from owner insufficient; 
payment pro rata), GS 44-12 (Contractor failing to furnish statement, or not applying 
owner's payments to laborer's claims, misdemeanor), and GS 44-13 (Laborer for railroad 
contractor may sue company; conditions of action). Effective October 1, 1971. 


H 394 District judges/solicitors salary GS 7A 
Introducer: James Johnson Sent to APPROPRN 
"To fix the annual compensation of district court judges and soltcttors." Re- 


writes GS 7A-144 to provide annual salary of $20,500 for chief district judge and 
$19,000 for district judge, payable monthly (now, states that salary of each judge to 
be that provided in Budget Appropriations Act), eliminating provision that judges to 
receive reimbursement for travel and subsistence as State employees generally. Rewrites 
first sentence of GS 7A-65 to provide annual salary of $20,500 for solicitors, salary 
'of full-time assistant solicitors to be as provided in Budget Appropriations Act (now, 
both are as provided in Budget Appropriations Act). Effective July 1, 1971. 





H 395 Longevity pay-Highway Patrol | GS 20 
Introducer: James Johnson Sent to APPROPRN 


"To provide for the pay base for longevity pay for members of the North Carolina 
Highway Patrol." Provides that longevity pay for members of State Highway Patrol be 
based upon average salary for preceeding three years, computed annually; not to be a 
condition for longevity pay that member serve any particular period at maximum annual 
rate for his classification. 


H 396 Ass't Solicitors pay raise APPROPRIATION, GS 7A 
Introducer: James Johnson Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds, over and above any amount otherwise appropriated to 
the Judictal Department, from which an increase tn average annual salary to $15,000 
per year for Asststant Superior Court Soliettors can be paid." Appropriates from 
General Fund $116,032 for fiscal year 1971-'72 and same sum for fiscal year from 
1972-'73 to Judicial Dep't for increasing annual salaries of Ass't Solicitors in 
amounts determined on individual basis by Administrative Officer of the Courts, in his 
sole discretion. Provides that intent of appropriation is to have statewide salary 
for Ass't Solicitors of approximately $15,000 per year. Effective July 1, 1971. 


H 397 Abolition of capital punishment GS. 14,15 
Introducers: Frye and others Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To amend Chapters:.14 and 15 of the General Statutes so as to abolish capttal 
punishment." Amends GS 14-17 (murder, 14-21 (rape), 14-52 (burglary), and 14-58 
(arson) by removing provision for death penalty subject to jury recommendation of life, 
and substituting life imprisonment as punishment. Repeals GS 15-176.1 (permitting 
Solicitor to argue for death penalty). Provides for additional procedures for parole 
of all persons sentenced to life imprisonment: (1) requires 90 days' notice to be 
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given in 3 statewide newspapers, stating name of person, crime for which sentenced, and 
date and place of parole hearing, inviting members of public to attend in person or 
write Bd. of Paroles concerning advisability of such parole; (2) requires trial judge, 
solicitor, and defense attorney to be notified of hearing by certified mail; (3) if 
parole recommended hv Bd., it shall be presented to Governor who has right to approve 
or disapprove such recommendation. Provides that Act not to affect the conviction of 
any defendant presently under death sentence.

Provides that beginning in 1972, and 
every 4 years thereafter, each political party entitled to nominate two candidates 
and that two candidates with highest number of votes in general election are elected 
for 4-year terms. Provides that beginning in 1974, and every 4 years thereafter, 
each political party entitled to nominate 3 candidates to run in general election, 
and that three candidates with highest number of votes in general election are 
elected for terms of 4 years. Provides that vacancy to be filled for remainder of 
unexpired term by county executive committee of retiring member's political party.

"To amend the Charter of the Town of Long Beach to provide for the electton 
of the mayor." Provides for popular election of mayor beginning with regular 
municipal election of 1971 and every two years thereafter (now, mayor elected by 
bd. of comm'rs).

S 279 Workmen's comp.-prisoners GS 97 
Introducers: Staton and Folger Sent to MFG LABR 


"To amend G.S. 97-13(c) relating to workmen's compensation benefits for 
prisoners." Rewrites GS 97-13(c) which deals with application of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act to prisoners, to provide that dependents or next of kin may 
receive benefits for accidental death of prisoner arising out of course of 
employment to which he was assigned (now, no death benefits specified except 
for burial expenses), the compensation to be, like that for injury, limited to 
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$20 per week (now, $10 per week) and to be measured from date prisoner was to 

be discharged. Removes provisions that no award to be made for facial dis- 
figurement and that no award to be made for injury without apparent or outward 
physical evidence of injury unless medical opinion and supporting testimony 
establish that injury arose from course of employment. Removes special provision 
of subsection dealing with claims by prisoners discharged prior to Mar. 15, 1941.

"Relating to coverage of radiation workers by the Workmen's Compensation 
Act."

Adds new GS 153-53.7(c) requiring governing 
bodies of two or more units of local government entering into agreement to 
construct, finance and operate regional confinement facility to levy 
sufficient taxes, or issue general obligation bonds or notes, to carry out terms 
of agreement, amount of contribution to be determined by relative populations of 
units. Adds new GS 153-53.7(d) providing jailer of regional facility to have 
authority of law enforcement officer for purpose of receiving and keeping prisoners, 
authorizing law enforcement officers of participating units to transport prisoners 
to and from jail, and requiring each unit to be responsible for transportation of 
its prisoners. 

Adds new GS 153-53.8 requiring creation of jail comm'n for each regional 
facility, comm'n to be composed of two members from each unit or such number as 
units mutually agree (units may agree to different ratio of representation on 
comm'n). Provides members to serve two years, vacancies to be filled by unit 
making original appointment. Makes comm'n administrative authority of facility, 
adopting rules for operation not in conflict with law. Empowers comm'n to enter 
contracts for construction and operation of facilities within funds available; 
employ personnel; and accept and disburse funds. Provides fiscal procedures to 
be in accordance with laws applicable to participating units, and that comm'n 
prepare and distribute to units yearly financial statement. Provides for 
organization of comm'ns and compensation of comm'n members.

H 473 Filing State agency regulations (Iden. S 296) GS 143 

Introducer: Whichard Sent to ST GOVT 

"To establish a Code of State Administrative Regulattons." Rewrites Art. 18 


Ch. 143 to provide for registration of State administrative regulations. Requires 

every agency, dep't, institution, board, commission, etc. authorized by statute or 
executive order to exercise regulatory or administrative functions (excluding regional, 
county, municipal or local governmental units, or legislative or judicial branches) 

to file regulations adopted on or after July 1, 1972 with Attorney General (now 

Secretary of State). Makes regulations become effective 30 days after filing unless 
agency shows cause for earlier or later effective date but in no case earlier than filing 
date. Invalidates regulations previously in existence after June 30, 1972 unless filed 
in accordance with provisions of article, and these shall become effective immediately 
upon filing. Defines "regulation" as every rule, regulation, ordinance, standard and 
amendment thereto adopted by any agency; excludes rules relating only to internal manage- 
ment, directives or advisory opinions to specifically named person without general state- 
wide applicability, orders establishing rates or tariffs, and ajudication of specific 
matters. Prescribes form of regulation for filing and authorizes Attorney General (AG) 
to revise form and make technical non-substantive changes. Requires AG to make regula- 
tion available for public inspection during regular office hours; within 25 days after 
acceptance by Attorney General, agency to publish as prescribed in applicable statute. 
Requires AG to compile, index and publish all regulations conforming as nearly as possible 
to. organization of General Statutes, and as soon as practicable after July 1, 1972 to 
publish compilation of regulations in force pursuant to this article. Requires courts 
and administrative agencies to take judicial or official notice of regulations effec- 
tive under this article. Effective July 1, 1972. 
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H 474 Nash County-hunting on highways GS¥LIS 7143 
Introducers: Barbee and Fenner Sent to WILDLIFE 


"Amending Chapter 863, Session Laws of 1961 and Chapter 246, Sesston Laws of 
1963, relating to hunting from highways, so as to make tt applicable to Nash County." 
As title indicates, makes it unlawful for any person in Nash County to hunt, take 
or kill game by use of firearms from right-of-way of public highway or other 
publicly-maintained throughfare, authority being given to law enforcement officers 
of Wildlife Resources Comm'n to enforce act by making arrests and seizing weapons.

5% for alcoholic education and rehabilitation, 10% to City of Thomasville for 
law enforcement, 10% to Davidson County Board of Education for school purposes, 
20% to Thomasville Board of Educ. to operate Thomasville School District at 
higher standard than provided by county and State support including use for 
capital improvements and to supplement public school teachers' salaries, and 
554 to general fund of city.

Exempts Charlotte law enforcement cars from GS 14-247 restriction against private 
use of State or county owned vehicles, and from GS 14-252 which makes 14-247 
applicable to cities.

Retains from original bill general requirement all meetings of any legislative, 
executive, administrative, or advisory bodies of State, counties, municipalities, 
other local boards and subdivisions, etc. to be open to public. Provides any of these 
bodies may by majority vote hold executive session and exclude public while considering 
acquisition or sale of property; negotiations between public employers and their 
employees or representative as to employment; matters dealing with specific patients 
and employees or members of medical staff; and any matter coming within physical- 
patient, lawyer-client or other privileged statutory relationship. Authorizes closed 
sessions regarding employment or dismissal of employee, or to hear complaint against 
employee; provided employee and counsel have right to be present at session, right 
to public hearing upon request; and provided further that final action on such matter 
to be taken in open session. Provides board of education or governing body of any 
educational institution may hear and decide disciplinary matter in closed session 
but that student to have right to be present with counsel at such session. 

Excludes following from open session general rule: 1. NC State Board of 
Paroles; 2. State Probation Comm'n; 3. all law enforcement agencies; 4. grand 
and petit juries; 5. all state agencies, comm'ns and boards exercising quasi- 
judicial functions during any session held solely for purpose of making decision 
in adjudicatory action or proceeding; and 6. every board enumerated in GS 150-9 
and every board, comm'n, council or other body, or committee thereof, authorized 
by statute to investigate, examine and determine the character and other 
qualifications of applicants for license to practice any profession in State, or 
authorized to revoke licenses of, or to reprimand or take disciplinary action 
conderning professional person; provided the nothing in Article to be construed to 
amend, repeal or supersede any present or future statute requiring public hearing 
in any proceeding before any such board, comm'n or other body, or any committee 
thereof. 

Makes violation of act misdemeanor punishable by 6 months imprisonment or 
$500 fine. Provides legal relief for citizen denied access to meeting in violation 
of Article. Provides any person disrupting any public meeting included within 
Article guilty of misdemeanor upon refusing request to leave. Effective July 1, 1971. 


H 73 Emergency Finance Act of 1971 (digested in Bulletin No. 9, p. 54) 

Amendment adopted in Senate 3/18/71 allows local gov't determining amt. of 
casual deficit during fiscal year 1970-71 from loss of local sales tax revenue to 
make up deficit by issuing prior to Jan. 1, 1972 (originally no limiting date) bonds 
or notes pursuant to County Finance Act, Municipal Finance Act, Local Government Act, 
or any other applicable general, special, private or local act (originally only first 
two acts listed), the bonds to mature not later than July 1, 1981, and the notes to 
mature not later than July 1, 1976 (originally no mention of maturity dates), with 
neither bonds nor notes to be considered in determining compliance with any statutory 
debt limitation (not mentioned in original). Gives General Assembly's special 
approval to levy of property taxes for payment of bonds and notes and interest on 
them and exempts those bonds and notes from referendum petitions and from need for 
voter approval.

Provides for procedures for restoring citizenship to persons whose 
citizenship has been forfeited because of conviction for felony or other infamous crime, 
upon petition filed in superior court of person's county of residence or county where- 
in convicted of crime causing forfeiture, setting forth residence, marital status, names 
of dependents, last place of confinement and date of discharge, information concerning 
convictions, and statement of compliance with terms of probation, parole or conditional 
release from place of confinement. Provides petition may be filed at "final release 
date," defined as unconditional release from prison, fulfillment and termination of 
probation, conditional release or parole, compliance with terms of suspended conviction, 
or payment of fine and costs if no sentence imposed. Requires designated NC agencies 
to advise prisoners, prior to termination of period of correction, of rights of citizen- 
ship restoration, and to assist in preparation of petition. Sets forth (1) summons 
procedure to inform solicitor and NC agencies of opportunity to show cause why petition 
should not be granted or to contravene statements in petition (failure to answer consti- 
tutes admission of facts in petition) and (2) notice and answer procedures to apprise 
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public of petition (no substantial change in notice provisions). Requires clerk of 
court to certify certain facts to court before hearing on petition. Requires court 

to hold hearing on petition (not earlier than 6 months following petitioner's 

"final release date'') and to make findings of fact concerning designated matters, and, 
if findings can be made, to enter order restoring citizenship and rights thereof. 
Requires second or third hearings on petition in event petition denied at original 

or second hearing, respectively, and sets forth times at which those hearings may 

be held, procedure and times for rescheduling hearings, and the facts that must be 
found to restore citizenship at those hearings. Provides petitioner may proceed

"To provide double office holding provistons for the General Statutes 
consistent with the new Constttutton."

"To amend Chapter 136 of the General Statutes to raise the approprtattatton 
to the Munictpal Street Aid Fund, to change the application formula, to delete surplusage 
from G.S. 1386-41.1 and to permit deducttons for past due debts." Amends GS 136-41.1 to 
provide for an annual appropriation out of State Highway fund a sum equal to net amount 
after refunds produced during the fiscal year by one cent tax on each gallon of motor 
fuel as taxed by GS 105-434 and GS 105-435. (Now, 1/2¢ tax per gallon.) Provides for 
distribution of 75% (now, 50%) of said funds among the several eligible municipalities 
in percentage proportion of population of all eligible municipalities based on latest 
decennial census, and 25% (now, 50%) to eligible municipalities in percentage proportion 
that mileage of its public streets and each eligible municipality which does not form 
part of highway system bears to total mileage of public streets in all eligible munici- 
palities which are not part of State Highway System. Deletes references in GS 136-41.1 
to Ch. 1250, 1949 SL. Adds to GS 136-41.3 provision authorizing State Highway Comm'n 
to apply a municipality's share of funds allocated as above to any of following unpaid 
accounts of municipality with Highway Comm'n: (1) cost sharing agreements for right 
of way pursuant to GS 136.66.3 (not to exceed 10% of any yr's allocation until debt 
repaid), (2) cost of relocating municipally-owned water lines and other utilities on 
State highway project which is responsibility of municipality, (3) cost of any other 
work performed for municipality by Comm'n by agreement between Comm'n and municipality, 
and (4) for other work made necessary by construction, reconstruction, or paving of 
highway on State Highway System for which municipality is legally responsible. Changes 
described in latter portion of digest effective upon ratification; proposed 
tax increase and changes in percentage distributions effective July 1, 1971, provided 
neither appropriations from State Highway Fund for fiscal 1970-71 nor allocation of 
such funds appropriated shall be affected by act. 


H 478 Pay for school-injured teachers GSS 
Introducer: G. Rountree Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To provide for the continuatton of the salary of a teacher disabled as a result 
of an eptsode of vtolence whtle engaged in the course of hts employment." Adds new 
GS 115-159.1 providing teacher injured in course of employment by student, trespasser 
or other teacher entitled to full salary during either remainder of school year or con- 
tinuation of disability, whichever is. shorter. Provides that benefits be in lieu of 
other income or disability benefits during that period; thereafter, benefits to be 
those granted under other provisions of NC law. Requires salary of any necessary sub- 
stitute teacher be paid from same source of funds from which injured teacher paid. Does 
not limit right of injured teacher to benefits of medical, hospital, drug and related 
expenses from any other source, including workmen's compensation; not applicable to 
teacher injured while engaged in violent or disorderly conduct except as incident to 
attempt to restore order or in self-defense.

Provides for manner of treating rights under annuity con- 
tract when rights change from forfeitable to nonforfeitable.

Makes vocational 
organization chosen by majority of firemen in governmental employing authority sole 
and exclusive bargaining agent until majority of firemen vote otherwise. Requires 
city, town or other political subdivision employer to commence collective bargaining 
in good faith within 10 days of receipt of written request. by vocational organization, 
that duty including the obligation to reduce any agreement reached to a written con- 
tract. Requires arbitration for any issue unresolved within 30 days, each side to 
choose one arbitrator within five days and notify the other of its choice, the two 
so chosen to pick the third arbitrator (who is to be chairman) within another 10 days, 
or if they cannot agree the third will be chosen by American Arbitration Ass'n, with 
both sides to bear arbitration costs equally. Directs arbitration bd. to call hearing 
within 10 days after selection of chairman, giving seven days notice to other arbi- 
trators and to parties, the hearing to be informal and not subject to technical rules 
of evidence, although oaths can be administered and subpoena of persons and records 
made. Requires hearing to be concluded within 20 days of start and written con- 
clusions to be presented within 10 days of conclusion. Lists following factors as 
those to be considered by arbitration bd. in making decision: comparative wages and 
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hours of skilled employees in building trades and industry in local area; com- 
parative wages and hours in work with similar skills in local area; comparative wages 
‘and hours in fire dep'ts in towns of similar size; peculiar physical and educational 
qualifications for job and peculiar hazards of job; and cost of service to taxpayers. 
Makes agreement actually reached between parties either before or within 10 days 
after arbitration the collective bargaining contract for the period stated in it, 
that period not to exceed one year. Requires notice of desire to bargain on any 
matter requiring appropriation by town to be made at least 110 days prior to last 
day on which town can appropriate money for the contract period to be subject to 
bargaining.

Requires medical examiner of county where death 
occurred to cooperate with officials of other county in making investigation. Author- 
izes medical examiners in all cases to go into any county where death or cause of 
death occurred in order to make necessary investigation, and chief medical examiner 
to assign medical examiners of one county to another county in cases of emergency or 
necessity.

Introducers: Gudger and Burney Sent to JUDIC 2 


"Creating the offense of negligent manslaughter and presertbing tts pun- 
tshment." Adds new GS 20-172 creating offense of negligent manslaughter punishable 
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by fine or imprisonment up to 2 years when a person negligently and unintentionally 
proximately causes the death of another person by operating a motor vehicle upon a 
street or highway, or where prohibited upon the driveway of a private institution un- 
lawfully and in violation of any one or more of the following statutory prohibitions: 
(1) while under the influence of intoxicating liquor or narcotic drug, GS 20-138 or 
GS 20-139, (2) in a dangerous and reckless manner, GS 20-140 or GS 20-141.1, (3) at 
a speed in excess of any limit set by GS 20-141(b) or posted by authority of GS 20- 
141(d), (4) in unlawful racing, GS 20-141.3, (5) by overtaking and passing another 
vehicle, GS 20-150, (6) by failing to stop and yield right-of-way, GS 20-158, (7) 
through a safety zone, GS 20-160, (8) in the wrong direction upon a one-way street, 
GS 20-165.1, and (9) by failing to stop when approaching a stopped school, church or 
Sunday school bus, GS 20-217. 

Provides that negligent manslaughter shall be a lesser included offense in 
any indictment of manslaughter, voluntary or involuntary, where the death occurs in 
or as result of motor vehicle collision or overturn and it shall not be necessary that 
indictment specify cause of death. Act not to prohibit submission of issue of guilt 
or innocence of negligent manslaughter charge on separate indictment, separate count, 
or separate warrant specifying traffic offense charge and alleging specifically elements 
of manslaughter. If accused is tried upon separate indictment, separate count, or 
warrant charging negligent manslaughter and specifying traffic offense charged, trial 
court may submit to jury an issue of guilt or innocence on lesser included traffic 
offense upon proper instructions. Provides no prior disposition of any traffic viola- 
tion charge, nor any plea, verdict or judgment entered in any hearing thereon to con- 
stitute prior jeopardy or bar subsequent trial of accused upon a charge of manslaughter 
or negligent manslaughter of which the traffic violation is an essential element; that 
no evidence of prior disposition, plea, verdict or judgment to be competent or admissible 
for any purpose in subsequent trial of accused on manslaughter or negligent manslaughter 
charge. Repeals GS 14-19 ("Punishment for second offense for manslaughter"). Effective

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clerical assistants, property and cost clerks, attendance counselors, clerks in 
schools, janitors and maids, and bus drivers and mechanics. Appropriates from 
Highway Fund $12,011,911 for fiscal 1971-2 and $17,876,030 for fiscal 1972-3 for a 
10.3% salary increase for 1971-2 and a 5% salary increase for 1972-3 for permanent 
Highway Fund employees subject to State Personnel Act. Act to apply to salaries 
paid from special funds and non-tax sources if funds made available from operations 
or sponsoring agents. Salary increases not to affect merit or automatic salary 
increments. Salary ranges for all employees under Personnel Act shall be increased, 
(as to maximum) by an amount equal to increases provided for in Act, so that after 
increases every employee will continue to have same relative position with respect to 
salary increases and future increments as he would have had if salary increases pro- 
vided in act had not been made. Unexpended balance of appropriations to be trans- 
ferred to appropriations for Salary Adjustments of State Employees. Effective 

wuly 1, 1971. 


H 543 State employees-travel allowances (Iden. S 346) GS 138, APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: S. Johnson and others Sent to APPROPRN 
"Relating to travel and subsistence allowance of State employees." Rewrites 

GS 138-6(a) to provide reimbursement to State employees of ll¢ per mile (now 9¢) for 

use of privately owned automobile, and to provide subsistence allowance of $18 per 

day for travel in-State (now $15) and $22 per day for out-of-state (now $18).

"To prevent factlitation of the unlawful taking of deer with the atd of boats 
by means of plactng a restriction upon the possession of ftrearms aboard motor-propelled 
vessels tn the Cape Fear River tn Bladen County." Makes it misdemeanor (maximum $50 
or 30 days or both) for person aboard motor-propelled vessel on Cape Fear River in 
Bladen County to have firearm in possession during open season for taking deer, or 
to permit another to have possession of firearm. Authorizes law enforcement officers 
of Wildlife Resources Comm'n to enforce act. Defines "motor propelled vessel" to 
exclude outboard motorboat whose motor is stored on vessel. 


H 545 Cosmetic art examiners-salary GS 88 
Introducers: Andrews and L. Ramsey © Sent to STATE PERS 


"To provide that the salartes of the Executive Secretary and inspectors of 
the Board of Cosmette Art Examiners be set under the provtstons of the State Personnel 
Act." As title indicates, amends GS 88-14 and -15 (salaries now set by Board with 
approval Director of Budget). Also makes some change with respect to salaries of 
Cosmetic Board members.

"To amend G.S. l05-l141(b) to exempt from taxation certain compensation patd 
to National Guardsmen." Adds new subsection (17) to GS 105-141(b) excluding from 
gross income for purposes of State: income tax up to $1,000 paid as compensation for 
NC Nat'l Guard active duty for training (but not for duty other than active duty 
for training, and regularly scheduled drills). Effective for income years beginning 
Secor varter san, 15:4972. 
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H 547 Restoring Wright Tavern APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: McMichael and Webster Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds for the restoration of the Wrtght Tavern in Rockingham 
County." Appropriates $40,000 to Dep't of Archives and History for 1971-73 biennium 
for continued assistance in restoration of Wright Tavern, subject to criteria of 
Historic Sites Advisory Committee as required by GS 143-31.2 and GS 121-8.2. 


H 548 Child abuse reporting GS 110, 8, and 14 
Introducers: Speed and others Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To protect chtldren through reporting cases of chtld abuse and neglect to the 
county director of socetal services." Establishes comprehensive procedures for reporting 
and investigating cases of child abuse. Defines abused child as one less than 16 years 
old whose parent or person responsible for his care inflicts or allows to be inflicted 
serious physical injury or disfigurement upon the child or creates or allows to be 
created a substantial risk of such injury, or commits or allows to be committed any sex 
act prohibited by law. Requires doctors and other professional persons (including 
medical professionals, law enforcement and school officials, and social workers) to 
report cases of child abuse to county director of social services and district court. 
Permits hospitals, clinics, and similar facilities to retain custody of abused children 
in cases they believe advisable until a district court makes determination that child 
should be detained or released. Upon receiving report of child abuse, director of social 
services shall have report investigated within 24 hours of receipt. Upon investigation, 
director may remove child or other children from home or from custody of guardian by 
invoking juvenile jurisdiction of district court, or may offer services of his office 
to protect child or other children, or may refer case to solicitor for prosecution, or 
may find no abuse and have report removed from Central Registry. Central Registry of 
reports of child abuse to be established by State Dep't of Social Services. Persons 
making report of child abuse or otherwise furnishing information shall be immune from 
civil or criminal liability unless they acted with malice and without probable cause. 
Doctor-patient and husband-wife privileges not grounds for evidence of child abuse 
or neglect and GS 8-53.1 rewritten and GS 8-57.1 added to so provide. GS 14-318.2 and 
-318.3 repealed and GS 14-318.4 added to make offense of child abuse, or neglect and 
assault and battery punishable by imprisonment for not less than 1 nor more than 60 
years.

vote requiring closing of store and sale of all property within three months).

Adds to SL 1965, Ch. 806, Sec. 2 (authorizing ABC election in Elkin) 
provision that subsequent elections .may be held so long as no election is held 
within three years of last such election. Amends Sec. 4 to provide Elkin ABC Board 
not to be bound by provisions of GS 18-45(15) (expenditures for law enforcement and 
for education and research as to the causes and effects of alcoholism).

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(1) creation, powers, and duties of the Local Government Comm'n, (2) new uniform budget 
and fiscal control act, (3) new uniform general obligation bond act, (4) new uniform 
revenue bond act, (5) revision of the procedures for executing and selling local 
government bonds, (6) new article regulating execution of certain long-term financing 
agreements that do not involve bond issuance, and (7) new article revising the laws 
relating to bond, tax, and revenue anticipation notes. 

Local Government Comm'n. Makes no major change in the structure, powers, or 
duties of the Local Government Comm'n. Minor changes are as follows: (1) office of 
Director of Local Government is eliminated (now, Director is State Treasurer ex 
officio, who is also ex officio Chairman of the Local Government Commission); all 
duties of Director are conferred on Chairman of the Commission; (2) eliminates 
provision that salary of Deputy Secretary of Commission be fixed by the Governor and 
Advisory Budget Commission (thus subjecting this position to the State Personnel Act); 
(3) eliminates provision for members of Commission to give bond, and present direction 
that Commission elect a vice-chairman; (4) Commission members (other than ex officio 
members) to receive per diem and allowances provided for State boards and commissions 
generally (now, $10 per day); (5) permits appeal from decisions of Executive Committee 
to full Commission in all instances (now, no appeal from decision approving notes 
running less than six months). 

Local Government Budget and Fiscal Control Act. Subjects all units of local 
government, public authorities, special districts, and all agencies, institutions, 
commissions, and authorities thereof, to budget and fiscal control laws (now, only 
counties and cities are subject to these laws). Directs that each local government 
and public authority have budget officer, accountant, and treasurer, each performing 
defined duties with respect to budget preparation, adoption, and administration; 
permits these offices to be conferred on the same individual if necessary; specific-— 
ally prohibits conferring duties of budget officer on sheriffs or (in counties with 
less than 7,500 population) on registers of deeds; specifically prohibits conferring 
duties of treasurer or accountant on tax collectors, unless Sec'y of Local Government 
Comm'n approves the unit's internal control procedures. 

Moves the budget process back 30 days, so that budgets must be adopted by July 1 
(now, July 28 for cities; first regular meeting in August for counties). Adds new pro- 
vision permitting submission of unbalanced budget to governing board, with requirement 
that budget finally adopted must be balanced. Requires public hearing on budget. 
Elminates requirement of separate funds for special purpose taxes levied without vote 
of the people (anticipating effective date of Constitutional amendments approved Nov.

and (4) obligate the unit directly or indirectly to exercise its taxing power to 
perform the contract.

Article does not apply to contracts between unit and State or federal agency 
nor to contracts for purchase of voting machines or motor vehicles. 

Bond Anticipation and Tax and Revenue Anticipation Notes. Makes no substantive 
change in law governing bond anticipation notes. Adds authority to issue notes in 
anticipation of nontax revenues, limited to 80% of expected revenues. Makes no change 
in law governing tax anticipation notes, except eliminates authority to issue notes 
in anticipation of following year's taxes.

"To provide supplemental appropriations to the Department of Mental Health 
to supply the loss of revenue required by passage of House Bill 172, Senate Bill 117, 
or similar legislation having the same effect." Appropriates from General Funds to 
NC Dep't of Mental Health $1,016,301 for each year in 1971-73 biennium for purpose of 
replacing revenue lost by reason of passage of H 172 and S 117 (identical bills relating 
_ to limiting parental liability for costs for long-term care of handicapped children in 
Becate facilities, digested in Bulletin No. 20, p. 130), or similar bills. Effective 
mponsratitication of H/172:or S 117 or similar bills. 


S 394 Environmental Policy Act (Iden H 649) ec ha ba Dis ae As 
Introducer: Allen Sent to CONS&DEV 
"The North Carolina Envtronmental Policy Act of 1971." Declares State policy 


(a) that the people have a right to livable environment, clean air and water, freedom 
from environmental health hazards and excessive noise, preservation of natural beauty 
and of scenic, ecological, historical and esthetic qualities; and (b) of encouraging 
widest range of beneficial use of resources without environmental degradation. Requires 
Governor to prepare statewide comprehensive environmental plan by March 1, 1973 after 
specified consultation, hearings, etc. Directs that State laws and regulations be 
interpreted in accord with policies of Act; and that all State agencies evaluate the 
environmental impact of their programs and projects (authorizes cities and counties to 
require the same of developers and special purpose governments). Directs that State 
agencies include in all recommendations or reports on legislative proposals and other 
projects and programs affecting environmental quality a statement concerning environ- 
mental impact, mitigation measures, and alternative courses of action, after consulting 
With agencies expert in the subject (statements required under Federal law are suffi- 
cient). Provides for review and decision by Governor or his designee of cases where 
responsible State official concludes that a proposed program or project would unavoid- 
ably cause major adverse environmental change. Provides for all State agencies to 
review their regulations and laws for conformity to State environmental policy and 

to propose necessary changes to Governor by July 1, 1972. Effective July 1, 1971. 


S395) Senatorial districts GS 120 
Introducer: Moore Sent to G ASSEMB 


"To establish Senatortal districts and to apportton seats in the Senate among 
the districts." Rewrites GS 120-1 to establish 33 NC Senatorial districts, all as 
now set forth in present GS 120-1, the counties in each district and the number of 
Senators from each district remaining the same as under present law.

Adds new GS 54-33.3 granting additional authority 
to NC savings and loan associations to exercise all powers which federal savings and loan 
associations now or hereafter are authorized to exercise under laws of US or regulations 
adopted pursuant thereto, to end that NC associations are not placed in "competitively 
disadvantageous position'' with respect to federal associations. 


S 399 Governmental employees-regulation GS 95 

Introducers: Coggins and Flaherty Sent to MFG LABR 

"Governing employer-employee relattons in governmental service." Rewrites GS 
Ch. 95-97, granting public employees right to form or join employee organizations of 
their own choosing, or to refuse to form or join such organizations; prohibits discrimi- 
nation against employees by employers or their officers or agents because of membership 
or refusal of membership in such organization. (Present GS 95-97, prohibiting member- 
ship, has been declared unconstitutional.) Prohibits threats or intimidation against 
employees by employers or their officers or agents for purpose of requiring employees 
to join or not join such organizations. Continues present GS 99-98 prohibiting con- 
tracts between governmental units and such organizations. Adds new GS 95-99 stating 
all questions concerning terms and conditions of public employment shall be decided by 
duly constituted governing authorities but that such authorities should welcome employee 
suggestions and complaints on such matters. Provides that nothing in Art. 12 shall 
be construed as prohibiting governing authority from establishing procedures for pro- 
cessing employee suggestions or grievances concerning terms and conditions of employ- 
ment or interpretation and application of such terms and conditions. Provides that 
employee or representative group of employees may be accompanied by person or organi- 
zation of own choice for purposes of advice and representation in presenting suggestions, 
complaints and grievances. Continues present GS 95-99 (renumbered) making violation 
misdemeanor punishable in discretion of court and present GS 95-100 (renumbered) pro- 
viding that provisions of GS 95, Art.10 (declaring state policy as to labor organiza- 
tions) shall apply to units of government or their employees. 


Sers00 eS Mining Act, orad 9/1 '"(Tdenons650) GS!) 74 54:13 
Introducers: Folger and others Sent to JUDIC 2 
"The Mining Act of 1971." Provides comprehensive regulatory scheme for mining, 


administered thru Dep't of Conservation and Development ("Dept.") and State Mining 
Council ("Council"). After July 1, 1972, no mining will be allowed without permit 
from Dep't; application to be made on forms supplied by Dep't accompanied by proposed 
plan for reclamation. Sets forth grounds on which permit may be denied (essentially 
anticipated hazards or detrimental impacts on environment) and provides for condition- 
ing of permit, which shall be for not exceeding 10 years, subject to modification 
and/or renewal under specified procedures. On approval of permit, Operator must post 
security (bond, cash, securities, mortgage, savings account assignment) guaranteeing 
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reclamation in accord with approved plan. Specifies minimum contents of plan; requires 
operator to file annual report of activities under permit. Dep't may inspect operations 
and where deficiencies are noted may order correction; when portion of area reclaimed 
satisfactorily, Dep't is to release proportionate part of security. Dep't may suspend 
or, in willful violations, revoke permit after hearing, for violation of Act, Council's 
rules or regulations, or conditions of permit; may also request Att'y General to insti- 
gate bond~forfeiture proceedings | and itself bring criminal or civil actions against 
violator. Makes willful violation of Act and willful misrepresentations under Act 
misdemeanors, punishable by $100-$1000 fine, each day after notification being separate 
offense. Provides appeals from Dep't to Council to Superior Court. Does not supersede 
local zoning or other regulations or state agency regulations, except those in direct 
conflict; nor does Act impair prjvate rights to bring suits against nuisances or 
‘hazards. Exempts actions of State Highway Commission and contractors on highway 
rights-of-way and borrow pits, where SHC reclamation requirements are approved by 
Council, and also mining under permit on federal lands. Definition of "mining" also 
generally excludes activities affecting no more than one acre of land surface. Appro- 
priates to Dep't $31,629 for 1971-72 and $30,443 for 1972-73, for administration of Act. 


S 402 (Joint Resolution) World law and order (Iden.H 653) MISC RES 
Introducer: McLendon Sent to JUDIC 2 


tA te Resolution on the lesson of Vtetnam and My Lat: the need for world 
law and order." Recites substance of prior resolutions of NC General Assembly in 1941, 
1949, and 1953 expressing certain convictions about world law and order. Declares 
- ability of world law to clarify national confusion, heal national divisions and unite 
national leaders for common purpose. Questions efficacy of national hand-wringing about 
My Lai and Calley trial. Proclaims as false the view that it is unpatriotic to USA for 
its citizens to think of themselves also as citizens of world. Recognizes need for 
all-inclusive world organization as prerequisite to world disarmament. Requests members 
of NC Congressional delegation to take appropriate action in Congress seeking revision 
of UN Charter, which is recognized as ineffective to make and enforce decisions relieving 
nations of burdens of providing for national security, so as to establish world rule of 
law and liberty in community of nations. Calls upon President to lead in bringing about 
such goal. Directs copy of resolution be sent to President and each member of NC Con- 
gressional delegation.

H 630 Mass gatherings-regulations GS 130 
Introducers: Collins and others Sent to JUDIC 2 


"For the protection of the public health, welfare, and safety tn connection 
with rock festivals and other stmilar mass gatherings." Adds new Art. 28 to GS Ch. 130 
declaring purpose is to protect persons attending rock festivals and persons living 
nearby and establishing a permit system administered by State Bd. of Health. Defines 
"rock festival" as open air assembly of more than 5,000 people for at least 24 continuous 
hours and featuring rock'n'roll music and/or related performances; includes similar mass 
gatherings except when in permanent buildings or structures. Prohibits holding or pro- 
moting rock festival without permit from State Health Director (SHD); application for 
permit to be made 15 days prior to promotion with $100 fee and contain details of pro- 
posed festival. SHD to inspect site within 10 days and if approved, issue provisional 
permit; permittee to file performance bond of $25,000 for first 10,000 persons and $5,000 
for each additional 5,000 people, plus evidence of liability insurance satisfactory to 
SHD but not over $1 million. Provisional permit to be revoked if facilities and service 
arrangements not firm 15 days prior event, cancellation effectively to be announced by 
permittee and site cleared of people within 12 hours; permittee may be ordered by SHD to 
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make arrangements for persons who may attend despite cancellation and to clean up site; 
if SHD order not complied with, SHD may use available State and local funds and resources 
to make arrangements and clean up site. Provides for court order of forfeiture of per- 
formance bond. Specifies services and facilities required for permit: general- suffi- 
cient activity area, command post for gov't officials, all areas farther than 1500' from 
residences except with consent and one mile from Class I and II reservoirs and 3 miles 
from watersheds draining into public water supply; traffic- parking facilities @ 100 
cars/acre and 30 buses/acre and one parking space for each 4 persons in attendance, no 
parking on shoulders, open ingress and egress roads, statement of State Highway Comm'n 
approving adequacy of exits to public highways; law and order- plan for security and 
limiting attendance approved by local sheriff or police, evacuation plans; health and 
sanitation- medical care plan approved by local health director, including 450 sq.ft. 
treatment center, signed agreements for cooperation by local hospital, ambulance service, 
physicians and nurses (1 physician and 1 nurse/5000 persons); camping area; approved 
water supply, including chlorination, rate of 3 gals./day/person for drinking and 12 gals./ 
day/person for bathing; toilet facilities @ 100 persons/seat and statement from NC Dep't 
of Water and Air Resources approving adequacy of sewage treatment and disposal facili- 
ties; solid waste containers; approved food dispensing system; elimination of fly and 
mosquito breeding places; statement that noise will be controlled to not more than /0 
decibles at perimeter of site; illumination plans, not reflecting outside site; signs 

for accomodations; clean-up- site to be cleaned up within 48 hours after festival end, 
including litter within 1 mile of site. Penalty is general misdemeanor. 


H 632 County auto tags, taxes GS 20 
Introducer: McKnight Sent to FINANCE 


"Requiring all motor vehicles to display a county registratton plate, tab, 
sticker, or other identtfying devtce and to require payment of ad valorem taxes due 
on motor vehicles as a condttion precedent to acqutring the county regtstration plate, 
tab, stteker, or other tdentifying device." Adds new Part 7A to Motor Vehicle Act 
of 1937 requiring each motor vehicle now required to have State registration plate 
to also display county registration identification (exempting vehicles owned by State 
or municipalities and vehicles assessed for taxation by State Bd. of Assessment), 
cost of which is set at 50¢ per vehicle. Directs county tax collector to collect fee 
to be retained by county, and issue identification between Aug. 1 and Sept. 30, but 
not to issue identification until all ad valorem taxes assessed against vehicle by any 
county, city, town, or special district have been paid. Makes registration valid from 
Oct. 1 to next Sept. 30 and requires display of identification during that period, the 
failure to do so being a misdemeanor ($50 or 30 days or both). Requires counties to 
make registration identifications available on Aug. 1, with exception for 1971-72 for 
which identifications need not be available until Sept. 1. Makes conforming changes 
in GS 20-97 and removes that section's provision allowing cities and towns to levy 
$1 on resident vehicles. 


H 636 Child adoption-minor stepparent GS 48 
Introducer: Cobb Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To provide for adoption of a minor child by a step-parent under 21 years 
of age." Adds new GS 48-4(e) allowing step-parent, even though a minor, to adopt 
a child and providing that step-parent is competent to execute petition for adoption 
without appointment of general or testamentary guardian or guardian ad litem.

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SUMMARY OF GOVERNOR'S ENVIRONMENTAL MESSAGE 
Delivered at a Joint Session of the General Assembly of 
North Carolina at 12:30 p.m., April 8, 1971 


Recognizing "the ground swell of public concern for the environment” and re- 
calling that in his January 14 message he had suggested that NC should "anticipate 
and head-off the major environmental problems which are confronting many other states," 
the Governor proceeded to offer 24 recommendations for legislative consideration, in- 
cluding five major bills, presented as follows: Environmental Policy Act- requiring 
all undertakings financed by State funds be preceded by a detailed statement out- 
lining the impact of such undertakings on the environment (in a similar fashion to 
impact statements required at the federal level). Water and Air Pollution Control- 
require periodic reporting of all pollutants discharged into the air or water to 
assist the State in monitoring; provide for regulation of waste from animal and 
poultry producing facilities and discharges from boats and septic tanks; create a 
system of scenic rivers. Beach, Coastal and Estuarine Protection- strengthen exist- 
ing law concerning dredging and filling of marshlands and tidelands; empower coastal 
counties and municipalities to levy taxes for erosion control and hurricane protection 
projects; create State revolving fund (administered by Board of Water and Air Re- 
sources) for advances for local erosion control programs not financed by federal 
funds; provide for State responsibility for sand dune protection in counties where 
no provision has been made. Marine Research- accept the donation and transfer of 
the Wrightsville Marine Bio-Medical Laboratory to UNC at Wilmington; accept donation 
of Roosevelt property in Carteret County for education-scientific "Sea-Lab." Natural 
Resources- require oil shippers to pay a fine, cleanup costs and damages in the event 
of oil spills in coastal and harbor waters; require permit for any new oil handling 
facility; broaden coverage of oil and gas conservation laws to prevent environmental 
damage in explorations and other activities; authorize Utilities Comm'n to prescribe 
and enforce controls on environmental damage by public utilities; make comprehensive 
study of soil erosion and sedimentation problem and submit plan to 1973 General 
Assembly. Community Appearance- declare littering illegal on all State-owned lands; 
strengthen laws on junked motor vehicles; establish municipal appearance commissions. 
Mining- require that mined-over lands be reclaimed by some reasonable procedure. 

Pest Control Compact- join other states in nationwide pest control compact. Inter- 
state Environment Compact- join 1/7-state Southern Regional Environmental Compact. 
Pesticide Law- create Pesticide Board to regulate use and disposal of pesticides 
through Commissioner of Agriculture. Regional Water Systems- provide for planning 
and construction of regional water supply systems. Land Use Planning and Policy- 
recognizing NC's rural/urban balance, authorize NC Council on State Goals and Policy 
to make comprehensive study of land use patterns. Board of Water and Air Resources- 
revise composition of Board so as to bar possible conflicts of interest. Smith 
Island- initiate condemnation proceedings for the State to obtain Smith (Baldhead) 
Island.

"To permit banks to suspend business during an emergency and for other 
reasons." Adds new GS 53-77.3 empowering Comm'r of Banks by proclamation to author- 
ize closing of all banks in area in which emergency exists, or closing of a particu- 
lar bank or banks for which emergency exists; "emergency" being defined as any 
condition or occurrence which may interfere physically with conduct of normal busi- 
ness operations or threaten safety or security of persons or property (examples 
include fire, hurricanes, storms, labor disputes or strikes, power failures, fuel 
shortages, robbery, epidemics, riots). Directs banks to remain closed until Comm'r 
or directors of bank determine end of emergency, the days bank was closed being con- 
sidered legal holidays and the bank not being liable for losses due to closing. 


S 406 Tax refunds to charitable groups GS 105 
Introducer: Burney Sent to FINANCE 


"To amend G.S. 105-164.14 to enable certain hospitals, educational itnstttu- 
tions and other charitable and religious institutions to file claims for refund 
semiannually." Amends GS 105-164.14(b) to require Commissioner of Revenue to make 
sales and use tax refunds semiannually to charitable institutions. (Now, refunds 
made annually.) Authorizes groups requesting refunds to file written request for 
refund covering first six months of calendar year before Oct. 15 following said 
period, and April 15th following close of second six months period. (Now, request 
filed on or before April 15th for 12 month period.)

"Establtshing the North Carolina Crimtnal Justice Tratning and Standards 
Counetl." Establishes NC Criminal Justice Training and Standards Council in either 
Executive Office of Governor or Dep't of Justice, with membership as follows: 5 
chosen by Sheriffs' Assoc., 5 chosen by Assoc. of Police Executives, 1 from Justice 
Dep't chosen by Atty. Gen'l, 1 from DMV chosen by Comm'r Motor Vehicles, 1 for Cor- 
rectional System chosen by Gov., 1 from courts chosen by Chief Justice, 1 at large 
chosen by Gov., Director of Inst. of Gov't, Director of Law Enforcement Training in 
Dep't Community Colleges, ECU and UNC-C's directors of Criminal Justice Programs. 
Sets out specified l-yr., 2-yr., and 3-yr. terms for all members except named 
directors of particular agencies (for eventual 3-yr. staggered terms); authorizes 
reimbursement for expenses for all members and also regular state per diem for 
members who are not public officers or employees; empowers Gov. to name chairman; 
requires at least 4 regular meetings per year. Sets out powers of Council, which 
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generally include establishing minimum educational and training standards for em- 
ployment in criminal justice system, certifying persons as qualified, development 

of training programs, stimulating research, setting minimum salary and benefit 
levels. Directs Council to provide by regulation that all persons employed as crimi- 
nal justice officers complete training program and that officer also meet certain age, 
education, character, experience and other standards (with exception for officers 
already serving under permanent appointment on July l, 1969). Authorizes Council to 
make state grants to localities of up to 60% of salary, tuition, living and travel 
expenses for officers attending approved training programs.

"To more adequately protect the rights of the mentally tll and for other 
purposes and to amend Chapter 122 of the General Statutes relating to Hospitals for 
the Mentally Disordered." Adds new Art.3A, "Patients' Rights" to Ch. 122 "'to 
guarantee that no person by virtue of receiving the services of the Dep't of Mental 
Health or of any program approved by the Dep't or of any facility licensed by the 
Dep't shall lose in whole or in part any rights or liberties, except as provided by 
law." Enumerates rights as follows: all rights under Constitution or laws of NC 
or US; subject to other provisions of law, the right to register and vote, marry 
and obtain divorce, obtain and retain driver's license, dispose of property, execute 
instruments, make purchases, enter contractual relationships, devise and bequeath 
property unless adjudicated incompetent under Ch. 35, obtain representation by legal 
counsel with respect to status as patient regardless of ability to pay; right to no 
unauthorized publication or use of patient's judicial and hospital records (specifies 
manner in which and persons to whom confidential records may be disclosed). As to 
institutional inpatients declares right to adequate treatment and rehabilitation 
according to specified criteria (staff, treatment plans and record, annual review); 
right to personal privacy and dignity, to wear own clothes, keep and use personal 
possessions and reasonable sum of own money, receive visitors daily, have access 
to telephones and make and receive confidential calls, have access to letter-writing 
materials and to mail and receive unopened correspondence. Other rights include: 
freedom from physical restraints except in cases of imminent danger of infliction 
of injury to one's self or others, right not to be subjected to experimental research 
without patient's express and informed consent or that of his guardian or representa- 
tive; right to choose among alternative forms of treatment and to refuse specific 
treatment unless determined incompetent to make decision; right to refuse electro- 
shock therapy unless determined incompetent to make decision; right to receive re- 
muneration for work done; right not to be arbitrarily transferred without medical 
or administrative justification and to be near own home if space available and 
consideration of patient's welfare; right to detention or treatment only in appro- 
priate facilities excluding jails or penal facilities unless person formally charged 
or convicted of a crime. 

Requires patients be informed of these rights and if, right denied to patient, 
reason for such action be entered in patient's record and be reviewed every 30 days 
by person denying right. Requires two representatives be named for patient upon 
admission to any facility unless patient objects. Requires patient's representatives 
be informed of patient's admission and of rights guaranteed herein. Requires Com- 
missioner to establish review boards in such number and location as to give patients 
access to them; boards to investigate allegations of violations of patient's right.

"To provide for the protection and conservation of the natural resources 
of the State of North Carolina through regulation and control of sources Of OUL 
pollution, conservation of otl and gas resources, and standards for environ- 
mental protection in connection with the operation of public utilities." Adds 
new Art. 53 to GS Ch. 143--the Oil Pollution Control Act of 19/71--providing for 
oil waste controls and requiring State permits for oil terminal and pipeline 
facility permits. 

Provides for oil waste controls as follows: (1) Prohibits discharge of 
oil into any waters, tidal flats, sewers, drains, beaches or lands in NC regardlesss 
of fault, except for discharges authorized by regulations of Board of Water and 
Air Resources (hereafter 'Board'') or caused by act of God, war, sabotage, or 
governmental negligence. (2) Requires permit from Board for any proposed discharge 
of oil onto land or waters, under regulations of Board. (3) Requires person 
responsible for prohibited oil discharge into waters to collect and remove the 
oil or (if not practicable), to take measures to contain, treat and disperse it 
without detriment to the environment, and to notify Department of Water and Air 
Resources (DWAR) of the spill and measures to contain and remove. Authorizes 
Board to take steps to investigate, remove, contain, treat or disperse oil spills. 
Requires SHC, Dep't of C & D, Wildlife Comm'n and other State agencies to cooperate 
with DWAR in coping with oil spills, and in establishing plans and procedures therefor. 
(4) Makes persons responsible for oil spills (unless excused) liable to the State for 
cost of cleanup and for damage to fish, animals, vegetation and other public re- 
sources and spells out procedures for recovery of damages by Attorney General. 
Establishes Oil Pollution Protection Fund under Board as revolving fund to defray 
expenses of coping with oil spills, and consisting of appropriated funds plus fees, 
charges, penalties or other recoveries by Board under this Article. Authorizes use 
of Contingency and Emergency Fund for cleanup costs if Oil Pollution Protection Fund 
inadequate to.defray costs. (5) Provides also for civil penalties for violations 
of Article, (maximum $50,000 per violation, in discretion of Board), criminal 
penalties for intentional or willful discharges (misdemeanor, with maximum 6 months’ 
imprisonment and/or $50,000 fine or both), lien on vessel from which oil spilled for 
penalties and costs, and civil liability without fault for damage to persons or 
property. 

Prohibits initiation of operation of oil terminal facility (capable of 
transferring, transporting, storing, processing or refining oil, with storage 
capacity in excess of 500 barrels), or pipeline facilities after 1/1/72 without 
operating permit from Board. Authorizes Board to adopt regulations governing oil 
terminal and pipeline design, construction and operation, and concerning reporting, 
inspection, discharge reports, procedures for removal of oil pollutants, and safety 
requirements for vessels and vehicles. Provides for civil penalties ($100 - $10,000) 
and criminal penalties (misdemeanor, up to 3 months and/or $5,000) for violations 
of this paragraph. 

Contains provisions identical to H 117 (digested in Bulletin No. 14, p. 89) 
concerning triggering of Oil and Gas Conservation Act of 1945, and authorizing 
regulations thereunder to protect environmental quality. Also amends GS 113-378 
to increase maximum bond of oil and gas well drillers to $5,000 (now, $2,500), and 
amends GS 113-380 to increase fines for violation of Oil and Gas Conservation Act 
to minimum $2,500 (now $500) and maximum $10,000 (now $2,000). 
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Adds new GS 62-53 to authorize NC Utilities Comm'n to adopt regulations 
establishing standards to protect the environment as affected by public utility 
operations, including: (a) rules concerning cooperation with other State agencies 
in control of air and water pollution by utilities and nuclear radiation hazards; 
and (b) regulations concerning underground wiring, Siting and construction of 
electric and natural gas transmission facilities, and of electric generating plants 
and other utility installations and facilities affected. These provisions are to 
be supplemental to, and not to abridge the powers of, the Board of Water and Air 
Resources and the State Board of Health.

Adds new subsections to GS 153-9 authorizing county bds. of comm'rs to 
provide by ordinance tor removal of abandoned motor vehicles from public or 
private property, defining abandoned to include the following: (1) left on 
public property in violation of parking ordinance; (2) failing to display current 
license tag; (3) partially dismantled or wrecked; (4) incapable of self-propulsion; 
(5) left on county property for over 24 hours; (6) left on private property without 
consent for over 2 hours; (/) left on any public grounds for over 7 days. Requires 
written request of owner or occupant of private property before abandoned 
vehicle removed trom that property, unless declared health or safety hazard. 
Directs notice be given to registered owner of vehicle, who is liable for removal 
costs, and authorizes public or private sale of vehicle after 30 days if owner 
does not pay costs or cannot be found and vehicle is appraised at over $50 
(or disposal by other means if under $50), proceeds of sale going to costs of 
removal with any remainder to general fund or to owner if he later turns up. 
Defines any abandoned vehicle which is inoperable, dismatled or damaged, 

5 years or older, and worth less than $25, or junk motor vehicle, and authorizes 
ordinance for removing it from public or private property, the latter under 

Same restrictions as above. Directs junk vehicle be held 15 days, during which 
time it can be claimed by owner, and be disposed of thereafter. Provides for 
notice to DMV of actions taken under act.

Spells out conditions upon which advances 
may be made, and makes advances subject to repayment from bond proceeds or other avail- 
able funds, except when Dep't of Water and Air Resources judges project not feasible.

Amends GS 105-130.19 by deleting GS 105-130.19 (b) and (c) which provide for 
installment payments or deferred payments of estimated taxes. 

Rewrites portions of Art. 4B, GS Ch. 105 (filing of declarations of estimated 
income tax and installment payments of estimated income tax by corporations), so as, 
generally, to require more frequent payment of estimated taxes and to delete provisions 


exempting corporations from payment of estimated if tax is under certain amount. 


Specifically, amends GS 105-163.25(5) by deleting from definition of "estimated tax" 
the provision that the estimated tax means the excess of amount by which corporation 
estimates as the amount of the income tax imposed by GS Ch. 105, Art. 4 "over sum 

of $100,000" (deletes quoted language). 

Rewrites GS 105-163.26(a) to require corporations, beginning for taxable 
years commencing on or after December 24, 1971 (now, January 1, 1960) to make declara- 
tion of estimated tax if income tax can reasonably be expected to be or exceed 
$40.00 (now, if tax reduced by credits can reasonably be expected to exceed $100,000.00). 

Rewrites GS 105-163.27 to provide for different times for filing declarations 
of estimated tax and for paying installments of the tax, the installments (based on 
a percentage of the total estimated tax) increasing as the taxpayer becomes aware that 
estimated tax is due under law and. as the taxable year moves towards its conclusion 
(e.g., if, during lst quarter, taxpayer becomes aware that estimated tax is due for 
that year, he shall pay installments of 254 of total estimated tax on quarterly basis, 
but if, during 3rd quarter, he becomes aware that estimated tax is due, he pays install- 
ment of 50% of total estimated on semi-annual basis), the effect being to require that 
a larger percentage of the estimate be paid earlier in each taxable year than under 
present law.

Introducer: M. Smith Sent to HY SAFTY 


"To amend Chapter 20 of the General Statutes to create an offense of 
drinking and driving and provide a stx month revocation of driving privilege upon 
conutetion." Adds new GS 20-139.2 making it unlawful for any person to drive or be 
in physical control of any vehicle upon the highways within this State while such 
person's ability to drive or operate such vehicle is impaired by presence of alcohol 
in his blood. Creates presumption driving ability impaired when chemical analysis 
of breath or blood of accused is as mush as 0.05 but less than 0.10 by weight. 
Provides in prosecutions under GS 20-138 (driving under influence) the offense 
charged is deemed to include offense punishable under proposed GS 20-139.2. Provides 
offense punishable by fine of $50-$250 or 15 days'-3 months' imprisonment or both. 
Amends GS 20-17 ("Mandatory revocation of license by Department") to add new GS 20-17 
(9) to provide mandatory 6-month license revocation of proposed GS 20-139.2.

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H 718 Gifts to Wildlife Commission GS 143

for wilditfe conservation and management." Adds new GS 143-247.1 authorizing 
Wildlife Resources Comm'n to accept gifts, donations, or contributions from any 
source, those gifts to be held in a separate account and used solely for wildlife 
conservation and management. 
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H 720 Water-air management, controls (Iden. S 432) GS 113,130,143,162A 
Introducers: Bryan and others Sent to WATER 


"To provide for the control of water and air pollution and the management and 
conservation of water resources." Provides authorization for a natural and scenic 
rivers system, floodway regulation by local governments with State support, regional 
sewage disposal planning, water and air pollution reports and monitoring, septic tank 
regulation, watercraft waste disposal, motor vehicle emission control standards and 
testing, and miscellaneous procedural changes in the Water and Air Resources Act. 

Natural and scenic rivers: Adds new Art. 29 to GS Ch. 113, instituting NC 
Natural and Scenic Rivers System to be administered by Dep't of Conservation and 
Development (C & D), and to consist of "natural river areas" (free-flowing unpolluted 
rivers in a natural condition, free of man-made impoundments and generally inaccessible 
except by trail) and "scenic river. areas" (largely free of impoundments, lands largely 
undeveloped but accessible in places by roads). Prescribes criteria for inclusion of 
any river or segment in system, as to segment length, boundaries, water quality and 
flow, and limited public access. Empowers Dep't of C & D to accept federal grants, 
study and propose to Governor and Assembly additions to system, establish reasonable 
regulations to carry out Article, reclassify scenic rivers as natural river areas, 
and acquire land within System by donation, purchase, exchange or eminent domain 
pursuant to GS Ch. 40, Art. 2. Provides that donation of scenic easement to State 
shall be deemed a "contribution" to State within meaning of GS 105-130.9 and 105-147 (16) 
(items deductible from corporate and individual income tax). Prescribes civil remedies 
(injunction, mandamus or other remedies) and criminal penalties (misdemeanor, maximum 
$50 fine) for violations of Article or regulations. Authorizes Dep't of Administration 
to advance from land-purchase appropriations sums to purchase land where U.S. Bureau 
of Outdoor Recreation will later reimburse. Designates following initial components 
of System: Black River and its tributaries to the Cape Fear (as natural river areas, 
except segments 1/2 mile above and below bridges as scenic areas); Cape Fear River, 

9 mi., from Buckhorn Dam to lower boundary of Raven Rock Park (natural river); Fishing 
Creek, 25-1/2 miles dividing Halifax and Nash Counties, from NC Hy. 561 bridge to 

Fishing Creek Mill Dam (as natural river, except 1/2 mile above and below bridges 

or scenic river); Green River from Lake Summit Dam downstream to Lake Adger (as 

scenic river, except segment from Hungry R. to island 1.3 miles upstream from SR 1151 
bridge as natural river); Linville River, approx. 15 mi. from Blue Ridge Parkway 

Bridge to US Forest Service Class A corner 1-1/2 mi. upstream from NC Hy. 126 (as natural 
river, except segment from Parkway Bridge to Linville Falls as scenic river). 

Floodway regulation: Prohibits placement of artificial obstructions in floodway 
of any "stream" (defined as a watercourse that collects surface runoff from area of one 
mile or greater, but not including flooding due to tidal or storm surge in estuarine 
or ocean waters), after floodway has been delineated by local governing body, unless 
a permit obtained from the responsible local government (a county or municipality). 


’ Defines "floodway" as that portion of channel and flood plain needed to pass 100-year 


flood without increasing flood elevation by more than one foot. Provides following 
uses may be made as a matter of right: agricultural & wildlife; recreational; heliports, 
loading and parking areas; utilities, bridges, streets, drainage facilities, sewage 
plant outlets and water intakes; temporary facilities, such as travelling shows; docks, 
ramps, piers; and dams. Does not affect existing obstructions, but they may not be 
enlarged or replaced without permit. Authorizes counties and municipalities to 
acquire existing artificial obstructions by condemnation (GS Ch. 40) or otherwise, 

if necessary to avoid flood damage. Spells out procedures for delineating floodways 
and issuing permits; provides for local governments to proceed under Article as in 

the case of an ordinance for better government of county or municipality, and pro- 
vides for meshing of municipal and county territorial jurisdiction generally as 

in the case of zoning ordinances, 
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Empowers State Board of Water & Air Resources to furnish technical assistance and to 
adopt interpretive regulations. Provides for injunctive and criminal (misdemeanor) 
remedies for violations of Article and of ordinances adopted thereunder, with 
continuing violations for each ten days of failure to remove obstructions after 
notice. Article does not preclude other authorized flood plain management measures. 

Regional sewage disposal planning: Adds new Article to GS Ch. 162A, entitled 
"Regional Sewage Disposal Planning", which -- (a) directs NC Board of Water & Air 
Resources (BWAR) to privide framework for regional sewage disposal planning and to 
coordinate, assist and review local actions; (b) creates revolving fund for regional 
water supply planning (to be administered by Department of Administration, with 
findings by DWAR as to eligibility of localities for advances) from which advances 
could be made to any local government to finance advance planning and engineering 
cost for preparation of comprehensive regional sewage disposal plans, subject to 
repayment from system bonds or other available funds, but to be forgiven if development 
proves infeasible. 

Specifies as conditions of eligibility for advances: (a) area is suitable for 
regionalization in terms of population, sewage sources, etc.; (b) applicant proposes 
long range regional comprehensive planning effort and coordination with land use 
planning; (c) licensed engineer will be employed to prepare plans, which will include 
benefit-cost analysis as well as necessary background information and blueprints; 

(d) firm assurance that work will be undertaken if feasible; (e) reasonable prospect 
of availability of federal or state aid if project depends on it. Defines "regional 
sewage disposal system" as a public sewage disposal system of a municipality, county, 
sanitary district or other political subdivision, providing or intended to provide 
or capable of providing, adequate sewage collection and treatment and disposal to a 
substantial portion of population of a county, or a multi-county region, or a 
metropolitan area in two or more counties. Act to be construed as supplemental to 
existing powers of SBH, BWAR and NC Utilities Comm'n concerning local and regional 
sewage disposal. 

Water and air quality reporting: Adds new part 8 to GS Ch. 143, Art. 21 
requiring all persons discharging wastes to waters or emitting air contaminants 
to file monthly reports with BWAR, or other periodic reports required by BWAR, 
containing such information as may be specified by BWAR, to be used for purposes 
of air and water pollution control only; and to establish and maintain adequate 
water and air quality monitoring systems and report thereon to BWAR. Prohibits 
discharge of wastes or contaminants in excess of capacity of (or untreatable by) 
any waste disposal system or air cleaning device. Makes violations of Part mis- 
demeanors, punishable by $100 to $1,000 penalty for each violation, and each day 
of noncompliance after notification by Board is separate offense. 

Septic tanks: Adds new GS 130-161.2 requiring every separate residence 
served by septic tank system to be served by individual tank on a lot of sufficient 
size suitable for septic tank, unless served by approved community type system. 
Specifies minimum lot size as 40,000 square feet, except that State Health Director 
may reduce size to not less than 15,000 where lot is served by approved public or 
community water system and soil has high absorptive capacity as indicated by tested 
percolation rates of two minutes or less; authorizes Director to increase lot sizes | 
under specified circumstances to protect public health. Section does not apply to 
lots registered prior to effective date of act by deed or subdivision plot with 
register of deeds, nor to septic tank systems installed prior to effective date of 
act. 
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Watercraft wastes: Adds GS 75A-6.1 to provide for adoption by State of 
federal standards of performance and regulations for marine sanitation devices 


when federal standards are promulgated, as directed by Federal Water Quality Act 
of 1970. Requires vessels equipped with marine toilets to provide sewage treatment 4 
device as prescribed by federal standards, while operating on waters of NC. |

Requires every insurer subject 
to registration to file forms giving specified information about organizational and 
financial structure of company, with financial arrangements involving 1/2% or less of 
admitted assets excluded from reporting requirements. Provides for termination of reg- 
istration of any insurer demonstrating it no longer is member of holding company system; 
consolidated filing for affiliated insurers; alternative registration by one insurer on 
behalf of another insurer part of same holding company system; exemptions to filing re- 
quirements by Comm'r; and filing by insurer of disclaimer of affiliation with any other 
authorized insurer, said disclaimer to relieve company of filing requirements unless 
disallowed for cause by Comm’r.. Makes failure to file registration statement within 
required time violation of Article. 

Sets standards for transactions with affiliates (e.g., fair terms and Secure 
books); for adequacy of surplus as determined by specified information as to insurer's 
operational and financial structure; and for payment of extraordianry dividends, no such 
dividend being permitted until (1) notice of declaration of dividend is given Comm'r who 
(2) within 30 days approves or fails to disapprove it (defines extraordinary dividend 
and provides company may declare such dividend, with right to dividend not to vest in 
shareholders until same approved by Comm'r or until he has failed to disapprove it 
within 30-day limit). Provides for limited examination by Comm'r of company's records 
as necessary to ascertain financial condition or legality of conduct of insurer; for 
use of consultants by Comm'r in making such examinations; for payment by insurer of 
expenses of examinations; and for confidential treatment of information gained in the 
course of such examination, unless (1) disclosure is made to insurance departments of 
other states,or (2) insurer gives prior written consent, or (3) Comm'r after notice and 
hearing to insurer determines that interests of policyholders, shareholders, or the 
public will be served by publication. Empowers Comm'’r (after notice and hearing) to 
issue such rules and regulatians as necessary to carry out provisions of Article. 
Empowers Comm'r to petition courts for injunctive and other equitable relief for vio- 
lations of Article. Provides fine up to $500 for any insurer or individual willfully 
violating Article, imprisonment up to 2 years if such willful violation involves deliber~+ 
ate perpetration of a fraud upon Comm'r, or both. Provides Comm'r may take insurer into 
receivership when any person has committed violation of Article threatening solvency of 
‘company or making hazardous further transaction of business by it. Provides for revoca- 
tion, suspension, or nonrenewal of insurer's license when Comm'r after notice and hearing 
determines insurer has committed violation of Article making continued operation of 
company contrary to interest of policyholders or public, said determination to be accom- 
panied by specific findings of fact and conclusions of law.

"To provide for the protection of the quality of the environment, and for the 
protection of the publte health through the regulation of the use, application, sale, 
and disposal of pesticides, and for the registration of pesticides." Adds new Art. 52 
to GS Ch. 143, entitled the North Carolina Pesticide Law of 1971, which creates a new 
NC Pesticide Board, provides for licensing of certain pesticide dealers and commercial 
applicators (and registration of licensees' employees), authorizes Pesticide Board to 
regulate sale and use of "restricted-use pesticides" and to regulate disposal of con- 
tainers and unused pesticides, and repeals Fair Trade Law (G.S. 66-57) as it applies to 
pesticides. Repeals GS Ch. 106, Arts. 4 (Insecticides and Fungicides), 4A (Insecticide, 
Fungicide and Rodenticide Act of 1947), and 4B (Aircraft Application of Pesticides), but: 
does not repeal Art. 4C (Structural Pest Control Act). 

Part 1: Provides for Pesticide Board, to consist of one member each representing 
NC Dep't of Agriculture, NC Dep't of Health and a State conservation agency, plus two 
at-large members (one directly engaged in agricultural production and one chosen from 
another field of endeavor); members to be appointed by Governor for staggered 4-yr. 
terms (initial terms specified); Board to appoint chairman from its members, who shall 
have full vote; 3 concurring votes required to approve any Board action. Designates 
Board as governing bd. for pesticide programs, and empowers it to adopt regulations 
and make policies for programs under Art. 52. Provides for NC Comm'r of Agriculture 
to administer and enforce Article. Provides for ll~member Pesticide Advisory Committee 


to furnish advisory assistance to Board and Comm'r; specifies composition of Advisory 


Committee (including a farmer, a conservationist, an ecologist, 2 industry representa- 
tives, three NCSU faculty members, and one member each from NC Dep't of Agric., NC Dep't 
of Health, and a State conservation agency). 

Part 2: Empowers Board to adopt and amend a list of restricted use pesticides 
(those so designated because they are persistent pesticides or because so hazardous 
as to require restrictions). Restricted use regulations may limit time and conditions 


of sale, distribution and use; may prohibit use for designated purposes or at desig- 


-Mated places and times; may require purchasers to certify that they will abide by 


—— 


regulations of restricted use pesticides; and may require purchase and use thereof 
only under permit and supervision of Board as designated. Substantially carries for- 
ward present pesticide registration statute (GS Ch. 106, Art. 4A), supplemented by 
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provisions concerning emergency suspension of registration, and expanded provisions 
concerning sampling and seizures. 

Parts 3 and 4: Requires pesticide dealers who distribute or sell restricted 
use pesticides (other than veterinarians, physicians, and dealers whose sales are 
limited to pesticides in consumer-sized packages) to be licensed annually and pay $25 
annual license fee. Specifies as qualifications for licensing two years' experience 
as employee or owner-operator in pesticide sales (years of training substitutable), or 
appropriate college degree; requires examination for original license; requires regis-— 
tration of employees selling or recommending pesticides. Spells out grounds for denial, 
suspension or revocation of licenses. Contains similar provisions for licensing of all 
commercial pesticide applicators (excluding persons applying pesticides only on own 
land and for accommodation of neighbors, but including persons in charge of equipment 
used by public utilities, and state and local governments) with $50 annual license fee 
and $10 annual inspection fee for each aircraft and $5 for each piece of ground equip- 
ment; requires registration of solicitors, salesmen and operators of applicators. 
Contains similar provisions for licensing of pest control consultants, with annual 
license fee of $50. Authorizes Board to adopt regulations concerning methods of pesti- 
cide application, which may restrict or prohibit uses of pesticides at designated times 
and places, in order to prevent damage by drift or misapplication. Requires pesticide 
wholesalers and manufacturers to file monthly reports of purchases, shipments and sales 
of pesticides. 5 

Part 5: Defines various terms, including "pesticides" (substances intended 
for destroying, preventing or mitigating insects, rodents, nematodes, fungi, weeds or 
other forms of animal life or viruses, declared to be a pest by the Board, and sub- 
stances intended for use as plant regulators, defoliants or desiccants). Spells out 
general powers of the Board (including rulemaking power), and procedures for regis-— 
tration of pesticides, rulemaking, actions affecting licensees, record-keeping, and 
inspections. Provides for fees and charges received by Board to be deposited with 
Dep't of Agriculture General Fund Budget with accounting procedures approved by Board. 
Prescribes penalties for violations of Act ($100 to $1,000 fine and/or up to 60 days' 
imprisonment, with continuing violations for each day's violation after notice). 
Authorizes Board to (a) require evidence of financial responsibility of any licensee 
under Act, and performance bond to secure performance of licensees’ contracts; and 
(b) permit provisional or interim licensing until 12/31/73 without examinations or 
other qualifications. 

Parts 3 and 4, and specified portions of Part 1 relating to registration, 
effective 1/1/72. Remainder of Act effective 7/1/71. 


S 446 Uniform crime reporting system GS 114, 14 
Introducers: McGeachy and others Sent to CORRECTN 


"To amend G.S. 114-10 regarding the Diviston of Crimtnal Stattsttes so as to 

establish a untform crime reporting system requiring muntetpal and county officials 

to submit certain information regarding the nature and volume of crime to the Attorney 
General to be correlated and statistics to be made therefrom."  Rewrites GS 114-10 to 
provide that AG is to establish Uniform Crime Reporting System in Dep't of Justice | 
and under his supervision, to collect criminal justice information from local offi- { 
cials under rules and regulations promulgated by AG. Indicates following kinds of. 
information to be included: number and kinds of crimes, disposition of cases, char- 
acteristics of offenders, property and persons missing, firearms registered, stolen 4 
property, warrants, drugs (last five items new). Authorizes AG to also include infor- i 
mation available from other State and from federal agencies, Requires AG to analyze 
information and report biennially to Governor and General Assembly on nature of crime 
in the State and operation of criminal justice agencies. Subjects any local law en- 
forcement official who wilfully fails to provide requested information to be amerced 

on motion of AG for $200. (Now, similar duties given to Division of Criminal Statistics 
in Dep't of Justice but duty of local officials to participate not spelled out nor is rule- 
making power of AG.) Makes conforming amendment in GS 114-10.1 (Police Information Network)

Requires Comm'n report its findings including any 
recommendations for election law changes to Governor prior to next regular session 
of General Assembly for transmittal to Assembly. Provides for meetings of Comm'n 
and for payment of expenses of members not officers or employees of State from 
Contingency and Emergency Fund.

"To ratify a proposed amendment to the Constitution of the United States to 
extend the rtght to vote to ettizens eighteen years of age or older."

Introducers: McDaniel and others Sent to CONS&DEV 


"To require advanced planning’ and a publte' hearing by counttes and munietpalt- 
ties prior to acquisttton of open spaces and areas and to prohtbit the conversion of 
such property to uses other than those originally approved." Adds new GS 160-181.10 
requiring that before county or municipality can acquire land for open spaces it must 
adopt comprehensive plan giving details of proposed use and development, and that that 
plan shall not be approved until after public hearing for which 15 days' notice has 
been given (in newspaper or, if no newspaper with gen'l circulation in jurisdiction, 
by posting in four public places). Prohibits county or municipality from converting 
open spaces land to uses other than those originally approved pursuant to this section. 


H 740 Registering guns, weapons GS 14 
Introducer: Martin Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To regulate the possesston and transfer of certain guns and destructive 
devices." Adds new article to GS Ch. 14 requiring all possessors of particular guns 
and destructive devices to register the number or other identifying marks with the 
SBI Director, and providing penalties for failing to register, for altering identifi- 
cation marks after registration, for failing to affix marks assigned by SBI, for trans- 
ferring weapon without complying with requirements of photographing and fingerprinting 
and notification of SBI, and for knowingly supplying false information in any of those 
actions. Makes violation general misdemeanor and subjects weapon to seizure and for- 
feiture. Defines weapons to which Article applies to include: (1) weapons able to 
shot more than one shot by single function of trigger; (2) single-shot shoulder wea- 
pons; (3) shotguns; (4) generally bombs, explosives, incendiaries, grenades, etc.; 

(5) silencers or mufflers for any listed weapon; (6) any type of weapon able to fire 
a projectile and having barrel with a bore of over 1/2" in diameter. Makes exception 
for devices not originally intended as weapons, for weapons converted to other use, 
and for antique guns; and provides exclusions from act for various officials and 
dealers. Requires Director of SBI to maintain central registry of weapons, to print 
and distribute necessary forms, and to assign identifying mark to weapons without one. 
Provides that registration or other information required under act shall not be used 
as evidence of any crime occurring prior to filing of registration, except violation 
or FArticle “hi fective Jans 2 5 !L972% 


H 744 Halifax hunting on highways GS 143 
Introducer: Josey Sent to WILDLIFE 


"To prohtbtt the taking of game from certain publte highways in Halifax County." 
Prohibits in Halifax County (a) hunting, taking or killing birds, animals or beasts 
by use of firearms from roadways or rights-of-way of public highways, and (b) the dis- 
charging of firearms on or across public highways. Makes violation misdemeanor (max- 
imum fine of $50.00 or 30 days' imprisonment, or both), and authorizes peace officers 
and wildlife game protectors to enforce bill.

Generally calls for stricter 
requirements, by requiring camp to be in area not subject to health or safety hazards 
and to have recreational space, by requiring water outlets to have adequate drainage, 
by prohibiting use of common drinking cups, by requiring more toilets (one for each 15 
users rather than one per 20), and directing that they be lighted and ventilated and 
clean and not be located within 50 feet of food handling areas. Also adds requirements 
that bathing and handwashing facilities be located within 200 feet of each housing unit, 

that adequate laundry facilities be provided, that housing meet certain requirements of 
ceiling height and floor space per user (50 sq. ft. per user for sleeping area with 
Single beds, for example) and that the housing be adequately screened and have locks 
and fire precautions. Requires one electrical outlet per room (now, per unit), 
adequate lighting for common areas, heating equipment if temperature falls below 
68 degrees, sanitary facilities if cooking allowed in units, and particular sized 
containers for garbage disposal. Effective Jan. 1, 1972.

'to others. Specifies conditions for which insurer may cancel policy, including, for 
example, a policy obtained through material misrepresentation; violation of any of 
the material terms or conditions of the policy by the insured; insured's loss of 
his driver's license through suspension or revocation, or if insured should become 
Subject to any physical or mental condition which “‘impairshis ability to operate a 
motor vehicle; or, insured's conviction or plea of nolo contendere or bond forfeiture 
for any felony involving a motor vehicle, any homicide arising: out of the operation 
"of a motor vehicle, or operation of a motor vehicle under the influence of alcohol;

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equal rates under a fair insurance plan." Rewrites GS 20-279.34 (which provides for 
the assigned risk plan), as follows: Directs Comm'r of Insurance to develop fair 
insurance plan submitted by insurance carriers with reasonable prorating among them 

for exposure due to coverage in excess of minimum requirements for financial responsi- 
bility covering applicants unable to secure insurance through ordinary means. Requires 
insurance carriers to subscribe to such plan of comm'r as prerequisite to writing 
automobile liability insurance in NC. Provides that if Comm'r does not approve any 


plan, or none is submitted, Comm'r required to formulate and put into effect reasonable 


plans submitted to him by persons desiring coverage pursuant to act. Requires all insur- 


_ ance carriers engaged in selling motor vehicle liability insurance in NC to accept any 


and all risks assigned by Comm'r, and, upon payment of premium, issue a policy that 


meets, at least, minimum requirements for financial responsibility, and at the option 


of applicant, coverage up to $300,000 because of bodily injury to or death of two or 


_ more persons in any one accidnet, and up to $100,000 for property damage in any one 


accident. Provides that if applicant desires excess coverage, and any insurance com- 
pany in NC is writing such coverage, then that company is required to issue applicant 
coverage up to that amount for period not to exceed one year. Requires immediate bind- 
ing coverage upon written or oral application either by personal appearance, or by letter, 
telephone, or telegraph, and payment of proper amount of premium. Requires plan to pro- 
vide that any agent licensed as fire and casualty agent in NC authorized to receive 
applications or payment for motor vehicle liability insurance on behalf of any insur- 
ance company is agent of Comm'r and may take application and receive premium payment 

on behalf of Comm'r or such other person designated under plan who is authorized to 

bind coverage. Requires agent to forward payment to Comm'r within 48 hours. Requires 
plan to provide that every person required to file proof of financial responsibility 


'_who has been unable to obtain such through ordinary methods, or every person desiring 


to obtain coverage under this section, shall have right to apply to have his risk 
assigned. Where application for insurance is made to Comm'r, it is deemed that appli- 
cant desires coverage under this section, and Comm'r shall so assign, and insurance 
company shall so accept. Provides that Comm'r to establish reasonable rates, classifi- 
cations, schedules, rules and regulations, provided, Comm'r required to establish rates, 
etc. identical to those approved for insurers writing motor vehicle liability insur- 
ance in NC outside this plan. Empowers Comm'r, after reviewing information pertaining 
to applicant or policyholder and after determining that applicant's operator's license 
is suspended or revoked, to refuse to assign application, to approve rejection of appli- 
cation, to approve cancellation of insurance, and to refuse to approve renewal or 
reassignment of expiring policy, otherwise, nonrenewal or cancellation may only be 

for nonpayment. Relieves Comm'r from liability for any act in connection with admin- 
istration of act, except upon proof of actual malfeasance. Provides assignment of risk 
available to nonresidents. only for motor vehicles registered and principally garaged 

in NC. Covers also vehicles operated by county or municipality for ambulance service 
or as a rescue squad. Effective Jan. 1, 1972 and applicable to policies written or 
renewed after that date.

Introducer: Currie sent to PUB HLTH 


"To amend Article 16 of Chapter 130 of the General Statutes relating to 
the regulation of the manufacture of bedding." Identical with H 785 digested in 
House section of today's Bulletin. 


HOUSE 


H 781 Water supply damages recoverable GS 143, 160 
Introducer: Nash Sent to WATER 


"To authorize publte agenctes providing water services to recover domages 
from person polluting the water supply." Authorizes public agencies owning or oper- 
ating water systems to recover as damages any additional costs incurred in providing 
water supply as the result of violation by another of water quality standards or 
violation of any other State law concerning pollution of waters. Sets out procedure 
for written demand for payment of damages to be made to polluter within 6 months of 
‘time damages were sustained, with continuing violations being subject to demands from 
time to time, and authorizes suit in superior court for county in which agency located 
(or, at agency's choice, in superior court for county where violation took place) if 
Payment not made within reasonable time. Establishes measure of damages as being any 
costs of purification,etc. which would not have been sustained but for the pollution 
violation, including cost of additional facilities and equipment (it being also pro- 
vided that the cost may be apportioned if it is excessive with regard to the nature 
and extent of the violation), and provides that if several polluters are involved 
they are jointly and severally liable. 


H 782 Poll book, voting records GS 163 
Introducer: Gentry Sent to ELECTION 


"To amend Chapter 163 of the General Statutes of North Carolina so as to 
afford protection to all voters at the time of voting." Rewrites GS 163-150(f) 
to require at each primary and election one judge appointed pursuant to GS 163-41(a) 
(precinct registrars and election judges) or an assistant appointed pursuant to 
GS 163-42 (poll assistants) be designated by registrar to keep poll book prescribed 
by State Election Board (now, book kept by judge designated by registrar). Requires 
poll book keeper enter name of every person voting, and at time voter has his name 
checked on loose-leaf registration record, requires voter sign name in poll book in 
column opposite his name as recorded by poll book keeper. Requires State Election 
Board to prescribe exact procedure and instruct county election boards, which shall 
instruct precinct officials. If voter cannot sign name, requires him to make his 
mark and precinct official to initial it. Requires poll book entries be made at time 
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voter is checked on loose-leaf registration record, and such signature or mark serve 
as receipt for ballots where paper ballots used and "authorization to vote" where 
voting machines used. Empowers poll book keeper to request identification of any 
voter about whom reasonable question exists. Deletes provision exempting counties 
where full-time and permanent registration exists, making above provisions applicable 
in all counties.

Introducers: Stevens and others Sent to AGRICULT 


"To amend G.S. 113-81.1 so as to exclude ornamental trees and shrubbery 
‘and Christmas trees." Identical with S 474 digested in Bulletin No. 72, p. 565.

"To update the titles of the members of the Mental Health Counetl and add 

- the names of organtzattons tnvited to membership on the Counetl." Changes compo- 
sition of Mental Health Council as set out in GS 122-105 by deleting reference to 
Chairman of Bd. of Mental Health, by substituting Dep't of Social Services for 

former references to Dep't of Public Welfare, by substituting Director of Division 

of Exceptional Children in Dep't of Public Instruction for Director of Special Educ. 
Section, and by adding representatives of the following organizations: NC Personnel 
and Guidance Assoc., Assoc. of MH Centers, Council of NASW Chapters, Extension Home- 
makers Assoc., Council on Mental Retardation, Division of Recreation of Dep't of Local 
Affairs, Dep't of Veterans Affairs, Academy of Gen'l Practice, Nurses' Assoc. and 
League for Nursing, Council of Child Psychiatry, Alcoholism Professionals, Council

H 785 Manufacture of bedding (Iden, S 481) GS 130 
Introducers: Chase and Stewart Sent to HEALTH 


"To amend Article 16 of Chapter 130 of the General Statutes relating to the 
regulation of the manufacture of bedding." Extends GS 130-173 to cover all materials 
used in manufacture of bedding in NC or to be sold in NC (now, latter not included), 
and to require that bedding tags list name and kind of material or materials used to 
fill such bedding listed in order of their predominance (now only requires list of 
materials). Deletes requirement that bedding tag state name and address of maker or 
vendor of bedding. Amends GS 130-176 to prohibit any person from manufacturing bed- 
ding to be sold in NC until he has secured "manufacturer's license". (Now, applicable 
only to person manufacturing bedding in NC.) Amends GS 130-177 raising cost of 500 
bedding stamps to $18.00 (now $12.00), and cost of stamp exemption permit to rate of 
$18.00 for each 500 bedding units or fraction thereof (now $12.00), and sets maximum 
charge at $750.00 (now $500.00). Defines what constitutes bedding unit for purpose 
of computing "Stamp Exemption Permits" only, and requires NC stamp exemption number 
appear on law label. Amends GS 130-178 to limit Health Board, inspections only to 
places where bedding is manufactured or sold within NC. Effective January 1, 1972. 


H 788 (House Resolution) LRC study, suing polluters STUDY 
Introducer: Bryan Sent to WATER 


"Authorizing the Legtslative Research Commission to study the need for legisla- 
tion concerning standing to sue to protect the environment." Directs LRC to study need 
for legislation giving citizens standing to sue to enforce anti-pollution laws and 
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regulations, with report and recommendations to be made to 1973 General Assembly. 


H 789 Condominium law defin. GS 47A 
Introducer: 5S. Johnson Sent to JUDIC 1 


"To amend G.S. 47A-3 to redefine "building" for purposes of the condomtntum 
law." Amends definition of building in GS 47A-3(la) to mean a building, or group 
of buildings, each containing one or more units and comprising a part of the property, 
provided the property contain not less than two units. (Now, each building must 
contain two or more units and proviso not included.) 


H 790 Blood transfusions, containers GS 90 
Introducer: Hightower Sent to HEALTH 


"To regulate the storage and transfustons of blood." Adds new GS 90-220.12 
requiring all blood stored in NC for purpose of transfusions to be labeled "Commercial 
Blood" (blood given by individual in exchange for money) or "Volunteer Blood" (blood 
donated absent exchange of money) at time of donation. Provides any person receiving 
blood to get first pint from ''Volunteer Blood", if available. Subsequent transfusions 
to same recipient to be from "Volunteer Blood", if available, and it can be ascertained 
that recipient or member of immediate family (as defined) has ever been, or is 
currently volunteer blood donor; if it cannot be ascertained whether recipient or 
immediate family was volunteer donor, recipient to receive only "Volunteer Blood", 
if available. Makes it misdemeanor to store "Volunteer Blood" in container labeled 
"Commercial Blood" and vice-versa, punishable by fine from $100 to $500. Exempts 
blood stored prior to enactment. Requires blood received from outside NC to be 
labeled. Provides Act not apply if, in medical judgement of attending physician, 
it is in best interests of patient to administer other than volunteer blood.

for Girls tn Kinston." Appropriates $85,000 out of General Fund as title indicates. 
S 484 Archives and History-law rewrite Goad 
Introducers: Futrell and Norton Sent to ST GOVT 


"To amend G.S. Chapter 121 revising and clarifying the powers of the North 
Carolina Department of Archives and History." Rewrites GS 121-7 to provide that for 
purpose of protecting or preserving property of historical, archaeological, archi- 
tectural or cultural importance Dep't of Archives and History may acquire, preserve, 
restore, hold, maintain, operate, or dispose of such property. Provides property may 
be real (fee or lesser interest) or personal and may be acquired by gift, grant, 
bequest, devise, lease, purchase, or condemnation (pursuant to Are DE CSNhO rn: 
Rewrites GS 121-7.1 to provide that in case of realty, interest to be limited to that 
reasonably necessary to preserve property. Adds new GS 121-7.2 to -7.6, permitting 
Dep't to acquire or dispose of fee or lesser interest to property for purpose of 
conveying or leasing back to original owner or to any other person by private sale in 
way to assure its preservation. Provides property conveyed may be subject to such 
restrictions as Dep't may prescribe to effectuate preservation. Provides historical 
property acquired may be used by Dep't for any public purpose within its power, such 
property not to be subject to condemnation unless approved by Governor and Council of 
State. Permits Dep't to enter into contracts with Federal Gov't and to accept 
‘financial and other assistance and comply with reasonable conditions. Permits Dep't 
to assist any county, city, or other political subdivision, corporation or organization, 
or private individual in development of historical sites by providing portion of cost 
provided: (1) property is approved by Dep't according to criteria adopted by NC 
Advisory Council on Historic Preservation; (2) Dep't receives and considers recom- 
mendations of Advisory Council; and (3) Dep't finds feasible and practical method of 
providing funds. Provides that where assistance is to private owners, it shall be on 
condition that: (1) property is accessible to public; (2) expenditure is supervised 
by Dep't; and (3) expenditures are to be accounted to Dep't. Permits Governor and 
Council of State, upon recommendation of Dep't to allocate from Contingency and 
Emergency Fund amount sufficient to acquire option expiring 90 days after adjourn- 
ment: sine die of next General Assembly, or for immediate purchase of historical 
property. Provides that all funds hereinafter appropriated are to be administered 
pursuant to Art. 1 of GS 143, unless statute making appropriation provides otherwise. 
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Permits Dep't, after approval of Governor and Council of State, to exercise power 

of condemnation in mame of State. Rewrites GS 121-8 establishing NC Advisory 

Council on Historic Preservation (succeeds Historic Sites Advisory Committee) 

composed of 12 members as follows: 7 members of Executive Bd., ex officio, of Dep't; 
State Budget Officer; State Property Control and Construction Officer; one member 
appointed biennially by Governor, who shall be member of NC Chapter of American 
Institute of Architects; one member appointed biennially by Governor, who shall be 
member of American Ass'n of Museums; and one archaeologist appointed by Director of 
Dep't. Provides Chairman and Vice-Chairman of Executive Bd. of Dep't to serve, 

ex officio, as Chairman and Vice-Chairman of Council; and Director of Dep't, or his 
designee, to serve as Secretary of Council. Provides this office may be held con- 
currently with any other office, members to hold office until successors qualify 
(vacancies to be filled in same manner as original appointment and for balance of 
unexpired term.) Provides it is duty of Council to provide advisory and coordinative 
mechanism to discuss potentially harmful undertakings. Requires Council to act with 
reasonable diligence to insure all State departments potentially affected by GS 121-/ 
through 121-8.3 are kept informed about historic places. Requires Council to prepare 
and adopt criteria for evaluation of all historical and potential historical sites. 
Requires Council to make report on all property for which State aid or appropriations 
are proposed, setting forth the following: (1) whether property is historically 
authentic; (2) whether it is of such educational, historical, or cultural signi- 
ficance as to be essential to development of balanced program; (3) estimated total cost; 
(4) whether practical plans may be developed for funding of non-State portion of cost; 
(5) whether practical plans have been developed for staffing, maintenance and operation 
without State assistance; and (6) further comments and recommendations of Council. 
Requires Director of Dep't to furnish chairmen of legislative committees to which is 
referred any bill seeking appropriation of State funds for purpose of assisting 
historical property, at least 5 copies of the report of the Council. Rewrites 

GS 121-13 to provide for portrait of each Governor to be made and placed in Dep't 

or other appropriate State building in Raleigh, the cost of such portrait not to 

exceed $12,000 (now, $4,000). Requires Dep't to care for State Capitol, subject to 
availability of funds, and to preserve it as historic shrine, with the aid of such labor 
that may be made available to Dep't by Dep't of Administration. Requires copy of all 
official messages of Governor be delivered to Dep't and from these, a "skilled and 
competent editor" shall compile and publish them, funds to be from the Contingency and 
Emergency Fund. Provides that all provisions are severable in case one part is declared 
unconstitutional or invalid.

H 799 Prison labor-study comm'n MISC RES-STUDY 
Introducers: Tart and H. Rountree Sent to CORRECTN 


"Establishing a commission to study the use of prison labor in competttton 
with private enterprise tn North Carolina." Creates nine-member commission to make 
comprehensive study of extent of all enterprises operated by or under NC Dep't of 
Correction utilizing prison labor. Study to focus on need for such enterprise, 
its rehabilitative effects, and extent to which its operation affects NC business 
and consuming public. Requires members be appointed as follows: three by Governor 
(one to be chairman), three by Lieutenant Governor, and three by Speaker of House. 
Authorizes expenses to be paid from Contingency and Emergency Fund pursuant to 
GS 143-12, and members who are not officers or state employees to be paid same per 
diem expenses as provided for members of NC boards generally. Directs Dep't of 
Correction and all other NC agencies to cooperate with Comm'n. Provides Comm'n 
terminates upon filing of final recommendations and report, with legislative recom- 
mendations, to 1973 Gen. Assemb. 


H 800 Real property marketability GS 47 
Introducers: Barker and others Sent to JUDIC 2 


"To provide for the marketability of real property in the State of North 
Carolina." Adds new Chapter 47B (Marketable Title to Realty). Declares purpose 
of new chapter to extinguish certain conflicting claims of title to property, so 
that, if person claims title to realty under chain of record title held for 30 
years and no other persons have. filed claim during the period, all conflicting 
claims based on title transaction prior to period are extinguished. Provides any 
person capable of owning realty in NC who has had vested interest for 30 years or 
more has marketable title to such interest. Provides person has interest of record 
for 30 years or more when public records disclose title transaction affecting 
title for not less than 30 years purporting to create interest in (1) person claim- 
ing such interest, or (2) some other person from whom such interest has passed to 
person claiming such title, with nothing in record appearing to divest him of title. 
Provides marketable record title to be free and clear of all rights, estates, 
interests, claims or charges occurring prior to such period, provided marketable 
record title shall not affect (1) certain interests inherent in muniments of title 
of which chain is formed; (2) interests preserved by filing proper notice provided 
for in bill; (3) interests of person in present, actual and open possession as 
long as that person is in possession; (4) interests of person who likewise has market- 
able title under bill and who is listed as owner of such property on tax books;

(5) rights of owners of mineral rights and public easements where rights are duly 
recorded; (6) interests of US to extent prohibited by federal law; (7) interests 
created subsequent to such 30-year period; and (8) deeds of trust duly recorded and 
not otherwise unenforceable. Provides, interest may be retained by registering (with- 
in such 30-year period) acknowledged written notice in office of register of deeds 
setting forth nature of claim. Requires notice to be registered by claimant or one 
in his behalf if claimant is under a disability, unable to assert claim on his be- 
half or one of a class whose identity cannot be established with certainty. Requires 
notice to contain description of realty, name of any record owner at time notice is 
registered and statement showing nature of such claim. Requires register of deeds 

to accept and record all notices presented and to record them under grantee index. 
Provides if 30 years have expired prior to Oct. 1, 1970, no interest shall be barred 
until Oct. 1, 1974. Forbids asserting false claims and provides court may award 
cost, including reasonable attorney fees, and treble damages to prevailing party 

in litigation involving false claims. Provides bill does not affect any statute of 
limitations. States bill to be liberally construed. Effective July 1, 1971. 


H 801 Ind'l revenue-antipollut. facils. GS 159A 
Introducers: Roberson and others Sent to CONS&DEV 


"Authortaing the creatton tn counttes of pollutton abatement and tndustrtal 
factltttes finaneing authorities." Adds new GS Ch. 159A ("North Carolina Pollution 
Abatement and Industrial Facilities Financing Act'') authorizing counties to establish 
industrial bond authorities to be known as County Pollution Abatement and Industrial 
Facilities Financing Authority, the creating ordinance to state whether Authority 
may issue bonds for pollution control or industrial facility financing or both. 

Act prescribes number of members of Authority, terms, and oath requirements. After 
creation of Authority, county must apply to Dept. of C & D for determination that 
proposed operation of Authority is for public purpose, Dept's determination subject 
to judicial review. Sets forth powers of Authority, including power to sue and 

be sued, lease and exchange property, issue bonds, and construct and acquire projects, 
as defined. Authority not to have power of eminent domain. Specifies in detail 
what lease agreements the Authority may enter into with regard to its projects, 

and the covenants such leases must contain. Exempts Authority's property from 
taxation. Provides for construction contracts by Authority. Prohibits any officer 
or employee of Authority from having conflict of interests in contract made or 
property leased or owned by Authority. Provides that bonds issued by Authority 

not to be deemed debt of NC or pledge of (NC's faith and credit) or of faith and 
credit of political subdivision. Requires Authority bonds to be at rate of interest 
determined by Authority, as agreed upon by the lessee, and within the limitation of 
GS 24-1.1, and to mature within maximum of 40 years. Sets forth detailed pro- 
visions concerning trust agreements, remedies of bondholders, and eligibility of 
loans for investment by fiduciaries. Requires each bond issue be approved by Dir. 
of C & D. Contains detailed definitions of key terms including "costs" of pro- 
jects, "projects", and "distressed areas". 


H 803 County fire equipment funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducers: McFadyen and others Sent to APPROPRN 


"To appropriate funds to the Department of Conservatton and Development 
for purpose of providing firefighting equipment for Hoke and Cumberland Counttes." 
Appropriates $54,448 for fiscal 1971-72 and $13,668 for fiscal 1972-73 from 
General Fund to Dept. C & D (forestry div.) for purchasing and manning fire- 
fighting equipment for Hoke and southeast Cumberland counties. 
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H 804 Higher ed.-bonds, assistance (Iden. S 497) GS 116 
Introducers: Phillips and others Sent to HIGHR ED 


"To amend Article 23 of Chapter 116 of the General Statutes relating to 
the State Education Assistance Authority, to vest addittonal authority to issue 
revenue bonds and revenue refunding bonds and to authorize a program for grants and 
other assistance to residents of the State for education beyond the high school 
level." Rewrites Art. 23 of GS Ch. 116 to authorize system of financial assistance, 
consisting of grants, loans, work-study or other employment and other aids to quali- 
fied NC residents to enable them to obtain education beyond high school by attending 
public or private educational institutions. (Defines private institution to exclude 
seminary, Bible school or college, or similar religious institution.) 

Rewrites GS 116-206 to empower NC Educ. Assistance Auth. to acquire (with 
proceeds of bonds or any other funds available to it) from any bank, insurance com- 
pany or other lending institution financial obligations of students, or any interest 
or participation therein, in such amount and at prices and terms decided upon by 
Auth. Permits Auth. to take appropriate action and/or require execution of legal 
instruments to permit recovery of obligations. 

Rewrites GS 116-209.2 to permit Auth. to direct that proceeds of bonds be 
used to establish reserve accounts for securing bonds and facilitating making stu- 
dent loans and acquiring student obligations, to provide for payment of interest on 
such bonds and for other purposes which facilitate issuance of bonds at reasonable 
interest rates and terms. Adds to GS 116-209.3. (establishing NC Educ. Assist. Auth. 
Loan Fund) provision empowering Auth. to establish, in addition to loan fund, other 
trust funds or accounts for securing bonds, making student loans, acquiring student 
loan obligations or otherwise carrying out its powers. 

Amends GS 116-209.4 to provide for issuance of Auth. revenue bonds in aggre- 
gate outstanding principal amount not in excess of fifty million dollars (now, twelve 
and one-half million dollars). Provides bonds of each issue shall mature at time de- 
termined by Auth., not to exceed 30 years from issue date (now, 20 years). Allows 
issuance of interim receipts or temporary bonds, exchangeable for definitive bonds 
when available for delivery. Adds provision empowering Auth. to issue revenue refund- 
ing bonds. 

Permits bonds issued under bill to be secured by trust agreement between Auth. 
and corporate trustee (any trust company or bank having powers of trust company, within | 
or without NC). Permits trust agreement to provide for protecting and enforcing rights J 
and remedies of bondholders, including covenants setting forth Auth.'s duties in rela- — 
tion to student loans, acquisition of obligations, insurance, fees, penalties and 
other charges to be fixed and collected, sale or purchase of obligations or part 
thereot or other property, terms and conditions for issuance of additional bonds, and 
custody, safeguarding and application of all moneys. Trust agreement may set forth 
rights and remedies of bondholders and trustees and may restrict individual right of 
action by bondholders. Empowers Auth. to pledge to payment of principal and interest 
on bonds any moneys received under Gen. Ass'm's appropriation, unless restricted by 
Gen. Ass'm. . 

Amends GS 116-209.9 making all bonds negotiable instruments but exempting 
them from provisions of Uniform Commercial Code requiring filing of financial state- 
ment to perfect security interest. Adds new GS'116-209.16 thru —-209.23 granting 
Auth. all powers not specifically enumerated,necessary or convenient to carry out 
bill. Directs Auth. to establish statewide student assistance program for needy under- ~© 
graduates at public or private institutions in NC, provided no student shall be eligible 
to receive benefits for total of more than 45 months of full-time post-high school level 
education. Empowers Auth. to receive funds from Gen. Ass'm. and other public: orvpiaie ¥ 
vate sources, establish criteria to determine student need and who shall receive grants, 
prescribe form and regulate submission of applications, make grants under terms and 
conditions deemed advisable, encourage educational institutions to increase own re- 
sources available for financial assistance, and serve as agency to administer 
Statewide student assistance programs as may be established under federal law.

Adds new provisions classifying farmland, (as defined) as special 
class of property under Art. V, Sec. 2(2) of revised N.C. Const. Provides that land 
qualifying as farmland and used for farm purposes for 3 years preceding tax year of 
classification shall be uniformly taxed as class in every local taxing unit and shall 
be appraised only on basis of its value in its current use as farmland. Establishes 
procedures for obtaining farmland classification. Decision as to classification to 
be made by co. bd. of equalization and review upon recommendation of tax supervisor; 
appeal may be made to NC Bd of Assessment. Burden of showing land qualifies for 
farmland classification is on owner. Owner must make application for continuing 
classification preceding revaluation required by GS 105-278 (octennial revaluation). 
When land is classified as farmland, the tax supervisor shall enter two appraised 
values on property card: value as farmland and actual market value. When land pre- 
viously classified as farmland loses its eligibility for such classification, it 
becomes subject to deferred taxes for year in which eligibility is lost and for 3 
preceding years in amount equal to difference between taxes actually assessed and 
taxes that would have been assessed had the property been appraised at its true 
market value for the years in question, plus 6% annual interest on each year's de- 
ferred taxes. Tax bill for deferred taxes must be paid within 30 days after it is 
issued; penalty of 6% of total bill for nonpayment. Collection and foreclosure pro- 
visions of GS Ch. 105, Art. 27 made applicable. Owner of land classified as farm- 
land must file notice of intent to change use of land with tax supervisor when 
land use changed. Effective July 1, 1971.

Provides for transfers of existing State agencies (dep'ts, institutions, committees 
boards, officials, etc.) to one of 20 proposed principal dep'ts shown in table on green 
paper at the end of this Bulletin, as one of three designated types of transfers. Defines 
"Type I" transfer as transferring all or part of existing agency to a principal dep't, . 
including all powers, duties, functions, records, personnel, property, and unexpended 
balances, including rule-making, licensing, promulgation of rates and standards, and 
rendering of findings and orders and adjudications. Defines "Type II" transfer as trans— 
ferring intact an agency (or part thereof) to a principal dep't with the agency to con- J 
tinue to exercise its statutory functions of rule-making, adoption of standards, and 
rendering of findings, orders and adjudications independent of dep't head, except that 
management functions of agency shall be performed under supervision and direction of 
principal dep't head. (''Management functions'’ mean planning, organizing, staffing, 
directing, coordinating, reporting and budgeting.) Defines "Type III" transfers as 
transferring intact an agency (or part thereof) to principal dep't, with agency to 
exercise all its statutory powers independently of principal dep't head, except that 
"the related management functions" of transferred agency to be performed under direc- 
tion and supervision of principal dep't head. Provides for any agency established by 
General Assembly but not enumerated in Act to continue to exercise its powers, duties 
and functions. 

Authorizes heads of principal dep'ts with approval of Governor and Advis. Budg. | 
Com'n to establish, combine or abolish divisions and units, and to (re)allocate employees, 
powers, duties and functions to such divisions and units. Provides for Gov. to appoint 
dep't heads to serve at pleasure; for dep't heads to appoint chief deputies or 
assistants; and for dep't heads to appoint all employees under dep't. Exempts Gover- 
nor's staff, dep't heads, and chief deputies or ass'ts from State Personnel Act.

"Relating to the propagation and labeling and sale of pen ratsed quatl 
for food purposes tn Pender County." Amends GS 113-105 and adds new GS 113-105.2 
to provide that license may be obtained from Comm'r of Wildlife Resources for 
pen-raising wild quail. Carcasses of quail processed by a licensed dealer must 
be stamped with dealer's license number and year, stamp to be obtained from Comm'n. 
When birds are dressed for food purposes and stamped as provided in bill, they 
may be received and transported by common carriers. Violation of act is misde- 
meanor punishable by maximum fine of $50 or maximum imprisonment of 30 days or 
both.

Governor Robert W. Scott delivered his State Government Reorganiza 
tion Message to a joint session of the General Assembly today. In the 
message, he discussed generally the work of the Governor's Commission a 
State Government Reorganization and the time-table for completing the 
reorganization of state agencies and departments. He summarized his 
recommendations that most agencies, departments, boards, and functions 
consolidated under twenty major departments and addressed himself to 
certain specific items concerning the proposed Departments of Natural 
and Economic Resources and Administration. The Governor discussed 
generally the proposals contained in the Executive Organization Act of 
1971, the legislation implementing his recommendations, and stated that 
additional legislation would most likely be required in 1973. For a 
digest of the Executive Organization Act of 1971, see the House section 
of today's Bulletin and the organizational chart on the following 
two pages.

"Destgnating the ramp as the offictal North Carolina State Vegetable and the week 
Of May 9th as 'Ramp Week'."

S 548 Cost reduction incentive bonus GSei3s 
Introducers: Rauch and others Sent to ST GOVT 
"To provide for cost reduction tneenttve bonuses for State employees." Adds new 


Article 2 to GS Ch. 138 (proposed GS 138-8 through 138-13) providing for incentive bonus 
payments for employees of participating State agencies; Advisory Budget Comm'n to select 

mo fewer than three agencies (each with annual "'A"’ budget appropriation of not less than 
$200,000 for each year of biennium) for initial participation in plan, with designated 
agencies in subsequent years required only to have 50% or more support from State funds. 
Directs State Budget Officer to determine the difference between the amount appropriated 

to the agency in the "A" budget for the fiscal year and the amount actually expended 

during the fiscal year, with the agency's Incentive Bonus Fund to be 25% of the unexpended 
portion of the "A'budget when this unexpended portion is 20% or more of the agency's "A" 
budget for the year, 20% when the unexpended portion is 15% or more, 15% when 10% or more, 
and 10% when 5% or more.

Introducers: Allsbrook and others Sent to, JUDICaE 


"To vewrite Chapter 89 of the General Statutes relating to engineering 
and Land surveying." Completely rewrites GS Ch. 89, establishing a com- 
prehensive procedure for licensing and regulating the practice of professional 
engineering and land surveying. Creates NC Bd. of Registration for Engineers 
and Land Surveyors, consisting of five registered professional engineers (iste 
be "an educator") for Bd.'s Engineering Section and five registered land surveyors 
in private practice (2 to have dual registration as professional engineer and land 
surveyor and 2 to be certified for subdivision work) for Land Surveying Section. 
All Bd. members to be US and NC citizens/residents and have been practicing pro- 
fessional engineers or land surveyors for at least 10 yéars in NC (land surveyor 
members to have at least 5 years' private practice). Governor to appoint members 
of Bd., giving preferential consideration to nominees of professional engineering 
and land surveying societies in NC. Members to serve staggered terms (present Bd. 
members to continue in office until respective terms expire). Bd.'s powers include 
investigating all matters in its jurisdiction (as proposed by bill), compelling 
attendance of witnesses, administering oaths, taking testimony, employing ex- ; 
ecutive secretary (bill specifies his duties), establishing and conducting instruct-

ional programs for persons currently registered to practice engineering or land 
surveying and for prospective engineers and land surveyors, and certifying pro- 
fessional engineers and land surveyors. Persons seeking certification to pay 
registration fees ($20 for registration, maximum $15 for each eight-hour examin- 
ation) and meet following standards: satisfactory compliance with requirements of 
bill in opinion of Bd. or previous licensing in another state which grants 
reciprocity to NC professional engineers or land surveyors. Requirements for pro- 
fessional engineer include (a) graduation from engineering curriculum approved by .

(c) satisfactory record of 6 years' progressive practical experience in land 
surveying (4 of which to be under supervision of practicing registered land 
surveyor) and successful completion of Bd.'s written and oral examination. j

Bill provides for reexamination of unsuccessful applicants (upon charge of maximum fee 

of $15 for each eight-hour examination), and for renewal of certificate (upon payment 

$10 fee). Sets procedures for hearing and deciding malpractice and similar charges, 

and for imposing specified sanctions (reprimand, suspension, revocation of registra- 

tion, probationary revocation, or prohibition of permission to take examination). Sets 
forth penalties for unauthorized practice of professional engineering or land surveying 
(minimum fine of $100 or at least 3 months' imprisonment, or both). Permits practice 

of professional engineering or land surveying by corporations, partnerships or other 
business groups. Not applicable to practice of architecture, contracting, nonresident's 
practice of professional engineering or land surveying (under certain conditions), such 
practice by new resident of NC (under certain conditions), practice as employee or assis- 
tant to registered persons, practice by federal employees, internal engineering or research 
activities of certain corporations, or mechanics' or similar duties. Contains "grandfather" 
clause for persons currently registered as engineers or land surveyors; does not affect 
legal status of land surveys performed by engineers prior to effective date of bill. 
Provides for additional certification of land surveyors for subdivision work. Defines 
terms used in bill. Sets forth further educational requirements of engineering applicants.

H 282 Narcotic drugs-vehicle code (digested in Bulletin No. 30, p. 205) 


Committee substitute adopted in House 5/5/71 rewrites original bill. Makes 
it unlawful for person under influence of alcohol or drugs to drive or operate 
(original bill provided "drive or be in actual physical possession") on any highway 
or public vehicular area in NC (original bill provided "any vehicle within this 
State’ without specifying where within NC). Conforms GS 20-16 to that effect. Makes 
it unlawful for persons under influence of any narcotic or other drug to such 
degree that physical or mental faculties are appreciably impaired to drive or 
operate motor vehicle on highways or public vehicular areas in NC (new provision). 
Adds to GS 20-16.2(c) and (d) provision that covers driving upon highways or 
"public vehicular" areas (now, covers only driving on highways). Adds new 
definition of "public vehicular area’ to GS 20.16-2. Deletes proposed rewrite 
of GS 20-17.1(c) and (d) relating to duty of persons in charge of certain health 
institutions to report to Comm'r of Motor Vehicles concerning persons hospitalized 
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‘therein. Conforms GS 20-19(d) and (e), 20-23.2, 20-139.1(a), 20-139.1(f) as to 
language about "operating" motor vehicle while under influence. Adds new subsection 
GS _20-19(h) defining “under influence of impairing drug." Changes presumptions in 
GS 20-139(2) so that weight of alcohol in blood shall be based on grams (instead of 
milligrams) of alcohol per 100 cubit centimeters of blood. Retitles GS 20-179. In 
‘all other respects, carries forwardprovisions of original bill.

Adds provision as 
to second offender that defendant be examined and evaluated by physician, psychiatrist 
or member of staff of local or regional mental health center; if doctor concludes defendat 
suffers from chronic alcoholism or drug addiction, court may suspend imposition of 
sentence if person agrees to voluntarily admit self to regional alcoholic rehabilitation 
in-patient facility supervised or operated by NC for period up to 45 days for care and 
treatment. Provides that no person so agreeing is required to pay any fine imposed by 
court if person satisfactorily completes course of treatment. Upon notification by 
hospital authorities that defendant failed to satisfactorily complete course of treat- 
ment, clerk of court to collect fine. Provides similar procedure for third offenders 
but period of hospitalization to be up to 60 days. Adds to GS 20-179(b)(1) provision 
that person convicted of driving under influence shall not be issued limited driving 
privilege until he enrolls in writing in driver improvement clinic operated by Dep't 
of Motor Vehicles; failure to complete clinic instruction satisfactorily causes 
mandatory withdrawal of limited driving permit.

Requires each school board to vote at end of teacher's third 
year whether he or she is to be employed for next year; unfavorable vote gives person 
rights of probationary teacher; a vote in favor making the person a permanent teacher 
who is not subject to annual appointment and who can be dismissed for following 
reasons only: (1) inadequate performance, failure to fulfill duties, incapacity, 
or any reason which is grounds for revocation of certificate; (2) insubordination or 
failure to meet reasonable requirements of board; (3) immorality, conviction of 
felony or crime involving moral turpitude, or advocating violent overthrow of 
gov't; (4) justifiable decrease in number of available positions (in which case 
teacher must be placed on list of available teachers and be given priority by 
seniority. Prior felonies are only conduct over three years old which can be 
considered. 

Requires sup‘t to keep file of signed complaints and commendations of each 
teacher, with teacher given notice before any item is added and being allowed to 
include denial or explanation in file; that file and regular evaluations as to which 


the teacher has been notified are to be considered in deciding adequacy of performance. 


Allows immediate suspension by resolution if reason is immorality, insubordination, 
neglect of duty, incapacity, conviction of felony, or advocacy of overthrow, and if 
Suspension needed for best interest of system. In that case regular suspension 
prodedure must be commenced within five days, that procedure requiring recommendation 
of dismissal or demotion by sup't, 20 days' written notice giving reasons, a review 
(if requested within 15 days of notice) by panel of Professional Review Committee 
with representation by counsel, written report and recommendations from panel to 
sup't, written notice of sup't's recommendation to board, private (or public if 
requested) hearing before board (if requested within certain time) with representation 
by counsel and right to call witnesses and present evidence, decision by board based 
only on evidence submitted at hearing. Allows appeal of board's decision to superior 
court, bd.to bear cost of transcript. 

Creates Professional Review Committee consisting of 50 persons with public 
school experience for five years preceding appointment by Sup't of Public Instruction 
with advice of State Board of Education; appointment to be for three years (except for 
20 initial appointees who will serve only one-year term, and 20 initial appointees 
who will serve only two years). Authorizes Sup't to train and set pay for members 
with maximum compensation of $30 per day. Directs Sup't to appoint five member panel 
when review requested by teacher, with teacher and local sup't each allowed to 
designate five members of Committee who shall not sit on panel. Requires at least 
three members of panel to be classroom teachers; school system and teacher to split 
costs of panel. Provides that permanent teacher serving in administrative position 
for three years may not be transferred to non-administrative or lower paying position 
without consent except for same reasons for which permanent teacher can be dismissed. 
Defines probationary teacher as any teacher who is not permanent, and provides that 
such teacher cannot be dismissed during year except for reasons given for dismissal 
of permanent teacher. Allows refusal to renew contract of probationary teacher 
so long as cause is not arbitrary, capricious, discriminatory or for personal 
or political reasons. Prohibits resignation by teacher without board's consent 
except on 45 days' notice. Repeals GS 115-67 (suspension of principals and teachers 
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by sup't), GS 115-144 (resignation of supervisor, principal, or teacher), and GS 115-145 
(removal of principals and teachers by school boards). \ Effective: Junewlyelo7 ie Cror

NC resident at time of insured event, or property from which claim arises is 
permanently located in NC. Excludes from definition any amout due reinsurer, insurer, 
insurance pool, or underwriting association as subrogation recoveries. Establishes 
nonprofit unincorporated NC Insurance Guaranty Association to be divided into two 
separate accounts: automobile insurance account and all-other-insurance account to 
Which act applies. Directs Bd. of Directors of five to nine persons be selected by 
member insurers subject to Insur. Comm'r's approval. 

Requires Assoc. (1) be obligated to extent of covered claims existing prior 
to insolvency determination and arising within 30 days thereafter for such claim in 
excess of $100 and less than $3,000, providing in no event shall Association's 
obligation exceed amount of obligation of insolvent insurer. (2) Be deemed insurer 
to extent of obligation on covered claim and have ali rights and obligations of 
insolvent insurer as if such insurer had not become insolvent. (3) Allocate claim 
paid and expenses incurred to accounts separately and assess member insurers separately 
to pay Assoc.'s obligations, assessments of each member to be in proportion that net 
direct written premiums of insurer for preceding calendar year on kinds of insurance 
in the account bears to net direct written premiums of all members for that year. 
(Provides assessment cannot exceed 2% of a member's net direct written premiums. 
Provides pro-rating procedure if assessments not sufficient in any one year and permits 
insurer to set off against assessment, payment made on covered claims chargeable to 
account for which assessment made.) (4) Investigate claims against Assoc. and adjust, 
compromise, settle and pay covered claims to extent of Association's obligation and 
deny ail other claims, Empowers Assoc. to employ personnel necessary to handle claims, 
borrow funds, and perform other acts necessary to effectuate purposes of Act, and 
refund to members in proportion to contributions amount by which assets exceed 
liabilities of Assoc. in any year. Requires Assoc. to submit to Insur. Comm'r. 
(within 90 days of eitfective date of Act) plans for operation of Assoc., otherwise, 
Comm'r required to issue own rules for its operation. Requires plan to include 
procedures for performing all powers and duties granted under Act, for handling 
Assoc.'s assets, for filing claims, for appeal to Comm'r by 
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fmember insurer aggrieved by any final action of Assoc., etc. Permits delegation of 
pperational functions to organization performing similar functions in two or more

Committee Substitute adopted in House 5/25/71 adds conforming language so 
that now all provisions make it unlawful to "set fire to or burn or cause to be burned 
or aid, counsel or procure the burning of" designated structures. (Originally, some 
sections only prohibited burning.) Adds new GS 14-67.1 prohibiting wantonly and will- 
fully setting fire to, burning or causing to be burned or aiding, counseling or pro- 
curing the burning of "any building or other structure of any type not otherwise 
covered by the provisions of this article." Provides violator guilty of felony 
punishable by fine and imprisonment from four months to ten years. 


H 700 Tort claims-local liability (digested in Bulletin No. 65, p. 498) 

Committee Substitute adopted in House 5/25/71 (1) makes units of local 
government liable for "tortious act or omission" rather than for original "negligent 
act"; (2) removes damage award limit of $15,000;(3) corrects statutory reference in 
original bill; (4) provides that claim need not contain name of officer, agent or 
employee for whose actions local unit is to be liable if the name is unknown and 
cannot be ascertained by claimant through reasonable diligence; (5) adds new section

SPECIAL MESSAGE ON HIGHER EDUCATION 





Governor Robert W. Scott today delivered to the General Assembly a special 
message on the reorganization of higher education in North Carolina. He recommended 
that legislation be enacted to implement the proposals of the Warren Committee (the 
Report of the Governor's Study Committee on Structure and Organization of Higher 
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ducation, released today) that (1) each of the 16 public senior institutions of higher 
ducation in North Carolina be governed by a separate board of trustees; (2) the staffs 
nd most of the coordinating functions of the Consolidated University of North Carolina 
nd the State Board of Higher Education be merged into a new State planning and co- 
rdinating agency, the University of North Carolina System; and (3) a new Board of 
egents be created to govern the University of North Carolina System, with authority 
9 carry out the proposed coordination through approval of new degree programs and 
7 eview of budgets. Governor Scott recommended two modifications of the Warren 
| ommittee proposals: first, that the effective date of the reorganization be October l, 
971 (rather than July 1, as recommended by the Warren Committee); and, second, that the 
Board of Regents should be composed of 47 members (rather than the 100 members recommended 
. yy the Warren Committee). Governor Scott suggested that 44 of the members be elected by 
fithe General Assembly for 8-year staggered terms; that the Chairman of the Senate and 
jouse Committees on Higher Education be ex officio members; and that the Governor be 
Chairman of the Board. He suggested that at least 15 of the initial Board members come 
rom the Consolidated University, at least 15 from the Regional Universities, and at 
east six from the Board of Higher Education.

Permits delinquent or late charge of 5% of monthly payment 
or $5, whichever is less, on any installment more than 15 days late. Requires person 
or corp. making loan to furnish borrower (in addition to disclosures required by 
federal "Truth in Lending" law) complete and itemized closing statement showing all 
disbursements of loan proceeds, and totaling principal amount of loan. Requires 
lender keep on file and be available at reasonable times to borrower or his successor 
in interest until security instrument is satisfied in full. Requires closing state- 
ment refer to this article. Violation of act a misdemeanor punishable by fine and/or 
imprisonment at discretion of court. Effective July 1, 1971.

"To amend G.S. 54-41.1 relating to required reserves for losses; profits 
not otherwise apportioned."

"To require the licensing of individuals and organizations engaged in 
publte solicitation." Completely rewrites Part 1 of Art. 3 of GS Ch. 108 (licensing 
of public solicitation), changing the current law in the following respects: 

(1) Makes Part 1 applicable to all soliciting organizations, not just charitable 
organizations, and specifically limits coverage to solicitations for non-profit 
purposes. (2) Removes the specific exemption from licensing requirements now given 
to colleges holding membership in NC College Conference and to nonpublic high schools 
accredited by State Dep't of Public Instruction. Adds new exemption for political 
parties. Redefines local soliciting organizations to limit exemption to those that 
confine solicitation to area within 25 mile radius of county or town where office 

is located or majority of membership lives, and that have only members of organiza- 
tion making solicitation. Redefines church to limit exemption to those that have 
been established in state for three years, that have affiliated branches in at least 
25 counties, and that have total membership in state of at least 10,000, but broadens 
purposes for which exemption applies to include all church purposes and not just 
construction of church building or clergy's residence, or maintenance of clergy. 

(3) Specifically grants Dep't of Social Services licensing authority. (4) Removes 
list of specific items that must be contained in license application and replaces it 
with requirement that information to be given is that required by rules and regula- 
tions of Dep't. Removes requirement that concerned State agencies be consulted on 
application, and eliminates particular provision pertaining to initial license for 
new organization with no prior financial history. (5) Adds requirement that license 
be issued within 60 days or notice given of reasons why not, and adds as new grounds 
for revocation or denial of license the use of solicited funds for unannounced pur- 
poses and the violation of any mandatory provisions of Article or of rules and regula- 
tions of Dep't. (6) Adds requirement that notice of denial or revocation of license 
be given by registered mail, that it contain details of reasons therefor, and that it 
contain specific information on right to appeal. (7) Changes from 15 to 20 days the 
period in which request for hearing must be made, adds new requirement that five days' 
notice of hearing be given, and provides that revocation shall not take effect until 
20 days after final decision of Comm'r has been mailed. (8) Adds new procedure for 
appeal from adverse decision of Comm'r to Wake Superior Court or superior court for 
county in which organization is located, with the hearing there to be de novo. 

(9) Specifies Bd. of Social Services’ authority to adopt regulations, and requires 
their publication. (10) Grants Comm'r new authority to enter into reciprocal agree- 
ments, to determine whether organization should be licensed even if it has not made 
application, to publicly publish information on solicitation organizations, and to 
license organizations' higher administrative levels. (11) Provides for registration 
numbers that must be used by organizations. (12) Directs Dep't rather than organiza- 
tions to set form for individual solicitor's information card, and specifically 
provides that it contain individual solicitor's name, name and license number of 
organization, and expiration date of license. Requires all individual solicitors to 
have and display cards. (13) Omits provisions on solicitation for individual live- 
lihood. (14) Rewrites definitions of what constitutes violation of act and provides 
for same criminal penalty of $500 and/or six months for all violators rather than 
having separate penalties for individual violators and corporate violators. 

(15) Provides new civil remedy for misrepresentation, unlicensed solicitation, 
failure to display identification card, and soliciting for unlicensed organization; 
the action to be prosecuted in district court and to have penalty with minimum of 

$50 and maximum of $500 plus costs and attorney's fees. Requires Comm'r to 
publicize act throughout State for minimum of eight weeks prior to the effective 

| date, which is Jan. 1, 1972.

Upon denial of application by Bd., provides parent or guardian 
may petition District Court for order directing Bd. to reassign child and requires petitione 
be granted hearing de novo before District Court Judge and permits determination of facts 
before jury as in all other civil cases. Sets forth evidence to be considered in hearing 
by Bd., judge or jury: age of child, general health of child, distance of travel, time 
of travel, and availability of schools closer to home of child. Provides requirement 
that child enrolled in elementary school travel more than seven miles or longer than 35 
minutes creates rebuttable presumption that travel is so great as to risk either health 
of impinge educational process. (For junior high school or high school student rebuttable 
presumption operates if distance more than fifteen miles or longer than one hour.) Stipulé 
no inference created if travel time or distance less than above. 


H 1177 Statewide numbered Assembly Seats GS 163, 120 
Introducer: Barbee Sent to ELECTION 


"To provtde numbered seats for the North Carolina General Assembly statewide." 
Provides that GS 163-117 (requiring that all seats for multi-member districts be numbered) 
shall be statewide, and to that end, Sections 4 and 5 of SL 1967, Ch. 1063 and SL 1969, Ch. 
302 are repealed. (The two cited acts as amended exempt the following Senate districts 
from the numbered seats requirement: 8, 11, 12, 14, 18, 22, 23, 26, and 31; and exempt the 
following House seats: 13, 17, 19, 20, 23, 24, 26, 27, 30,31, 34,1355\.36, 938,009 7neoeeeece 
& 47). 


H 1178 Absentee voting changes GS 163 
Introducer: Gentry Sent to ELECTION 


"To make certain changes tn the absentee voting laws to simplify procedures." 
Amends GS 163-227(1) to provide that, for absentee ballot for those absent from county on 
election day, applicant is to sign application personally. Provides for application to be 
transmitted to chairman or executive secretary (now must be chairman) of county board of 
elections. (Deletes requirement for application to be sworn and certified.) Makes same 
changesin GS 163-227(2), concerning absentee ballots for sickness or disability. Permits 
chairman to deliver application to voter's spouse upon proper request. Makes other conform 
ing changes. 


H 1179 Higher Ed. Board-Const. Amdt. CONSTITUTION, GS 116 
Introducer: Davis Sent to HIGHR ED 


"To amend Article IX of the North Carolina Constitution so as to provide for 
composition, powers and duties of State Board of Higher Educatton." Amends Art. IX of 
NC Constitution as adopted Nov. 3, 1970 by inserting new section 9 requiring State Board 
of Higher Education to consist of Governor, Chairmen of Committees on Higher Ed. in 
Senate and House, and twenty members selected as provided by General Assembly for over- 
lapping 8-yr. terms. Authorizes Board to supervise and administer public system of 
higher education and be responsible for submitting proposed budgets for the system to 
General Assembly. Requires amendment be submitted to qualified voters in State at general

JAdds new GS 163-151(1)(e) providing that in any primary or election held in the State for 
{nomination or election of candidates, if there are three or more positions to be filled 

Jin a single office, voter shall vote for at least the number of candidates equal to a 
jMajority of positions to be filled. Repeals GS 163-151(2)d and (3)b, and 163-170(8) (list- 
jing counties and municipalities in which single-shot requirement now applies to certain 
ifprimaries and/or elections). Rewrites GS 163-170(7) to apply statewide so that if voter 
fails to adhere to above instructions his ballot shall not be counted for any candidate 

for positions to be filled in that office, but shall be counted for all other offices which 
jare properly marked.

Amends Sec. 1 of Art. VII of NC Constitution to prohibit General Assembly 
from incorporating any area within one mile of corporate limits of another city having popu- 
Jation of 5,000, within three miles of corporate limits of another city having population of 
10,000, within four miles of corporate limits of another city having population of 25,000, 
or within five miles of corporate limits of another city having population of 50,000 or 
more. Provides for submission of amendment to voters of NC at next general election and sets 
out procedure for such election. Provides that, if amendment approved, Governor to certify 
it to Sec. of State, who shall enroll it, and amendment to be effective Jan. 1, 1973. 


| H 1183 Personalized checks for fines GS 7A 
Introducers: Harris and others Sent to COURTS 


"To amend G.S. 74-103 to authorize Clerks of Court to accept personalized checks 
tn payment of traffie fines with no ltability to clerk." Adds new GS 7A-103(17) authoriz- 
ing clerk to accept personalized checks from NC residents for cost and fines not in excess 
of $100 without incurring liability for loss due to such acceptance. Provides if check 
returned by bank for insufficient funds, clerk shall proceed to recover amount then 
owing in accord with applicable criminal and civil law. Clerk not civilly liable for 
instituting any criminal action under section. 


H 1184 Drunk drivers-clinic CS720 
Introducer: Kemp Sent to HY SAFTY 


; "To allow persons convicted of drunk driving to recetve and hold limited driving 
privileges only upon enrollment in and satisfactory completion of a safe-drivers clinic." 
Adds to GS 20-179(b)(1) provision that no limited driving privilege be granted until per- 
son convicted makes application in writing for enrollment in a driver improvement clinic 
operated by Dep't of Motor Vehicles. Requires application be submitted to Dep't by court 
along with operator's or chauffeur's license, and if license holder fails to satifactorily 
complete such clinic within 60 days, any judge presiding over court of conviction, upon 
notification, shall revoke limited driving privilege. 
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H 1185 Blood bank restriction GS 90 
Introducers: Whichard and others Sent to HEALTH 


"Relating to the selection of blood donors and the collection, storage, 
processing and transfuston of blood." Adds new Art. 15B to GS Ch. 90 making it unlaw- 
ful for any person, firm or corporation to engage in selection of blood donors or in 
collection, storage, processing, or transfusion of human blood except at direction or 
under supervision of a physician licensed to practice medicine in NC. Makes violation 
a misdemeanor. Prescribes that in selection of donors, due care be exercised to 
minimize risks of transmission of agents that may cause hepatitis or other diseases. 
Provides above shall not affect GS 20-16.2 and 20-139.1 (chemical tests for drunk 
driving).

Provides for enlarging city limits of Roanoke Rapids by including described 
area, subject to vote. Provides for Halifax Co. Bd. of Elections to conduct special 
election, with qualified voters in described area and voters presently within city of 
Roanoke Rapids eligible to vote. If majority of total votes favor enlargement, then, 
effective date to be Jan. 1, 1972.

H 1182 Wine sale restrictions VANCE 
Introducer: Rogers Sent to ABC 


"To authortze the Board of Alcoholie Control of Vanee County to restrict the 
sale of wine to ABC stores." As title indicates, authorizes Vance ABC Bd. to adopt 
resolution restricting sale of wine to ABC stores exclusively within the area over 
which it has jurisdiction. Requires copy of such resolution be sent to State ABC 
Bd. and Comm'r of Revenue, and thereafter no licenses or permits to be issued for 
sale of wine within area under jurisdiction of County ABC Board. 


H 1186 Tax collector CATAWBA 
Introducer: Warlick Sent to LOC GOVT 


"To repeal Chapter 148 of the Publte-Local Laws of 1933 relating to the office 
of Tax Collector in Catawba County." Repeals cited Act, which designated County 
Accountant as Tax Collector in Catawba.

Amendments adopted in Senate 6/4/71 providing (1) that article to apply to any 
person, firm, etc., including national banking associations and federally chartered 
Savings and Loan Associations, but not to governmental units unless expressly provided 
in section (originally provided that banks, banking institutions, and savings and loan 
institutions not to be considered governmental units ) ;and (2) adding new section amend- 
ing GS 105-228.32 to provide that register of deeds may require party to accompany in- 
strument for registration with affidavit showing true value of consideration, in which 
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case register to see that correct amount of stamps is affixed to instrument before re- 
cording it. 


S 599 Telegraph arrests-warrants (digested in Bulletin No. 86, p. 720) 

Committee Substitute adopted in Senate 6/4/71 rewrites original bill to add 
new GS 15-41(3) providing when officer possesses copy of warrant or abstract thereof 
which may be sent by telegraph, teletype, or computer, he may proceed in same manner 
as though he held original warrant issued by court. Requires warrant abstract contain: 
name of person charged, date and nature of offense, name of issuing official, identi- 
fication of originating agency and case number and sufficient descriptive data for 
identification of person charged. Requires original warrant be served on person 
arrested within 12 hours after arrest unless person voluntarily waives in writing 
such service. 


S 609 International Cooperation Comm'n (digested in Bulletin No. 87, p. 733; amend- 
ment digested in Bulletin No. 98, p. 876) 
Amendment adopted in House 6/4/71 requires three Comm'n members be appointed 
by President of Senate, three by Speaker of House, and five by Governor (originally, 
all eleven appointed by Governor). 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 153 Municipal law revision (digested in Bulletin No. 18, p. 115) 

Committee Substitute adopted in House 6/4/71 deletes reference to "Dillon's 
Rule." Permits city council to reapportion to consider area excluded from (origin- 
ally, only annexed to) city. Deletes provision providing for council to fix or 
approve salaries and allowances of all city officers and employees. Requires legis- 
lative sessions of council (originally all council meetings) to be open to public. 
Provides affirmative vote equal to majority of all members of council not excused from 
voting to be required to adopt ordinance, take any action having effect of ordinance, 
authorize expenditure of public funds, or authorize a contract (originally, vote of 
majority of membership required to "transact business"). Provides no ordinance to be 
finally adopted on date on which it is introduced except by 2/3 vote. Permits copies 
of ordinances to be reproduced by any method giving legible and permanent copies. 
Deletes reference in Part 4, GS 160A-101 to alternatives for nonpartisan primary 
and nonpartisan election and runoff. Permits retirement plans to be certified to be 
actuarially sound by qualified actuary (originally, offered by company regulated by 
Comm'r of Insurance). Permits two or more counties, cities and sanitary districts 
to enter into contracts for joint ownership and operation of waste collection and 
disposal systems. Provides that in order to make uniform law concerning assessments 
against railroads, all provisions of law in conflict are repealed; and no local act 
taking effect on or after July 1, 1971 to be construed to amend, unless it does so 
specifically. Permits acquisition by eminent domain by procedures of Art. 2, GS Ch. 
40 or by any other law applicable to city. Permits acquisition by eminent domain of 
land owned by public service corp., only if it will not prevent or unreasonably impair 
continued devotion to public use of such property. Permits private negotiation for 
exchange of facilities of city-owned enterprise for like facilities located within 
or outside corporate limits. Permits city to lease city-owned public service enter- 
prise for period longer than 10 years. Contains detailed rewrite of provision dealing 
with power of city over railroad crossings. Permits city official or employee (in 
addition to council) to declare junked or abandoned cars health or safety hazard, 
thereby leading to their removal. Deletes provision relating to joint enterprises. 
Permits city zoning ordinance to be effective outside city limits where city and 
county have so agreed, and provides nothing to repeal, modify or amend any local act 
which defines boundaries of city's extraterritorial jurisdiction by metes and bounds 
or courses and distances. Permits charter to confer on regional council enumerated 
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powers (originally, regional council had powers unless charter or bylaws expressly 
provides otherwise). Permits regional council to apply for governmental funds, grants, 
and services (originally permitted to accept, receive, and disburse only). Adds 
savings clauses on vested rights and pending proceeds; adds severability clause. 

Adds new Article 6 dealing with elections. Provides election generally to be 
conducted under GS 163, or city charter. Permits State Bd. of Elections to issue 
rules concerning city elections. Provides city elections to be nonpartisan unless 
otherwise provided in charter. Provides for election to be biennially on Tuesday 
after first Monday in May, beginning in 1973. Provides for city board of elections 
to be appointed by council, provided in city with population less than 5,000 council 
.may act as board of elections. Provides for registration of voters, notice of elec- 
tion and notice of candidacy and filing fees. Provides that when subdivision sub- 
mitted for approval, in which school site should be reserved, council to notify board 
of education and consult with board. Provides that before final approval of subdivi- 
sion, board of education to determine whether it desires school site, and if so, 
gives board 18 months to acquire site. 


H 418 Aeronautics revision (digested in Bulletin No. 42, p. 303) 

Committee Substitute adopted in House 6/4/71 makes owner or any person 
engaged in operation of aircraft liable in damages for negligence occasioned by 
operation of such aircraft if in accordance with tort law of NC (originally, owner 
not included). Adds rebuttable presumption that pilot-in-command is occupant of 
seat recommended for pilot by the manufacturer of a rotary winged aircraft when air- 
craft is flown solo. Creates rebuttable presumption (originally, presumption) that 
person occupying "pilot-in-command" seat was operating aircraft at time of crash if 
occupants and their positions cannot be established otherwise. Makes effective 
date Sept. 1, 1971 (originally, effective on ratification). 


H 630 Mass gatherings-regulations (digested in Bulletin No. 62, p. 465) 

Committee Substitute adopted in House 6/4/71 deletes all references to rock 
festivals and replaces with "mass gathering,'' defined as any congregation or assembly 
(organized or held for any purpose) of more than 5,000 people in open space or open 
air for continuous period of at least 24 hours. Requires application for permit be 
made by organizer or sponsor (deletes references to promoters and permits required 
15 days before advertising may begin) but need not state purpose or reason for 
gathering as originally required for rock festival, and deletes requirement for 
detailed plans for parking facilities, and statement that gathering will be held 
exclusively on property rented, leased, purchased, or otherwise legally arranged for 
by applicant. Authorizes State Health Director (if he deems it necessary) to require 
performance bond or other surety to be executed to State in amount of $5,000 for up 
to 10,000 persons and $1,000 additional for each additional 5,000 persons or 
fraction thereof reasonably estimated to attend mass gathering. (Originally, $25,000 
bond required and $5,000 for each additional 5,000 persons.) Deletes specific re- 
quirements in bill for facilities and services necessary and directs State Bd. of 
Health to develop and adopt rules and regulations to carry out Article's provisions 
covering areas regulated in original bill. Adds provision stating nothing in 
Article limits authority of counties to adopt ordinances under GS 153-9(55) regula- 
ting mass gatherings of less than 5,000 persons. 


H 752 Dead domestic animals disposition (digested in Bulletin No. 69, p. 536) 
Amendment adopted in House 6/4/71 requires burial of animal within 24 hours 
after knowledge of the death of animal (originally within 24 hours of death). Re- 
quires governing body of each municipality and bd. of comm'rs of each county to 
designate some appropriate person to provide for removal and disposal according to 
provisions of act of any dead domesticated animals located within jurisdiction of the 
respective governing agency when the owner of said animals cannot be determined. 
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H 823 (Mecklenburg) Purchase prefab schools (digested in Bulletin No. 77, p. 620) 
Amendment adopted in House 6/4/71 makes bill applicable to Winston-Salem/ 
Forsyth in addition to Charlotte-Mecklenburg and makes clarifying amendments. 


H 890 Physicians' ass'ts registration (Iden. S 554, digested in Bulletin No. 82, 
Desoro) 
Amendment adopted in House 6/4/71 deletes prohibition against assistant 
engaging in practice of dentistry or optometry. 


H955 (Johnston) Benson Charter revision (digested in Bulletin No. 87, p. 739) 

Amendment adopted in House 6/4/71 changes description of corporate boundaries, 
conforms comm'r's oath to NC Constitution, requires Town Attorney to attend comm'rs' 
meetings only on request, requires petition to annex non-contiguous territory be 
presented by June 30, 1973, and makes technical changes. 


H 1041 County and city auxiliary police (digested in Bulletin No. 95, p. 823) 

Amendment adopted in House 6/4/71 requires auxiliary police to be dressed in 
prescribed uniform at any time member exercises any of duties or authority provided 
POreiN Acti: 


H 1042 Dentistry law revision (Iden. S 675, digested in Bulletin No. 95, p. 823) 

Amendment adopted in House 6/4/71 deletes section granting members of NC Bd. 
of Dental Examiners immunity from civil liability for acts performed in course and 
scope of official duties. 


H 1043 Dental hygiene revision (digested in Bulletin No. 95, p. 824) 
Technical amendment adopted in House 6/4/71.

Introducers: Norton and others Sent to INSUR 


"To amend Article 9A of Chapter 20 of the General Statutes of North 
Carolina to revise the North Carolina asstgned risk plan." Rewrites 
GS 20-279.34 to require Comm'r of Insurance to develop revised assigned risk 
plan to be known as The North Carolina Automobile Plan. Comm'r to develop plan 
in consultation with insurance carriers writing automobile liability insurance 
in NC, or on own initiative if carriers do not propose plan, for equitable 
apportionment among carriers of applicants for automobile liability insurance 
on autos registered or principally garaged in NC who are unable to secure insurance 
through ordinary means. Plan adopted must provide for policies to be written in 
minimum amounts prescribed by GS 20-279.21 ($10,000 for injury or death to one 
person in one accident, $20,000 for injury or death of two or more persons in one 
accident, and $5,000 for property damage in one accident), and, at the option of 
the applicant, coverage limits may be obtained of up to but not less than 
$25,000/$50,000/$5,000, plus $500 for medical expenses. The plan must provide 
for reasonable prorating of exposure to writing coverage limits in excess of those 
required to meet the minimum coverage of GS 20-279.21. All carriers must partici- 
pate in the plan as a prerequisite to further engaging in writing insurance in NC. 
Based on loss experience of insurance written under the plan, the Comm'r shall 
establish rate classifications and schedules to apply to such policies written 
under the plan and rules and regulations to be used in writing policies under the 
plan. Comm'r authorized (as now) to refuse to assign applications or renewals, 
approve rejections and cancellations, etc. Effective July 1, 1973, as to policies 
written after that date; present GS 20-279.34 and plan adopted pursuant thereto 
shall apply to all policies written or renewed under NC Automobile Assigned Risk 
Pant prior to JULY ed.) 1973.8 


Te hsp Uninsured motorist fund-2 (Iden. H 1189) GS 20 
Introducers: Norton and others Sent to INSUR 


"To amend Article 9A of Chapter 20 of the General Statutes of North 
Carolina relating to administration of a proposed uninsured motorist fund." 
Adds new GS 20-279.21A providing that Uninsured Motorist Fund established by 
GS 20-309(£) shall be under supervision and control of Comm'r of Motor Vehicles, 
to be disbursed on his authority after consultation with Comm'r of Insurance, 
for purpose of reducing costs of auto liability insurance as defined in GS 20-279.21. 
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Comm'r of Motor Vehicles annually to make distributions from Fund to insurance 
carriers writing auto liability insurance in NC in the proportion that premium 
income at minimum basic limits required by law (gross premiums less cancellation 
and return premiums) for coverage required by subsection (d) of GS 20-279.21 bears 
to total premium income for such coverage written in NC during preceding year. 
Amount payable to any company shall apply only to those companies maintaining 
records satisfactory to Comm'r as will disclose loss experience under coverage.

Authorizes drug-abuse 
program as title indicates, in areas selected by Comm'r of Mental Health, with services 
which may include, but not limited to, in-patient and out-patient services, partial 
hospitalization, emergency services, education services, diagnostic services, rehabili- 
tation services, pre-care and atter-care services, training, research and evaluation. 
Makes local mental health authorities responsible for operation of local programs in 
accordance with standards set by Comm'r of Mental Health. Permits local mental health 
authorities to contract with other agencies for one or more of needed services. Pro- 
vides for discontinuation of State funding should local program not comply with State 
Standards. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Mental Health $2,800,000 for 
1971-73 biennium ($1,000,000 for fiscal 1971-72 and $1,800,000 for fiscal 1972-73), 
all such funds to go for local programs except in each fiscal year $25,000 may be used 
by Dep't to direct and coordinate programs and maintain standards for operation. Pro- 
vides for one-to-one match of State-local funds in each local program, with no State 
funds to be spent on any given local program until local mental health authority pro- 
vides necessary matching funds. Effective July 1, 1971. 


S 757 Control of biological residues : GS 106 
Introducer: White Sent to AGRICULT 


"Providing for the eontrol by the Department of Agriculture of btological 
residues in animals, animal products and feeds." Defines key terms including "biolog- 
ical residue'' as any substance, including metabolics remaining in or on any animal 
prior to or at time of slaughter or in any of its tissues after slaughter, or in or 
on any animal product or animal feed as result of treatment with or exposure of the 
animal, animal product, or animal feed to any pesticide, hormone, hormone-like substance, 
growth promoter, antibiotic, anthelmintic, tranquilizer or other therapeutic or prophyla- 
tic agent. Authorizes Comm'r of Ag. to issue written order to detain or quarantine any 
animal, animal product or feed when reasonable cause to believe same contains any bio- 
logical residue, until it is shown residue not contained therein or is within accept-— 
able tolerances established by NC Bd. Ag, or same is destroyed or treated to reduce 
residue to acceptable levels. Places burden of providing animal safe on owner or 
custodian of animal, feed or animal product. Provides aggrieved party may appeal 
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Comm'r's order to superior court wherein animal detained and appeal to court of Appeals. 
Prohibits person from shipping, transporting, delivering, or receiving for movement any © 
animal or product under detention or quarantine except by permit from Comm'r, or which 
he knows or by exercise or reasonable care should know is contaminated in violation of 
Act. Authorizes Comm'r to enter any place at reasonable times to inspect and examine 
animal products, feed, inspect records and facilities etc. to enforce Act; to make such 
inspections and investigations as considered necessary. Authorizes Bd. to make rules 

to effectuate Act (including tolerances) and makes violation of rules or any provision 
of Act punishable by maximum $500 and/or 6 months. Effective Sept. 1, 1971. 


S 758 Clean Water bonds APPROPRIATION, GS 130, 143 
Introducers: _McGeachy and others Sent to APPROPRN 


"To authorize the tssuance of one hundred fifty million dollars in bonds of 

the State to provide funds for environmental improvement through grants to units of 
government for construction and tmprovement of wastewater treatment works, wastewater 
colleetton systems and water supply systems." Authorizes general obligation State 
bond issue for purposes indicated by title, subject to approval by voters of the State 
at Statewide election to be held not later than May 6, 1972 (which may be concurrent 
with other elections) on date to be fixed by proclamation of Governor. Specifies details 
of election procedure on bond issuance; makes bonds tax exempt and legal investments 
for fiduciaries; provides for supervision of bond issuance by State Trasurer. 

Creates, if bonds approved by voters, a Clean Water Fund to be administered by 
Dep't of Admin. as follows: (1) Fund to be used for grants to units of gov't (cities, 
counties, special districts or State agencies) for construction or improvement of waste- 
water treatment works, wastewater collection systems and water supply systems, with 
maximum 25% grant limit of total construction cost subject to possible additional 52 
grant if necessary for project to qualify for federal aid, to meet extreme public necessit 
or to provide funds to acquire realty where federal funds not available therefor. (2) 
Also authorizes, out of the Fund, a $10 million Contingency Account from which alloca- 
tions may be made by Dep't of Admin. (with Advis. Budget Comm'n approval) (a) ‘for adminis- 
trative expenses of Dep't of Admin., State Bd. Health, and Bd. Water and Air Resources 
in administering Act but not over 1% of aggregate bond issue; (b) for additional grant 
funds in any fiscal year when Advis. Budg. Comm'n determines compelling need therefor; 
and (c) to pay expenses of issuing and selling bonds. (3) Makes funds in Contingency 
Account other than funds for administrative expenses and cost of issuing bonds available 
equally to State Bd. Health and Bd. Water and Air Resources to extent Advis. Budg. Comm'n 
deems appropriate, and funds remaining in Account at end of fiscal 1976 shall be allocated 
between said agencies for grants pursuant to Act in inverse ratio to aggregrate alloca- 
tions thereto for preceeding five years. (4) Authorizes one-half proceeds from bond sale 
after deducting Contingency Account funds above be allocated to Pollution Control Account 
from which shall be made grants to units of govt. for construction, improvement or expan- 
sion of wastwater treatment works, and wastewater collection systems but no funds shall 
be disbursed except upon written approval of Bd. Water and Air Resources. (5) Author- 
izes one-half proceeds after Contingency Account deduction be allocated to Water Supply 
Systems Account and no funds to be disbursed therefrom except upon written approval of 
State Bd. Health. (6) Establishes limits on aggregate amount allocations under Act 
not to exceed $28,000,000 in first fiscal year beginning July 1, 1972 or $56,000,000 
in first two fiscal years,or $84,000,000 in first three fiscal years, or $112,000,000 
in first four fiscal years or $140,000,000 in first five fiscal years (7) Sets forth 
eligibility requirements for grantees, including financial capacity of unit, and 
projected revenues from rates adequate to meet projected costs.

Introducer: White Sent to AGRICULT 


"Amending Article 35 of Chapter 106 relating to public ltvestoeck markets." 
Amends GS 106-406 to provide that before permit is issued by Comm'r of Ag. to establish 
a livestock market, the NC Public Livestock Market Advisory Bd. (now Comm'r of Ag.) must 
find that the market for which license is sought fulfills legal requirements, and (new 
requirement) that there is sufficient need for such market in the locality where it is 
proposed to be established. Amends GS 106-408 to provide that feeder pig sales beginn- 
ing after 2:00 p.m. must stop at 5:00 p.m. (now, may last no longer than one hour). 
Adds new GS 106-408.1 imposing $25 fee to be paid by market operator for each day a 
sale is held, plus an additional maximum fee of $10 per one-half hour for operations 
after 6:00 p.m., which additional fee may be modified by Bd. of Ag. for late operations 
under GS 106-408. Fee to be set by Bd. of Ag.*may be charged to buyers of animals 
required to be tested under GS 106-409. and -4160 (removing cattle and swine), and amount 
collected may be used to offset $25 market-operation fee. Test fees charged in excess 
of $25 shall revert to Dep't of Ag. and be’ payable within 24 hours following close of 
sale day; failure to make payment shall be cause for Comm'r to prohibit further sales 
at market until account is paid. Operation fee shall be waived when market operator 
employs licensed veterinarian approved by St. Veterinarian to be present at market from 
starting time of sale until all livestock to be admitted to barn have entered and required 
inspection and vaccination work completed.. Amends GS 106-416 to include in Comm'rs rule- 
making power to set time after which livestock. shall not be allowed to enter sale barn 
on sale day. Amends GS 106-410 to delete language permitting swine to be shipped out 
of state without vaccination. Effective Aug. 1, 1971. 


S 763 Moving mobile homes GS 62 
Introducer: Saunders Sent to PUB UTIL 


"To amend G.S. 62-260(a) to exempt the transportation of mobile homes within 
a single county." Adds transportation of mobile homes within a single county to list of 
exemptions in GS 62-260 from motor carrier regulations. 


S 764 Higher education fees | GS. 116 
Introducer: Strickland Sent to HIGHR ED 


"To amend Section 143 of Chapter 116 of the North Carolina General Statutes 
to provide for application fees and advance deposits." Adds new paragraphs to GS 
116-143 directing boards of trustees of institutions of higher education covered in 
Articles 1, 2 and 3 of GS Ch. 116 to require admission application fee of $10 which 
is to be applied against student's tuition and fees upon enrollment but forfeited if 
student does not enroll. Directs same boards to require advance deposit of $50 from 








BABA Institute of Government / the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill 
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each student currently enrolled and intending to return for the succeeding academic year, © 
that deposit to be paid during last term of current academic year and to be applied agains 
tuition and fees if student returns. Allows waiver of $50 deposit in hardship cases, and 
provides for refund if student gives notice of decision not to return within 30 days of 
end of term in which deposit paid, or if institution decides student is ineligible to 
return, or if student cannot return because of illness or military duty or other circum- 
stances beyond his control; otherwise deposit to be forfeited and used to supplement 
appropriations for scholarships. Effective July 31, 1971. 


S 765 Bd. of Regents Const. amend. CONSTITUTION, GS 116 
Introducer: Strickland Sent to HIGHR ED 


"To amend the Constttutton of North Caroltna to provide for the establishment 
of a Board of Regents." Amends Art. IX, Sec. 8 of NC Constitution to require General 
Assembly (as now) to maintain public system of higher education, comprising University 
of North Carolina and such other institutions as it deems wise. Requires General 
Assembly to provide for selection of: (1) Board of Regents to have general charge of 
University, to plan and coordinate higher education system in State (new), (2) trustees 
of other institutions not under Bd. of Regents of Univ. of NC (now, trustees of UNC and 
other institutions) in whom shall be vested all privileges, rights, franchises, and 
endowments granted or conferred upon these institutions, and (3) trustees of institutions 
under Bd. of Regents and provide for apportionment of all privileges, rights, franchises, 
and endowments formerly granted to or conferred upon these trustees (new). Authorizes 
General Assembly (as now) to enact laws necessary and expedient for maintenance and 
management of Univ. of NC and other public institutions of higher education. Provides 
for amendment to be submitted to voters at general election held Nov. 2, 1971 and, if 
approved, to become effective January 1, 1972. 


a hOe Bd. of Higher Education-powers GS 116 
Introducer: Strickland Sent to HIGHR ED 


"To amend G.S. 116-158 by granting greater power and-control to the State Board 
of Higher Edueatton tn matters of currtcula and budgets." Rewrites GS 116-158(1) to pro- 
hibit any public senior educational institution from initiating or requesting from General 
Assembly, Advisory Budget Comm'n or any other State agency approval of or funding for any 
new degree program or educational function or activity until same has been approved by 
board of trustees of institution and by Bd. Higher Ed. in accordance with regularly 
established procedures. (Now, only specifies Bd. must act upon such request). Amends 
GS 116-158(5) authorizing Bd. to withdraw approval of a degree program if it appears 
program is unproductive, excessively costly, unnecessarily duplicative or for other reasons’ 
is of little value to State or institution. (Now, Bd. may not require abandoning or dis- J} 
continuing activity.) Requires written notice of intent to withdraw program be given 
institution at least 15 months in advance of effective date of withdrawal, and provides 
institution may request hearing by Bd. to reconsider its decision within 60 days after 
receipt of notice. Generally rewrites GS 116-158(6) requiring Bd. in consultation with 
representatives of concerned institutions and State agencies to formulate budget review 
procedures, standards, criteria and formula and make recommendations to Dir. of Budget and | 
Advis. Budg. Comm'n on forms required of institutions in submission of statements and 
estimates required under Executive Budget Act. Requires each institution submit to Bd. all} 
Statements and estimates required by Executive Budget Act of departments and agencies : 
seeking State appropriations. Requires Bd., or committee thereof, in consultation 
with other concerned State agencies to review statements and estimates (inviting 
institutional presidents or representatives to present oral or written explanation 
as they wish) and to review requests for capital improvements in consultation with 
Division of Property Control and Construction of Department of Administration.

Requires Dir. after review to transmit to president of institution tentative 
recommendations concerning budget requests, and requires all presidents be afforded 
opportunity to be heard by Bd. or its executive committee before action is taken on 
budget requests.

Makes no amendments to the Machinery 
Act, which requires listing and taxation of all property not otherwise classified 
or exempt from property taxes. Effective Jan. 1, 1972.

under. Requires operators ot production units to file, on or before Jan. 1, 1971, with 
Bd. plans for control of animal waste discharges, reductions of noxious odors, and 
suppression of insects and vermin, such plan to cover both present and projected faciliti 
Requires Bd. of Water & Air Resources to conduct survey of extent of animal pollution 
problem in State within 12 months after effective date of act, and requires all persons 
Operating animal or poultry production units to submit plan for control of wastes, odors, 
and pests on or before Jan. 1, 1973. Provides for advisory committee to assist and 
advise Bd. in administering the act. Authorizes injunctive relief for enforcing act, 
and provides that willful violation of act or rules or regulations is misdemeanor 
punishable by imprisonment for 60 days or fine of up to $500, or both, in discretion 
of court. Grants Bd. right of entry for purposes of inspection and enforcement. 
Defines "animal or poultry production unit" to mean any place for confined feeding or 


holding of animals or poultry, and defines several other terms used in Act. Effective

"Relating to the classification, appratsal, valuatton, assessment, and taxation 
of real property." Adds new GS 105-295.1 classifying "real property used solely as a 
_principal residence by its owner" as a special class of property under Art. V of NC Censt. 
Provides such property must have been used in that manner for at least one full year 
immediately preceding tax year for which classification sought. Defines "principal 
residence’ to include land (up to three acres), buildings, outbuildings and improvements 
actually occupied by owner or immediate family solely as place of residence for at least 
6 mos of each calendar year. Directs assessor in valuing property so classified to con- 
Sider only factors relating to current use as residence, and prohibits taking account of 
location next or near to land used for non-residential purposes. 

Requires owner seeking to have property classified to make application to county 
tax supervisor on or before Jan. 1 of tax year for which classification sought, with 
burden on owner of proving it residential. Sets forth matter required to be in application. 
Provides Bd. of Equal. and Review to determine classification based on application and 
recommendation of tax supervisor. Provides that classification to continue for so long 
as property used as principal residence, except that new application must be made on or 
before April 1 of the year preceding each revaluation year. Permits appeal from county 
Bd. of Equal. and Review to State Bd. of Assessment. 

Requires owner to file notice of intent to change use of classified property (in- 
cluding date change will occur) at least 30 days before date of change as stated in notice, 
Or actual date of change, whichever earlier. Provides that persons willfully failing or 
refusing to file notice are guilty of misdemeanor and may be fined up to $50 or imprisoned 
up to 30 days. Provides failure to file is prima facie evidence of willful intent. Makes 
corresponding amendments to GS 105-279(3). Effective July 1, 1971. 


S 800 Public drunk-noncriminal-2 GS 7A, 14, 18 
Introducers: Gudger and Strickland © Sent to CORRECIN 


"To provide for noneriminal disposition and rehabilitation of chronie alcoholics." 
Adds new Article 24 to GS Ch. 7A. Defines "chronic alcoholic." Grants district court 
judge designated by chief district judge exclusive jurisdiction over any case involving 
any person allegedly or assertedly an alcoholic. Provides any court abating charge of 
public drunkenness (as described below) may retain jurisdiction over such person for up 
to 5 years, and that judge may defer action on public drunkenness case for up to 5 days 
(detention to be in facility approved by local health director for such purposes) upon 
determination person is likely toendanger himself or others. Provides in prosecution 
for public drunkenness under GS 14-335 where chronic alcoholism is asserted by defendant 
as a defense, judge,after finding as a fact that defendant was drunk in public place and 
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is a chronic alcoholic, may suspend prosecution and commit person to alcoholic rehabilita-_ 
tion center for indeterminate period of 3 days to 6 months; that two previous convictions 
for public drunkenness within previous 12-month period raise rebuttable presumption that 
defendant is a chronic alcoholic who may be sentenced for 3 day-6 month period; and that 
except in cases of indigency committed person is liable for costs of stay in rehabilitation ~ 
center. Provides for abatement of public drunkenness charge suspended as indicated above 
if after 6 month period director of rehabilitation center has not indicated defendant is 
not in fact a chronic alcoholic. Makes failure of person to comply with rehabilitation 
center regimen grounds for extended custody of up to 2 years at agricultural confinement 
center operated by rehabilitation center. Permits chronic alcoholic to undergo treatment 
in private alcoholic rehabilitation center as alternative to sentence to other center, and 
provides for certification of those private centers acceptable as alternatives to publicly-— 
operated centers. Directs Dep't of Mental Health to establish agricultural custody facility 
for exclusive purpose of remedial custody of chronic alcoholics, to be staffed by Dep't ‘ 
of Correction guard poueonne and rehabilitation center medical personnel, and provides for 
review of each person's case not less than every 4 months.

Introducers: Allen and Patterson Sent to CONS & DEV 


"To encourage and promote regtonal sewage disposal systems, and to define the fune- 
tions of the State Department of Water and Atr Resources and the State Department of Admin- ~| 
tstratton in relation to planning of regtonal sewage disposal systems." Adds new Art. 3 # 
to GS Ch. 162A, entitled "Regional Sewage Disposal Planning."' Defines regional sewage dis- © 
posal system as system of one or more political subdivisions of NC which provides or is 9 
intended to provide or is capable of providing adequate sewage collection, treatment, 
purification and disposal to substantial portion of people in a county, or in a region or 
metropolitan area consisting of all or parts of 2 or more counties. Directs St. Bd. of 
Water and Air Resources to: (1) identify major sources of sewage for regional and inter- te 
connected systems; (2) identify areas of State suitable for regional systems; (3) establish 
priorities for regionalization; (4) develop plans for connecting proposed regional systems : 
to major sewage sources, and for system interconnections; (5) review and approve plans for % 
regional systems, and for intra-regional systems compatible with regional plan; (6) adminis-—- 
ter State program of financial aid to local and regional planning agencies for development 
of comprehensive plans for regional systems, or for county systems compatible therewith; 
and (7) provide technical assistance to local and regional planning agencies and to engineer= 
ing consultants. 4 

Establishes within Dep't of Admin. a Regional Sewage Disposal Planning Revolving ‘i 
Fund, made up of appropriated and other funds. Authorizes Dep't to advance funds to politica 
subdivisions for cost of advance planning and engineering for development of comprehensive 
regional sewer system plan. Requires Dep't of Admin., before making advances, to first 
refer application to St. Dep't of Water and Air Resources. Dep't of WAR to determine 
whether: (1) proposed area suitable for regional system; (2) applicant proposes to plan 
to meet sewage needs through regional system (with Dep'tal finding conclusive); (3) appli- 
cant proposes to coordinate sewer planning with land use planning; (4) applicant proposes 
to employ licensed engineer to develop plan as defined in the act.

Authorizes Dep't 
of Admin. to adopt regulations for making of applications. Provides GS Ch. 159 
not to apply to advances.

Introducer: Patterson Sent to RULES 


"To amend the statutes governing printing of the Session Laws of North Carolina." 
Rewrites GS 120-34(a) to provide that Legislative Services Commission (now, Sec'y of 
State) to provide for printing of Session Laws, and to direct that signatures of pre- 
siding officers be omitted from each act (now, directs that certificate required to 
be endorsed be omitted, but that the date of ratification be included).

Adds new GS 105-113.54(d) authorizing any licensed distributor or 2 
wholesale dealer not entitled to pay tax as provided in GS 105-113.56A to pay tax as b| 
follows with respect to bottled soft drinks: Beginning with sales on and after January 1,@ 
1972, requires sales reports be made to Comm'r on or before fifteenth of each month, and ~ 
based thereon, requires tax be remitted at rate of l¢ per bottle, and permits discount 
of 8% of tax to be remitted. Provides persons paying tax in above manner subject to 
rules and regulations issued by Comm'r, including requirement to furnish bond. Adds new 
GS 105-113.56B providing optional method of paying excise tax levied upon powders, syrups, © 
base products and other items subject to tax other than bottled soft drinks. Permits | 
distributors and wholesale dealers beginning with sales made on and after January 1, 1972 
to make reports to Comm'r on or before 15th of each month accompanied by tax due, less 
8% discount of said tax to be remitted, subject to same regulations, rules, and possible 
bond requirement as above. Provides licensed retail dealer may notify Comm'r he desires 


to purchase, under optional method, non tax paid soft drink products directly from non- 5 
resident distributor, wholesale dealer, or retail dealer without tax having been paid rs 
thereon, and permits him to make such purchases upon receipt of written consent from 2 
Rev. Comm'r. Permits Comm'r to require bond of such purchaser, and prohibits discount 4 
allowance under optional method. 4 

Adds new GS 105-113.56C making nonresident distributors, wholesale dealers and tf 


retail dealers bringing into State non-taxpaid soft drink products liable for payment of a 
soft drink excise tax. Provides if tax not paid by such nonresident dealer, liability ‘ 
for payment accrues to resident distributor, wholesale dealer or retailer first receiving © 
products in State. Permits resident dealer, after making request in writing and receiving i 
approval from Comm'r, to assume liability for soft drink excise tax. Adds new GS 105- r 
113.56D requiring tax be shown on invoice as separate from charges for soft drink products, 
and nonresident dealer to indicate on invoice whether tax is being paid by such nonresi- ~— 
dent dealer. 

Adds new provision to GS 105-113.44(1) (definition of "base products") excluding 
liquid natural fruit juice and vegetable juice concentrates, whether frozen or unfrozen, 
and conforms GS 105-113.44(18) to this change. 

Adds new GS 105-113.47A declaring all soft drink products subject to tax for 
which tax has not been paid contraband goods and permits any law officer or agent of 
Comm'r to seize same. After seizure of goods, gives taxpayer ten days in which to apply 
in writing to Comm'r for hearing before products are destroyed. Provides Comm'r's 
decision is final unless notice of intent to appeal to superior court given by taxpayer 
within ten days. Effective January 1, 1972.

_ and expend tax or non-tax funds for human relations programs, manpower development programs, 
and community action programs. Provides expenses for such programs to be necessary expenses 
for which tax revenues may be expended without prior approval of voters. 


H 1273 Prison laundry service limits GS 148 
Introducers: Rhyne and Webster ' Sent to CORRECTN 


"To restrict the activities of the Department of Corrections laundry services." 
| Stipulates laundry services performed by Dep't of Corrections may be provided only for 
agencies and instrumentalities of State and local political subdivisions of all kinds, 
including tax-supported hospitals. Limits such services to wet-washing, drying and iron- 
ing of flatgoods and those uniforms prescribed for wear by such institutions (excludes 
dry-cleaning).

"Relating to a penston plan for surviving spouses of Supreme Court Judges, Judges 
of the Court of Appeal and Supertor Court Judges." . Adds new GS 7A-39.12 permitting all 
surviving spouses of justices of Supreme Court and judges of Court of Appeals to make 
written request to Dir. of Budget, and thereafter be entitled to be paid $6,000 per 
annum in equal monthly installments out of State Treasuty upon warrants drawn thereon.

providing parking space for customers, partrons, or the public.

Committee Substitute adopted in Senate 6/16/71 adds following provisions to 
original bill: (1) requires State or public or governmental agencies to determine and 
certify to bd. county comm'rs of county from which bodies to be disinterred that removal 
is reasonably necessary to perform its governmental functions and duties delegated 
to it by law; (2) requires notice to next of kin of proposed removal if known or subject 
to being ascertained by reasonable search and inquiry, and requires publication of notice 
of removal once each week for four successive weeks (originally 3 weeks); (3) requires 
party effecting removal to bear expenses thereof, including actual reasonable expense 
of one of next of kin incurred in attending same, not to exceed $200; (4) permits 
reinterment in common grave where written consent is obtained from next of kin; and 
(5) requires suitable replacement marker be provided in cases where remains are moved 
to perpetual care cemetery where upright tombstones not permitted.

(1) permits rate not to exceed 10% (originally 12%) on installment loans not exceeding 
$50,000 (originally $300,000) repayable in no less than two nor more than ten years 
at least quarterly in substantially equal payments of principal and interest upon 
written agreement signed by parties (originally no provisions as to equal payments); 
(2) specifies borrower may prepay all or any part of such loan at any time prior to 
maturity without penalty; (3) permits interest rate not to exceed 12% on loans not 
exceeding $7,500 (originally $10,000).

Penalties include fines and suspension or revocation of insurer's certificate of 
authority or rating organizations' license. Creates a Rate Analysis Section to 
audit and measure filed rates against statutory standards and recommend rating law 
changes to Comm'r. Permits reinstatement of prior approval system by Comm'r upon 
determination of unsatisfactory rates, emergency, insufficient competition to

Certificate of need to be issued only if necessary to provide 
new or additional inpatient facilities in area to be served, if new facilities can be 
economically created and maintained, and if the facilities will contribute to the 
orderly development of adequate and effective health services. In making decision 
as to need, consideration to be given to size and growth of area to be served, number 
of existing and planned facilities, extent of utilization of existing facilities, and 
availability of alternative facilities. Decisions as to need are appealable to the 
courts as provided by law with regard to licensing decisions of any licensing agency.

Provides vacancy 
due to term expiring July 1, 1971 to be filled by appointment of Gov. for short term 
expiring Dec. 31, 1972. Provides for nomination and election of five members at 
primary and general election in 1972, two for 2-year terms, one for 4-year term, two 
for 6-year terms. all terms beginning Jan. 1, 1973. Comm'r in office to continue until 
successor elected and qualifies but holdover not to affect expiration date of succeed- 
ing term. On Jan. 1, 1973, Comm'rs shall elect 1 member as chairman for 2-year term 
(now, appointed by Gov.), thereafter chairman elected for 4-year term beginning Jan. l, 
1975. If chairman's position vacant for any reason, members, to elect successor to 
serve unexpired term. In case of vacancy on Comm'n, require Governor to 
appoint successor under GS 163-14 to serve unexpired term. Salary of member to be 
Same as superior court judge, except chairman to receive $1,000 more per year. Rewrites 
GS 84-2 to include members of Utilities Comm'n in list of officials prohibited from 
practice of law. Adds new GS 163-14 providing for filling of vacancies on Comm'n 
by appointment of Gov.

H 318 Public drunks, non-criminal (Iden. S 179) (digested in Bulletin No. 32, p. 223) 
Committee Substitute adopted in House 6/25/71 completely rewrites original 
bill, basically retaining provisions on repeal of criminal provisions and assistance of 
persons intoxicated in public but adding new provisions to coordinate non-criminal public 
intoxication procedures with compulsory treatment provisions. Specifically, repeals 
criminal offenses of public drunkenness, GS 14-335, and drunkenness and disorderliness, 
GS 14-334, and rewrites Article 7A of Chapter 122 (currently, procedures for dealing with 
chronic alcoholics acquitted under GS 14-335 for reason of alcoholism) to provide 
following procedures for handling persons found intoxicated in public: (1) intoxicated 
person can be~directed or carried to his or another's residence by peace officer; (2) in- 


_toxicated person in public and in need of care may also be transported to a health care 


facility; (3) if person intoxicated in public is in need of care and leaving him in 
public would constitute a danger to him or to others, and no other facility is available, 
he may be taken to jail to stay until he is sober but no longer than 24 hours (with 
criminal prosecution specifically prohibited); (4) if it is the second time within six 
months that the person has been found intoxicated in public a presumption is raised that 


he is suffering from alcoholism, and a magistrate, upon finding that it is the second 


time and that the person was in fact intoxicated in public this time, may refer the 


person to an approved facility, where he may be required to stay for care for up to 


five days from the time he was found intoxicated in public, if he is examined within 
24 hours of admission and it is the opinion of the examining physician or nurse that 


_ he might be considered an alcoholic; (5) in addition, if it is the second time within 


six months that’ the person has been found intoxicated in public, the peace officer who 
assists him is specifically authorized to file the affidavit required by GS 122-60 to 


initiate the judicial hospitalization procedures for alcoholics. Sets out procedures 
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for keeping records of persons who have been found intoxicated in public, limiting 
their availability to certain authorized persons, and providing that the records 

may not be used for purposes of action (4) above unless at the time the person 

was assisted he was taken before a judicial official who verified that there was 
probable cause to consider him intoxicated in public. Provides for release from 
short-term care facility (the 5-day stay) at any time physician or nurse is of 
opinion person is not alcoholic. Provides for notification of family and release 

to friends or relatives when intoxicated person taken to jail as set out in (3) above. 
Authorizes local governments to have properly trained and specifically named persons 
other than peace officers perform functions set out for peace officers in Article, 
and generally limits civil and criminal liability for those operating under authority 
of Article. Authorizes expenditures by local governments for facilities for persons 
found intoxicated in public, and removes requirement of GS 122-35.16 that 502 of 
grants by Dep't of Mental Health to independent local alcoholism programs be spent 
Onscuucatton--) bLtective Jan. Ly, 1972. 


H 321 Mixed drinks on premises-2 (digested in Bulletin No. 33, p. 230) 

Committee Substitute adopted in House 6/25/71 to eliminate all repeals and 
rewrites of portions of GS Ch 18 from original bill except that portion adding new 
Art 14 entitled Mixed Beverages. Adds statement of legislative purpose to control 
sale of alcoholic beverages in places other than private residences by licensing certain 
persons to sell same for consumption on premises under uniform system in counties 
electing to come under Art. as provided by county-wide election. Modifies definition 
of "mixed beverage" to mean beverage served to individual in sealed miniature container 
containing 1 6/10 ounces of alcoholic beverage purchased on licensed premise with seal 
unbroken and consumed there, with licensee mixing the drink after sealed container has 
been served to purchaser (formerly, in quantity less than quantity contained in 
closed package purchased for consumption on licensed premises). Redefines "licensed 
premises'' to be place having inside dining area with seating capacity for 36 persons 
(formerly, 50 persons) and requires premises have permit from State Bd. of Alcoholic 
Control. Authorizes Bd. to make comprehensive plan for administration, sale and en- 
forcement of mixed beverages by the drink in counties voting to come under Art. and 
to make rules and regulations in the plan as to qualifications of premises and persons 
to be licensed, denial or suspension or revocation of license, hearing and appeal 
procedures, etc. Comprehensive plan to require existence or establishment of ABC 
bd. with county-wide jurisdiction in every county voting to come under Art. to be in 
existence before sale of mixed beverages. Purchases by licensees in county under Art. 
to be made from stores in county with State Bd. to continue its authority over pur- 
chasing, warehousing, storage, distribution and withdrawal of alcoholic beverages by 
county bds. Adds proviso for election in county before sale of mixed beverages and 
specifies provisions of ballot including two issues: for or against the sale and con- 
sumption of mixed beverages; for or against ''brown bagging" with provisions for voters 
to select one or both or neither. Special election to be called by bd. of elections 
of county only on written request of bd. of commrs. or on petition to bd. of elections 
of 154 of registered voters in county that voted in last governor's election. Requires” 
county bd. of elections to give 20 days' public notice in calling for special liquor % 
election prior to opening registration books, which are to remain open for same period © 
of time as for regular election. Provides for election after operating under com- 
prehensive plan for sale of mixed beverages; if majority of votes are aginst sale 
and consumption of mixed beverages, then county bd. must cease sales within 3 months. 
Modifies hours of sale of mixed beverages to allow same on licensed premises during 
hours that it is lawful to sell and consume malt beverages (formerly, 12 noon until 
midnight). 
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Modifies prohibited acts under GS 18-164 (formerly 18-160) to delete Prous DEES aH against 
~ employment of person in licensed business who drinks to excess or any 'B-girl' and 
_ adds prohibitions against sale to intoxicated person or disposal of empty bottles 
or containers except as per rules and regulation of State Bd. Modifies restrictions 
on purchase of mixed beverages to require same be purchased from store in county in 
containers containing 1 6/10 ounces and to eliminate requirement that licensee have 
~permit in his possession in order to transport. Rewrites GS 18-188 relating to fees 
so that determination of fee based on number of seats in licensed premises: $5.00 per 
»seat up to 100; an additional fee of $2.50 for seats over 100 up to 200; an additional 
$1.25 per seat for all over 200 to 300; an additional $1.00 for all seats over 300 to 
500; an additional 50 cents for seats over 500 (defining 'seat' for fee purposes with 
specificity). Provisions providing fo: inspections rewritten to make licensed establishment 
Beepject to inspection by enforcement officers of State Bd. and county bd. (formerly, only 
State Bd.). Modifies provision relating to relicense of person convicted of violation

Act not to relieve riparian owner of requirements of U.S. laws or GS 113-229. 
On completion of filling, Governor and Council of State authorized to direct execution 
of quitclaim deed to owner to whom easement granted, conveying raised land on terms 
deemed proper by Dept. of Admin. and approved by Governor and Council of State.

(as introduced, amount was $28 million and did not include grants from contingency 
account), with cumulative limit staged upwards $30 million in each succeeding fiscal 
year through the fifth; (8) provides that those funds in pollution control account 
and water supply systems account allocated to the several counties, that remain 
uncommitted in those accounts on June 30, 1977 are to be used for grants in those 
accounts without regard to population allocations; (9) modifies priorities provisions 
by limiting quarterly determination to grants to be made from funds not allocated 
by counties, by providing that grants from funds allocated by counties are to be 
given priority on a fiscal year basis, and by providing that priority for county 
allocated funds are to be determined only by reference to applications from govern- 
ments in each county.
